ONLY  A  select  few  South 
Africans  were  able  to  go  to 
the  polls  April  26.  The  rest 
had  to  wait.  But  this  time  around  it 
wasn’t  whites  who  were  the  only 
ones  allowed  to  vote;  it  was  people 
needing  special  assistance,  police 
and  military  personnel,  and  citi¬ 
zens  living  abroad. 

And  this  time  around,  the  rest  of 
the  country  wouldn’t  have  to  wait 
years  or  decades  for  a  chance  to 
vote.  They  would  only  have  to  wait 
a  day  or  two  to  participate  in  South 
Africa’s  first  multiracial  election, 
which  continues  through  Thursday, 
April  28. 

If  you’d  suggested  back  in  the 
1979,  when  I  was  attending  anti¬ 
apartheid  conferences  up  and  down 
the  East  Coast,  that  South  African 
blacks  and  whites  would  be  voting 
together  in  this  century,  I  would 
have  chuckled  quietly  about  your 
naivete. 

And  if  you’d  suggested  in  1978, 
as  I  spent  three  days  on  the  floor  of 
the  Wesleyan  University  president’s 
office  demanding  that  the  school 
divest  from  companies  doing  busi¬ 
ness  with  South  Africa,  that  this 
would  come  to  pass  without  a  civil 
war,  I  would  have  laughed  uproari¬ 
ously. 

All  of  which  makes  me  wonder 
whether  I  shouldn’t  work  on  becom¬ 
ing  a  tad  more  naive.  Not  so  naive 
that  I  would  believe  that  the  struggle 
for  justice  in  South  Africa  is  any¬ 
where  near  over.  Rick  Rocamora’s 
photographs  (beginning  on  page 
17),  which  depict  a  militarized  and 
divided  nation  where  the  effects  of 
economic  injustice  are  evident 
everywhere,  caution  me  against 
going  too  far.  As  does  the  editorial 
from  the  Weekly  Mail  &  Guardian, 
reprinted  on  page  18,  that  endorsed 
the  African  National  Congress, 
while  noting,  “There  are  aspects  of 
the  ANC  that  trouble  us.” 

Maybe  just  naive  enough  to 
believe  that  what  I  and  thousands  of 
others  did  to  promote  divestiture 
(see  “Divestment:  The  War  at 
Home,”  page  21)  might  have  made 
a  difference.  Not  the  difference  — 
too  many  youths  died  in  the  streets 
of  Soweto,  Nelson  Mandela  spent 
too  many  years  living  in  prison  and 
Stephen  Biko  too  few  years  alive,  to 
claim  any  significant  credit  for  sit¬ 
ting  in  a  spacious  office  eating  pizza 
and  watching  ourselves  on  TV  — 
but  a  difference.

The  ecology  of  timber 

Your  article  “Green  Lumber?” 
[4/13/94]  asks  the  question:  “Are 
‘green  labels’  for  timber  companies 
good  environmental  business,  or 
just  corporate  greenwashings?” 
This  completely  misses  the  under¬ 
lying  point  of  independent  certifi¬ 
cation  for  forestry  and  forest  prod¬ 
ucts,  which  is  to  provide  forest 
landowners  with  a  market-based 
incentive  to  improve  their  on-the- 
ground  practices  and  make  a  rapid 
transition  toward  sustainable 
forestry  practices.  It’s  like  asking 
whether  “green  labels”  for  organic 
produce  are  good  ecobusiness  or 
just  a  giant  cover-up.  Isn’t  the  real 
point  to  promote  better  forestry? 
The  market  will  not  support  sus¬ 
tainable  forestry  unless  the  wood 
purchaser  can  clearly  differentiate 
(e.g.,  through  a  certifier’s  mark) 
products  stemming  from  ecological 
forest  management  from  those 
linked  to  forest  degradation  or 
destruction,  and  cast  a  dollar  vote 
accordingly  —  just  as  the  buyer  of 
certified  organic  produce  “votes” 
for  more-sustainable  agricultural 


practices. 

Environmentalists  who  contend 
that  certifying  ecologically  harvested 
forest  products  will  have  negligible 
impacts  on  the  behavior  of  big  tim¬ 
ber  companies  here  and  in  the  tropics 
also  miss  the  point.  As  ecological 
entrepreneur  Paul  Hawken  points  out 
in  The  Ecology  of  Commerce,  big 
business  bears  a  large  part  of  the 
responsibility  for  the  accelerating 
planetwide  environmental  crisis.  If 
there  is  no  hope  of  reforming  large 
timber  companies,  there  is  little  real 
long-term  hope  for  the  planet’s 
forests.  Neither  international  regula¬ 
tion  and  legislation  nor  environmen¬ 
tal  activism  has  proven  sufficient  to 
reform  industry  practices;  a  market 
incentive  is  also  needed.  We  need  to 
demonstrate  to  the  timber  industry 
that  it  is  profitable  and  preferable  to 
incorporate  the  state  of  the  art  in 
holistic  forest  management  into  the 
harvesting,  distribution,  and  market¬ 
ing  of  wood. 

My  company,  EcoTimber  Inter¬ 
national,  has  been  selling  certified 
wood  here  in  San  Francisco  for  more 
than  a  year.  Our  tropical  and  domes¬ 
tic  hardwood  lumber  comes  from 
sources  certified  by  the  Rainforest 
Alliance’s  Smart  Wood  program  as 
well  from  Menominee  Tribal  Enter¬ 
prises,  a  Native  American  operation 
that  is  certified  by  Scientific  Certifi¬ 
cation  Systems.  Our  prices  are 
absolutely  competitive  with  compa¬ 
rable  woods,  as  they  must  be  if  sus¬ 
tainable  forest  products  are  to  gain 
broad  market  acceptance.

The  PG&E  amendment 


Presidio  park  threatened 


The  latest  attack  on  public 
power  at  the  Presidio  comes  in  the 
form  of  an  innocuous-sounding 
proposal  floated  out  by  Supervisor 
Barbara  Kaufman.  Kaufman 
wants  to  put  the  city  on  record  as  offering  to 
split  all  revenue  from  Presidio  power  sales 
with  the  National  Park  Service  —  and  to  ear¬ 
mark  the  city’s  entire  share  of  the  money  to 
pay  for  services  to  the  new  national  park. 

The  idea  has  PG&E  written  all  over  it,  and 
the  supervisors  should  reject  it  summarily. 

Kaufman  wants  to  amend  her  proposal  to 
Angela  Alioto’s  resolution  endorsing  an 
aggressive  bid  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Water  and  Power  for  the  contract  to 
supply  electricity  to  the  tenants  of  the  new 
Presidio  national  park.  The  contract  could 
bring  the  city  some  $2  million  a  year. 

More  important,  though,  the  Presidio  con¬ 
tract  would  give  public  power  a  foothold  in 
San  Francisco.  A  successful  Hetch  Hetchy 
operation  at  the  Presidio  —  selling  power  to 
park  tenants  like  UCSF  at  rates  lower  than 
PG&E’s,  providing  reliable  service,  and 
bringing  the  city  some  much-needed  revenue 
in  the  process  —  would  serve  as  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  project  for  San  Franciscans  who  are  skep¬ 
tical  of  the  city’s  ability  to  do  anything  right. 
Public  power  at  the  Presidio  would  prove  the 
value  of  public  power  in  San  Francisco  — 
and  that’s  why  PG&E  is  dead  set  against  it 
Kaufman  won’t  come  to  the  phone  to 
explain  what  she  hopes  to  accomplish.  The 
best  we  can  determine,  based  on  discussions 
with  other  supervisors,  is  that  Kaufman  has 
resurrected  the  same  old,  tired  line  we’ve 
been  hearing  for  months:  That  “profiteering” 
off  Presidio  power  sales  could  threaten  the 
valuable  federal  grant  that  gives  the  city  the 
right  to  operate  a  water  and  power  dam  in 
Yosemite  National  Park. 

Politics  often  makes  very  little  sense,  but 
the  “profiteering”  argument  makes  no  sense  at 
all.  PG&E  is  also  bidding  for  the  Presidio 
contract  —  and  hasn’t  offered  to  split  the  rev¬ 
enue  with  anyone.  Why  should  the  city?  And 
why  should  the  supervisors  decide,  in 
advance,  that  public-power  revenue  can  only 
be  spent  in  one  part  of  town:  to  provide  ser¬ 
vices  to  a  national  park? 

For  the  record,  the  Raker  Act,  which 


I  got  the  news  last  Saturday  from  the 
huge  headline  —  “Nixon  Is  Dead”  — 
on  a  pile  of  Mercury  News  newspapers 
on  the  floor  at  the  SPJ  symposium  at 
S.F.  State.  Are  you  sure,  I  asked  Jerry 
Ceppos,  the  Merc's  managing  editor.  Good 
question,  he  said  wryly,  explaining  that  he  had 
double-checked  the  news  with  his  city  desk. 

When  Ben  Bradlee  retired  as  editor  of  the 
Washington  Post,  still  mum  about  the  identity 
of  Deep  Throat  and  the  source  that  helped  top¬ 
ple  a  president,  he  was  asked  by  reporters 
about  some  Nixon  caricatures  he  had  dis¬ 
played  on  his  office  wall.  He  said  they  were 
from  the  Bay  Guardian.  When  I  wrote  and 
asked  him  which  ones,  he  pulled  them  off  the 
wall  and  sent  them  to  me  as  one  of  his  last 
gestures  as  the  editor  on  the  Watergate  story. 

Richard  Milhous  Nixon  was  a  powerful 
influence  on  the  Bay  Guardian  and  our  form 
of  alternative  journalism.  For  starters,  he  pro¬ 
vided  us  with  endless  theme  issues.  Vietnam 
(after  an  election  pledge  to  get  us  out,  he  kept 
us  in  for  six  years  and  the  worst  of  the  killings 
and  bombings).  JOA-govemment-licensed 


authorized  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam,  contains  no 
restrictions  on  the  city’s  ability  to  sell  electric 
power  at  a  profit.  In  fact,  the  law  explicitly 
requires  San  Francisco  to  sell  power,  in  com¬ 
petition  with  PG&E,  as  a  way  of  cutting 
power  rates  and  bringing  revenue  into  the 
local  treasury.  If  Kaufman  is  worried  about 
losing  the  dam,  she  ought  to  support  public 
power  —  at  the  Presidio  and  everywhere  else 
in  the  city. 

Unfortunately,  the  goal  of  Kaufman’s 
amendment  is  exactly  the  opposite:  What  her 
proposal  would  do  is  take  much  of  the  local 
financial  benefit  out  of  the  Presidio  public- 
power  project.  That’s  exactly  what  PG&E 
wants  to  do  —  and  any  supervisor  who  sup¬ 
ports  the  Kaufman  plan  will  be  doing  PG&E’s 
dirty  work. 

Who  lost  the  Presidio? 

Rep.  Nancy  Pelosi,  who  is  leading  the  drive  to 
turn  the  Presidio  over  to  private  interests, 
scored  a  victory  April  25  when  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  unanimously  to  endorse  her 
legislation,  HR  3433.  The  Pelosi  bill  —  a 
similar  Senate  version  sponsored  by  Dianne 
Feinstein  and  Barbara  Boxer  —  would  create 
a  “public  benefits  corporation”  to  run  the  new 
park.  The  supervisors  realized  that  the  plan 
has  serious  problems;  Kevin  Shelley,  who 
sponsored  the  pro-Pelosi  resolution,  added  to 
it  a  series  of  amendments  calling  for  greater 
public  oversight  and  strict  limits  on  new  Pre¬ 
sidio  development. 

But  those  amendments  were  so  weak  they 
were  hardly  worth  the  bother:  The  city’s  sup¬ 
port  is  unconditional.  The  calls  for  public 
accountability  were  just  polite  little  sugges¬ 
tions  that  Pelosi  is  free  to  ignore.  By  all  indi¬ 
cations,  that’s  exactly  what  she’s  going  to  do. 

Out  in  the  neighborhoods,  Pelosi  is  having 
a  bit  of  trouble:  Not  a  single  grassroots  orga¬ 
nization  has  endorsed  her  Presidio  plan.  But 
at  City  Hall,  not  a  single  supervisor  would 
stand  up  to  the  big-business  landgrab.  So  if 
Pelosi’s  bill  goes  forward,  and  the  real  estate 
developers  raise  their  flags  one  day  over  a 
new  Presidio  mall,  we’ll  remember  the  names 
of  the  people  who  let  it  happen:  Alioto,  Bier- 
man,  Conroy,  Hallinan,  Hsieh,  Kennedy, 
Kaufman,  Leal,  Maher,  Migden,  and  Shelley. 
For  shame.  ■ 


journalism  (four  days  after  he  signed  the  JOA 
bill,  the  Bay  Guardian  sued  in  federal  court  to 
invalidate  it).

I  prefer  to  judge 
him  by  other  benchmarks:  Voorhis  and  Doug¬ 
las,  Chile,  Cointelpro,  Cambodia  bombing, 
Project  Houston,  the  enemies  list,  the  Ellsberg 
break-in,  Kissinger,  the  Pentagon  Papers, 
JOAs,  IT&T,  the  unindicted  conspirator  in 
Watergate  who  brought  us  to  the  brink  of  our 
most  dangerous  constitutional  crisis  since  the 
Civil  War. 

What  might  the  world  be  like  if  Robert 
Kennedy  had  lived  or  Hubert  Humphrey  had 
beaten  Nixon  in  1968? 

Nixon  was  a  son  of  a  bitch,  and  he  was  not 
my  kind  of  son  of  a  bitch.  But  I’ll  miss  not 
having  him  to  kick  around  anymore.

Federal  legislative  hearings  over 
the  next  few  weeks  —  during  the 
second  week  in  May,  the  House 
Natural  Resources  subcommittee 
on  National  Parks,  Forests,  and 
Public  Lands  will  discuss  HR  3433,  and  on 
April  28  the  Senate  Energy  and  Natural 
Resources  subcommittee  on  Public  Lands, 
National  Parks,  and  Forests  will  discuss 
S  1639  —  could  start  the  process  of  privatiza¬ 
tion  and  commercialization  of  all  367  National 
Park  Service  units  throughout  the  United 
States. 

The  National  Park  Service  is  planning  to 
change  the  Presidio,  a  designated  national 
park,  into  a  business  park  to  be  marketed  like  a 
shopping  mall.  The  NPS  wants  to  abdicate  its 
responsibility  and  turn  the  management  of  the 
Presidio  over  to  a  tax-free,  publicly  subsidized 
corporation  that  will  operate  like  a  private,  for- 
profit,  super-redevelopment  agency  with  awe¬ 
some  powers. 

This  proposed  HR  3433/S  1639  scheme  is 
unprecedented,  inappropriate,  and  dangerous. 
No  national  park  in  the  country  is  operated 
along  the  lines  laid  out  in  these  bills.  If  the  leg¬ 
islation  passes  through  Congress,  it  will  open 
the  door  to  converting  other  national  parks  to 
money-making  commercial-operations  con¬ 
trolled  by  private  interests. 

A  free-enterprise,  profit-making  approach, 
as  proposed  by  the  NPS,  will  not  protect  the 
park;  it  will  harm  the  park. 

Large  institutional,  development,  and  real 
estate  interests  see  the  Presidio,  which 
accounts  for  5  percent  of  the  area  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  as  the  last  frontier  in  San  Francisco  for 
them  to  exploit. 

The  potential  for  commercial-development 
growth  in  the  Presidio  is  almost  unlimited 
because  of  the  large  amount  of  open  space. 
Growth-control  limits  that  apply  to  the  rest  of 
the  city  do  not  apply  in  the  Presidio.  Ironical¬ 
ly,  the  Presidio  is  exempt  from  state,  regional, 
and  local  land-use  preservation  controls. 

The  NPS  plans  to  spend  $777  million  on 
construction  and  rehabilitation  between  1994 
and  2010.  The  construction  payroll  would  be 
$40  million  annually  over  the  next  seven 
years.  A  $473  million  construction  program  is 
planned  for  the  Main  Post,  the  Lettennan  com¬ 


plex,  Fort  Scott,  and  the  Public  Health  Service 
Hospital.  The  amount  of  land  dedicated  to 
institutional  use  would  double.  The  business 
park  model  in  2010  is  projected  to  have  a  pay¬ 
roll  of  $127  million,  5,500  employees,  and 
more  than  4  million  square  feet  of  space. 

The  NPS  and  the  University  of  California 
at  San  Francisco  are  working  together  to  have 
UCSF  take  control  of  55  acres  and  1.3  million 
square  feet  of  building  space  in  the  Presidio. 
Both  are  trying  to  cut  the  deal  quickly  and 
enter  into  what  would  potentially  be  a  99-year 
lease  this  summer.  The  NPS  even  pushed 
through  Congress  special-interest  legislation  to 
expedite  the  process.  It  was  attached  as  a  rider 
to  a  completely  unrelated  bill  and  was  signed 
into  law  before  a  single  newspaper  article  was 
written  about  the  issue  in  San  Francisco.  The 
NPS  announced  in  March  that  it  would  permit 
more  than  500,000  square  feet  of  new  con¬ 
struction  in  this  area  of  the  park. 

UCSF  is  planning  to  develop  a  second 
main  campus  that  will  be  equivalent  in  size  to 
its  3.5  million-square-foot  campus  on  Parnas¬ 
sus.  The  Presidio  may  be  the  secret  target  for 
UCSF’s  huge  expansion. 

Turning  the  management  of  the  leasing  of 
space  in  a  national  park  over  to  a  corporation 
is  inappropriate  and  a  betrayal  of  the  mission 
of  the  NPS. 

Muir,  Audubon,  and  Thoreau  helped  estab¬ 
lish  the  national  park  system  to  protect  places 
from  the  ravages  of  development,  to  take  lands 
off  the  market  forever,  and  to  ensure  public 
control.  The  Presidio  planning  process  and  the 
Presidio-related  federal  legislation  in  Wash¬ 
ington  are  moving  in  the  opposite  direction  in 
all  three  states. 

A  public-interest  alternative  needs  to  be 
formulated  along  the  traditional  NPS  model 
that  now  operates  in  other  outstanding  historic, 
recreation,  and  national  park  units  throughout 
the  country.  The  model  should  maximize  pub¬ 
lic  oversight  and  public  access.  ■

Paper  chase

You  SHOULD  HAVE  been  there  Sunday  night,  out  at  the  Irish  Cultur¬ 
al  Center,  right  across  the  road  from  the  San  Francisco  Zoo.  It  was 
a  wonderful  show,  featuring  one  of  the  most  unlikely  collections 
of  political  allies  since  Calvin  Welch  joined  with  the  John  Birch 
Society  to  save  the  Park  Precinct  Police  Station  back  in  1972. 

Joe  O’Donoghue,  who  runs  the  Residential  Builders  Association,  and 
Jack  Davis,  who  works  for  some  big  local  landlords,  were  chatting  nicely 
with  tenant  activist  David  Spero  and  San  Francisco  Tomorrow  member 
Rick  Hauptman.  Labor  organizer  Maria  Martinez  shared  a  microphone 
with  state  Sen.  Quentin  Kopp.  Warren  Hinckle  even  bought  Bruce  Brug- 
mann  a  stiff  gin  and  tonic,  with  a  couple  of  limes. 

And  more  than  100  people  (who  werefi’t,  for  the  most  part,  your  typical 
rally-going  crowd)  showed  up  for  two  hours  at  dinnertime  to  help  organize 
around  one  of  the  more  obscure  issues  at  City  Hall:  The  contract  to  publish 
the  city’s  legal  notices,  which  run  in  tiny  type  in  the  back  of  a  newspaper. 
It’s  actually  a  very  serious  issue. 

What’s  going  on? 

If  you  live  in  California,  you  have  a  legal  right  to  know  what  your  local 
government  is  doing  every  week.  In  San  Francisco,  you  used  to  be  able  to 
sign  up  for  the  mailing  list  of  every  possible  board  and  committee,  and  the 
agendas  would  arrive  at  your  doorstep  a  few  days  before  any  scheduled 
meeting.  But  now  the  people  who  run  the  city  have  cut  the  mailing  budget, 
so  you  have  to  pay  for  those  agendas  —  and  if  you  care  about  more  than 
one  or  two  agencies,  the  tab  can  be  hundreds  of  dollars  a  year. 

The  only  other  way  to  find  out  what’s  going  on  —  save  for  making  a 
regular  trek  down  to  City  Hall  —  is  to  read  the  legal  notices  in  the  “offi¬ 
cial”  city  newspaper.  Until  12  years  ago,  that  meant  the  Examiner  or 
Chronicle. 

But  in  1982,  Kopp,  then  a  supervisor,  sponsored  a  charter  amendment 
giving  newspapers  that  published  at  least  three  times  a  week  the  right  to  bid 
for  the  contract  to  publish  the  legal  notices.  The  voters  approved  the  plan 
by  more  than  60  percent,  and  for  the  next  several  years,  the  old  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Progress  won  the  bid. 

Then  the  Progress  folded  and  the  San  Francisco  Independent,  a  small 
neighborhood  paper  owned  by  the  Fang  family,  began  publishing  three 
times  a  week,  filling  in  the  Progress  niche.  The  Independent  started  bid¬ 
ding  for  the  legal-notices  contract  and,  like  the  Progress,  offered  to  print 
the  ads  for  less  money  than  the  Examiner  or  Chronicle.  The  contract  is 
worth  some  $400,000  a  year  —  a  pittance  to  the  Ex/Chron,  which  has  a 
combined  annual  ad  revenue  of  more  than  $350  million,  but  a  very  big  sum 
indeed  to  a  small  community  paper. 

Of  course,  the  local  newspaper  combine  has  never  liked  competition  — 
and  this  year,  the  San  Francisco  Newspaper  Agency,  which  does  business 
for  both  daily  papers,  submitted  what  looks  to  me  like  a  classic  John  D. 
Rockefeller-style  bid:  The  Examiner  won’t  make  any  money  on  the  deal, 
and  will  probably  lose  a  bit.  But  by  taking  the  contract  away  from  the  Inde¬ 
pendent,  the  Ex/Chron  can  deal  a  major  blow  to  a  struggling  competitor. 

The  supervisors,  under  (I’m  told)  intense  pressure  from  Ex  publisher 
Will  Hearst,  are  prepared  to  consider  only  one  factor  —  cost  —  in  award¬ 
ing  the  contract.  The  Ex  can  publish  the  ads  a  bit  cheaper,  so  the  Ex  is  the 
winner. 

Ted  and  me 

As  the  late  Mr.  Nixon  used  to  say,  let  me  make  one  thing  perfectly  clear: 
I’m  not  here  to  sing  the  praises  of  Independent  publisher  Ted  Fang.  He 
fired  my  friend  Jim  Balderston  on  election  night  several  years  ago,  and  you 
just  shouldn’t  do  that  to  a  political  reporter.  I  still  haven’t  fully  forgiven 
him.  He  endorsed  Frank  Jordan  for  mayor,  too. 

But  like  a  lot  of  other  people  who  made  the  trek  down  to  the  Irish  Cul¬ 
tural  Center  Sunday  night,  I  think  this  legal-notices  contract  is  much  more 
important  than  any  personal  or  political  disagreements  I  may  have  with 
young  Mr.  Fang  or  his  newspaper.  This  is  about  public  information,  and, 
like  it  or  not,  the  Independent  is  far  too  important  to  lose. 

For  one  thing,  the  Independent  is  free.  That  makes  a  big  difference  to 
people  who  live  on  a  fixed  (or  otherwise  tight)  income  —  which  includes  a 
fairly  large  percentage  of  San  Francisco  these  days.  The  City  Hall  mailing 
list  costs  money,  and  so  does  the  Examiner  —  about  $235  a  year,  if  you 
buy  it  every  day.  If  you’re  on  social  security  or  SSI,  we’re  probably  talking 
about  5  percent  of  your  disposable  income,  after  rent,  taxes,  and  utilities. 

The  Examiner  is  also  a  big,  rich  business,  owned  by  a  big,  rich  corpora¬ 
tion  based  in  New  York.  The  Independent  is  a  small,  minority-owned  oper¬ 
ation  —  and  unless  I’m  wrong,  the  city  still  gives  preference  to  local 
minority-owned  businesses  in  public-works  contracts. 

That’s  why  people  like  me  were  willing  to  drive  out  to  the  zoo  and 
spend  an  evening  listing  to  people  like  Jack  Davis  talk  about  an  issue  that 
never  makes  the  daily  papers.  And  if  the  supervisors  decide  to  go  along 
with  Will  Hearst  &  Co.,  a  lot  of  us  are  going  to  remember.  ■

S.F.  toilets 
on  fast  track 

Planner  questions 
speed  and  length 
of  20-year  contract 

A  senior  planning  official  is 
questioning  the  speed  with 
which  a  contract  to  put  coin- 
operated  public  toilets  and  adver¬ 
tising  kiosks  on  the  streets  of 
San  Francisco  has  proceeded. 

Gerald  Green,  a  senior  planner 
for  the  Department  of  City  Plan¬ 
ning,  told  the  Bay  Guardian  that  in 
December  1993,  when  he  made  his 
first  report  to  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  on  JC  Decaux’s  bid  to  put 
50  toilets  and  225  kiosks  on  city 
streets,  he  found  out  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  had 
already  accepted  the  bid. 

“We  raised  significant  ques¬ 
tions  about  the  [public  toilet]  pro¬ 
gram,”  Green  said.  “But  we  were 
told  a  bid  had  been  accepted  and  a 
contract  was  being  negotiated.” 

Asked  if  it  is  standard  proce¬ 
dure  for  the  Planning  Commission 
to  review  a  project  contract  after  a 
bid  has  already  been  accepted, 
Green  said,  “No,  it  is  not.” 

JC  Decaux  is  a  French  firm  that 
has  placed  similar  toilets  and 
advertising  kiosks  in  cities 
throughout  Europe  and  tested  them 
in  New  York  City. 

The  proposed  contract  would 
put  50  coin-operated,  self-clean¬ 
ing,  and  badly  needed  toilets  on 
the  streets  free  of  charge  to  the 
city.  In  exchange,  JC  Decaux 
could  put  225  17-foot-tall  advertis¬ 
ing  and  newspaper  kiosks,  each 
with  two  14-by-5-foot  backlit  bill¬ 
boards,  on  the  streets.  Sixty-five  of 
the  5-foot  in  diameter  kiosks  will 
house  newspaper  vendors. 

The  newspaper  kiosks  will  be 
leased  to  the  San  Francisco  News¬ 
paper  Agency,  which  represents 
both  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle 
and  the  Examiner,  to  sell  their 
newspapers. 

“Decaux  has  a  contract  with  the 
San  Francisco  Newspaper 
Agency,”  Vit  Troyan,  the  DPW 
staffer  in  charge  of  the  public-toi¬ 
let  project,  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Mayor  Frank  Jordan  first  saw 
the  toilets  in  New  York  in  July 
1992  and  recommended  them  to 


the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

“I  saw  then  that  the  automatic 
toilets  represented  an  opportunity 
for  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  to  remove  a  citywide 
blight  of  long-standing,”  Jordan 
wrote  the  board. 

One  of  the  other  bidders  for  the 
toilets,  Gannett  Outdoor  Advertis¬ 
ing,  which  supplies  the  city’s  bus 
shelters  in  exchange  for  shelter 
advertising  space,  filed  a  bid 
protest  earlier  this  year  charging 
that  the  contract  had  been  unfairly 
awarded  to  JC  Decaux.  Gannett 
also  has  sidewalk  advertising 
kiosks. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Julia  Ten 
Eyck  told  the  Bay  Guardian  that 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  Rudy 
Nothenberg  was  preparing  a 
response  on  the  matter. 

The  New  York  City  Council 
asked  that  the  ratio  of  kiosks  to  toi¬ 
lets  be  reduced  from  4-to-l  to  2-to- 
1.  If  the  contract  is  approved  in  its 
current  form,  San  Francisco  would 
have  a  4.5-to-l  ratio. 

The  current  contract,  already 
approved  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  Arts  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  the  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion,  would  bind  the  city  in  a  20- 
year  agreement. 

“The  advertising  kiosk  program 
should  be  tested  for  a  maximum 
five-year  period  and  then  evaluat¬ 
ed,”  Green’s  report  stated. 

The  details  of  the  contract  and 
its  final  approval  are  headed  to  the 
board  “in  the  next  two  weeks,” 
according  to  Troyan.  The  matter 
will  then  be  assigned  to  commit¬ 
tee,  and  hearings  will  be  sched¬ 
uled.

Shipyard 

blockade 

Area  residents 
blame  city,  Navy, 
demand  jobs 

About  30  residents  of  the 
Bayview-Hunters  Point  com¬ 
munity  blocke^the  north 
entrance  of  the  Hunters  Point  Naval 
Shipyard  for  two  days  last  week 
demanding  that  jobs  related  to  the 
base’s  civilian  conversion  and  other 
public  works  projects  be  given  to 
local  residents. 


For  several  hours  on  April  19 
and  20,  protesters  blocked  traffic  at 
the  Evans  Street  entrance  to  the 
shipyard,  preventing  military  per¬ 
sonnel,  base  workers,  and  commer¬ 
cial  business  owners  and  artists 
from  getting  to  their  jobs. 

Protesters  at  the  scene  told  the 
Bay  Guardian  that  they  were  frus¬ 
trated  with  years  of  economic 
neglect  by  the  city  and  the  U.S. 
Navy.  James  Richards,  an  organizer 
with  Aboriginal  Black-Man  Unlim¬ 
ited  (ABU),  cited  a  recent  $200  mil¬ 
lion  Navy  contract  awarded  to  Inter¬ 
national  Technology  Corp.,  a  Mar¬ 
tinez-based  firm.  The  contract  was 
for  the  survey  and  cleanup  of  toxic 
residues  at  Hunters  Point  and  15 
other  military  bases  from  the  Bay 
Area  to  Nevada. 

“[The  Navy]  told  us  they  spent 
$30  million  already,  but  not  one 
[local  resident]  has  been  hired,”  said 
Richards.  “That’s  complete  disre¬ 
spect  to  the  community.” 

Commander  George  Haines  of 
the  Western  Division  Naval  Facili¬ 
ties  Engineering  Command  told  the 
Bay  Guardian  there’s  a  false  per¬ 
ception  that  the  millions  of  dollars 
flowing  into  the  shipyard  will  trans¬ 
late  into  jobs. 

“It’s  not  the  panacea  that  people 
think  it  is  right  now,”  said  Com¬ 
mander  Haines.  “It’s  going  to 
involve  more  than  just  the  Navy  to 
retrain  people.” 

The  millions  of  dollars  slated  for 
the  Navy’s  toxic-cleanup  contracts 
are  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket  com¬ 
pared  to  what’s  needed  to  rejuve¬ 
nate  a  community  that  has  suffered 
tremendous  economic  hardship  over 
the  years,  according  to  Larry  Florin, 
project  coordinator  of  military  base 
conversion  for  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency. 

When  the  Navy  closed  the  ship¬ 
yard  in  1972,  Florin  said,  it  did  little 
to  prepare  a  community  that  at  one 
time  had  10,000  residents  employed 
there. 

Scott  Madison,  director  of  Busi¬ 
nesses  of  Hunters  Point  Shipyard, 
an  association  of  small  commercial 
and  artist  tenants,  expressed  concern 
about  the  protest’s  effects  on  busi¬ 
nesses  inside  the  shipyard. 

In  an  open  letter  released  April 
20  to  ABU,  Madison  wrote  that  the 
tenants  share  the  concerns  of 
Hunters  Point  residents,  but  that  the 
protest  “only  hurts  us  and  does 
nothing  to  help  you....  Let’s  work 
together  to  put  the  pressure  where  it 
belongs  —  on  the  Navy  —  and  not 
on  people  who  do  you  no  harm.” 

On  April  20,  Mayor  Frank  Jor¬ 
dan  called  a  meeting  with  ABU

The  struggle  continues

_ _ _ I  As  thousands  march  on  Sacramento,  one  thing  is 

clear:  Its  not  a  good  election  year  for  immigrants.  By  Martin  Espinoza 


On  the  Greyhound  bus  to  Sacramento,  a 
middle-aged  Latina  sat  next  to  me,  reaching 
her  hand  into  a  plastic  bag  and  popping 
green  grapes  into  her  mouth.  Outside  the  sky 
was  covered  with  dark  clouds  —  a  miser¬ 
able  day  for  a  UFW  march. 

I  tapped  the  woman  on  the  shoulder  and  asked  her  in 
Spanish  if  she  knew  what  day  it  was.  Saturday,  the  23rd  of 
April,  she  said.  I  told  her  it  was  the  anniversary  of  the  death 
of  Cesar  Chavez.  Oh,  yes,  she  said,  there  are  a  lot  of  people 
going  to  Sacramento  for  that. 

She  reminded  me  of  my  mother,  who  left  the  fields  a  few 
years  after  she  came  to  the  states  from  Mexico  about  35 


years  ago.  After  I  showed  the 
woman  the  press  releases  I  had 
folded  in  my  bag,  she  smiled  and 
offered  me  some  grapes. 

I  smiled  back  and  refused. 

Thousands  from  Sacramento 
and  elsewhere  were  expected  Sat¬ 
urday  to  join  the  peregrinos  (pil¬ 
grims)  who  had  taken  23  days  to 
retrace  Cesar  Chavez’s  1966  march 
from  Delano  to  the  steps  of  the 
Capitol.  The  trek  commemorated 
the  anniversary  of  the  death  of 
Chavez,  the  legendary  founder  of 
the  United  Farm  Workers  Union. 

The  Sacramento  march  started 
just  outside  the  Our  Lady  of 
Guadalupe  Church,  near  Southside 
Park,  where  my  mother  used  to 


take  us  to  Sunday  Mass  and  then  to 
a  soccer  game  or  two  at  the  park. 
Latinos  of  all  sorts,  cholos,  hip- 
hoppers,  and  weather-beaten  farm¬ 
workers  all  started  to  take  their 
place  in  a  line  that  was  four  to  five 
people  wide. 

While  they  waited  for  the  pro¬ 
cession  to  begin,  the  crowd  of 
about  10,000  mostly  brown  people 
called  for  an  end  to  California’s 
current  wave  of  anti-immigrant 
sentiment,  for  which  many  blamed 
Gov.  Pete  Wilson.  Some  held  up 
posters  depicting  Wilson  hanging 
from  a  noose.  They  chanted, 
“Chavez,  yes!  Wilson,  no!” 

If  it  were  possible  for  Latinos  to 
present  a  united  voting  block  to 


unseat  Wilson,  I  wondered,  who 
would  we  replace  him  with?  There 
were  only  chants  of  “Chavez,  yes! 
Wilson,  no!”  And  Chavez,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  is  dead. 

The  procession  waved  red  UFW 
flags  and  praised  Chavez  for  bring¬ 
ing  dignity  to  farmworkers,  people 
who  historically  have  been  treated 
like  animals.  Chavez  often  said  that 
if  Latino  farmworkers  did  not 
receive  their  dignity,  their  children 
would  live  in  a  culture  of  shame. 

Alfonso  Sanchez,  a  63-year-old 
man  from  Coachella,  Calif.,  made 
the  entire  343-mile  pilgrimage. 

“The  conditions  in  the  fields  are 
even  worse  now  than  they  were  20 
years  ago,”  Sanchez  told  me  in 
Spanish.  Growers  are  even  more 
demanding,  he  added,  because  they 
know  that  they  can  always  get 
cheaper  labor  from  illegal  immi¬ 
grants  or  labor  contractors. 

State  and  local  legislators  sat 
with  labor  leaders  on  the  stage  in 
front  of  the  Capitol. 

“I  look  like  you,”  said  Sacra¬ 
mento  mayor  Joe  Serna  to  the 
crowd.  Serna  pointed  out  that  when 
he  attended  the  1966  UFW  rally  in 
Sacramento,  there  “was  no  Mexi¬ 
can  mayor  ...  today  this  city  is 
yours,  and  if  it  wasn’t  for  Chavez,  I 
wouldn’t  be  here.” 

UFW  cofounder  Dolores  Huerta 
criticized  Gov.  Wilson  for  not 
being  there.  “He’s  probably  some¬ 
where  out  there  in  the  U.S.,  bashing 
the  immigrants.” 

As  the  rally  started  winding 
down,  I  started  to  make  my  way 
out  of  the  crowd  and  came  across  a 
campaign  table  for  gubernatorial 
candidate  Kathleen  Brown.  There, 
a  middle-aged  Latino  man  shouted 
at  the  young  Latino  campaign 
workers. 

“What’s  the  difference  between 
Brown  and  Wilson?”  asked  the 
man.  “She’s  been  immigrant-bash¬ 
ing  just  like  Wilson.”  The  man, 
Robert  Segura,  turned  out  to  be  a 
professor  of  education  at  California 
State  University,  Fresno.  He  told 
me  that  he  thought  it  was  hypocriti¬ 
cal  for  Brown  to  be  campaigning 
for  farmworker  support  when  she’s 
been  pandering  to  the  same  anti¬ 
immigrant  voters  Wilson  has. 

As  former  California  governor 
Jerry  Brown  took  the  stage,  prais¬ 
ing  the  life  of  Chavez,  who  was  his 
close  friend,  Segura  told  me  that 
the  Browns  have  come  full  circle. 
Governor  Pat  Brown  was  hostile  to 
farmworkers,  Jerry  befriended 
them,  and  now,  he  said,  “Kathleen 
is  just  like  her  father.” 

It’s  not  an  election  year  for 
immigrants,  he  said.  ■

after  they  had  walked  out  of  a  pre¬ 
vious  meeting  with  Navy  and  Con¬ 
gressional  representatives. 
Richards  said  he  gave  Jordan  a 
week  to  come  up  with  a  proposal, 
“so  that  we  wouldn’t  have  the 
blood  on  our  hands.” 

As  of  press  time,  the  Mayor’s 
Office  had  not  returned  Bay 
Guardian  phone  calls. 

Neither  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  nor  the  Examiner  has 
covered  the  incidents  at  the  ship¬ 
yard  or  the  subsequent  negotia¬ 
tions.

Cops’  study 
under  fire 

Advocates  blast 
pick  of  researcher 
for  police  study 

A  STUDY  RECOMMENDING  that  the 
Berkeley  Police  Department 
hire  more  officers  for  a  new 
community-policing  program  is 
under  fire  from  civil  liberties  advo¬ 
cates  who  question  its  objectivity. 

The  $40,000  study,  prepared  by 
the  Washington,  D.C.-based  Police 
Executive  Research  Forum 
(PERF),  a  nonprofit  organization 
staffed  largely  by  law  enforcement 
experts  and  former  police  execu¬ 
tives,  was  presented  to  the  Berke¬ 
ley  City  Council  at  its  April  20 
meeting. 

Former  members  of  Berkeley’s 
Police  Review  Commission  criti¬ 
cized  the  choice  of  researchers  and 
questioned  the  study’s  findings.  “1 
find  it  surprising  that  anyone  could 
consider  them  a  group  that  would 
give  an  objective  finding  on  a 
police  department,”  Jim  Chanin,  a 
civil  rights  lawyer  and  a  founding 
member  of  the  commission,  told 
the  Bay  Guardian.  “This  is  a  group 
that  has  a  symbiotic  relationship 
with  police  agencies  and  would 
never  recommend  cuts  in  the  police 
force  or  in  the  police  department 
budget.” 

PERF  associate  director  Shel¬ 
don  Greenberg  told  the  Bay  Guard¬ 
ian  that  the  group  has  conducted 
studies  and  audits  of  city  police 
departments  for  15  years.  “We  are 
much  harsher  and  much  more 
direct  with  police  departments  than 


many  private  agencies.  We’ve 
never  seen  it  [staff  makeup]  as  a 
conflict.” 

The  study’s  recommendations 
included  increasing  the  number  of 
police  from  the  current  76  officers  to 
115,  in  part  to  strengthen  new  com¬ 
munity-policing  program  that  began 
in  January. 

The  study  also  recommended  that 
the  commission  “should  refrain  from 
unwarranted  criticism  of  police  ser¬ 
vices.  Too  many  negative  comments 
within  the  community,  especially 
among  special-interest  groups,  were 
attributed  to  members  of  the  PRC.” 

ACLU  lawyer  Osha  Neuman,  a 
former  commission  member,  told 
the  Bay  Guardian  he  was  concerned 
by  the  study’s  attack  on  civilian 
review  of  police  matters. 

Councilmember  Carla  Wood- 
worth  said  she  found  the  report  to  be 
very  positive  and  “worth  every 
penny.” 

The  City  Council  will  consider 
the  study’s  recommendations  at  its 
May  17  meeting.

Deregulation 
or  bailout? 

Advocates  compare 
industry  proposal 
to  S&L  nightmare 

California  is  headed  for  a 
regulatory  disaster  similar  to 
the  savings-and-loan  debacle 
of  the  1980s  if  the  California  Pub¬ 
lic  Utilities  Commission  adopts  a 
controversial  proposal  to  partially 
deregulate  the  state’s  energy  indus¬ 
try,  a  wide  array  of  consumer  advo¬ 
cates  have  warned. 

The  commission  claims  the  new 
rules  will  save  consumers  money 
by  allowing  them  to  pick  their  own 
utilities,  much  the  same  as  in  the 
deregulated  telecommunications 
industry.  Consumer  advocates  say 
the  plan  will  do  just  the  opposite  — 
allow  less  competition,  while  offer¬ 
ing  companies  less  incentive  to 
protect  the  environment.  Perhaps 
the  most  serious  charge  is  that  con¬ 
sumers  could  be  forced  to  pay  bil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  to  shut  down  the 
state’s  expensive  and  inefficient 
nuclear-power  plants. 

“Deregulation  is  a  nice,  lofty 
phrase,”  said  Mike  Florio,  senior 
attorney  for  Toward  Utility  Rate 


Normalization,  the  state’s  leading 
energy  watchdog  group.  “But  the 
truth  is,  it  is  going  to  increase  rates 
for  the  vast  majority  of  customers.” 

The  CPUC  will  hold  its  first 
public  hearing  on  the  proposal  in 
San  Francisco  on  June  14. 

If  it  is  passed,  large  industrial- 
energy  customers  can  begin  switch¬ 
ing  to  new  power  suppliers  in 
1996,  but  residential  customers 
won’t  be  able  to  switch  until  2002. 
Florio  said  that  move  could  saddle 
small  consumers  with  paying  high¬ 
er  rates  to  make  up  for  large  cus¬ 
tomers  who  leave  the  existing  sys¬ 
tem. 

Even  in  the  long  run,  indepen¬ 
dent  power  producers  will  have  a 
hard  time  competing  with  estab¬ 
lished  utilities  because  those  utili¬ 
ties  will  still  control  the  power 
lines  and  other  transmission  sys¬ 
tems,  Florio  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Florio  pointed  out  that  in  the 
mid- ’80s  the  commission  partially 
deregulated  the  state’s  natural-gas 
industry,  a  process  that  has  resulted 
in  even  less  competition  than 
before  deregulation:  There  are  now 
fewer  than  half  the  number  of  inde¬ 
pendent  energy  producers  than 
before  the  partial  deregulation. 

A1  Riolo,  a  senior  labor-rela¬ 
tions  representative  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  California  State  Supervi¬ 
sors,  which  represents  most  of  thS 
attorneys  and  engineers  who  work 
at  the  CPUC,  compared  the  whole 
utility  process  to  the  deregulatioii 
of  the  savings-and-loan  industry  in 
the  1980s. 

“We’re  at  the  beginning  stages 
of  what  happened  with  the  S&Ls,” 
he  told  the  Bay  Guardian.  “The 
staff  is  concerned  that  it  isn’t  being 
permitted  to  do  their  regulatory  job 
because  the  industry  complains 
there’s  too  much  paperwork,  too 
much  red  tape  —  the  same  claims 
that  are  always  made  by  industry.” 

The  bailout  could  begin  almost 
immediately.  There  is  a  clause  that 
says  utilities  will  be  compensated 
for  the  cost  of  switching  to  a  mar¬ 
ket-oriented  system. 

That  means  consumers  could 
end  up  paying  for  the  dismantling 
of  the  state’s  nuclear-power  plants, 
which  are  too  inefficient  to  survive 
in  a  competitive  market.  That  con¬ 
cern  was  raised  by  the  commis¬ 
sion’s  own  Division  of  Ratepayer 
Advocates,  which  is  charged  with 
protecting  consumer  interests. 
“This  could  be  very  expensive,” 
DRA  executive  director  Edmund 
Texiera  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 
“We’re  talking  about  billions.” 

According  to  the  plan’s  environ¬ 
mental  opponents,  led  by  the 
National  Resources  Defense  Coun¬ 
cil,  higher  rates  aren’t  the  only  neg¬ 
ative  effect  of  the  proposal. 
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By  establishing  market  competi¬ 
tion,  the  proposal  will  eliminate 
industry  incentives  for  energy  pro¬ 
ducers  to  conserve  energy  and  pro¬ 
tect  the  environment,  NRDC  ener¬ 
gy-program  codirector  David  Gold¬ 
stein  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 

“Under  so-called  market  compe¬ 
tition,  there’s  no  incentive  to  do 
that.  A  contest  for  the  cheapest 
power  is  also  a  contest  for  the  dirti¬ 
est  power,”  he  said. 

Commission  president  Daniel 
Fessler  did  not  return  Bay  Guardian 
phone  calls  by  press  time.

What  now  for 
movement? 

Local  antiapartheid 
groups  adapt  to 
new  South  Africa 

As  political  observers  around 
the  world  predict  that  the 
next  president  of  South 
Africa  will  be  African  National 
Congress  leader  Nelson  Mandela,  a 
new  question  arises:  Where  will  the 
global  antiapartheid  movement 
now  aim  its  energy  and  consider¬ 
able  resources? 

The  answer  is  crucial  to  the 
health  of  one  of  America’s  most 
influential  political  movements  — 
and  potentially,  some  say,  to  South 
Africa’s  transition  from  apartheid. 

Representatives  of  the  20  groups 
within  the  Bay  Area  Anti- Apartheid 
Network  met  earlier  this  year  to  dis¬ 
cuss  how  to  adapt  to  South  Africa’s 
postapartheid  needs.  They  also 
voted  to  change  the  group’s  name  to 
the  Bay  Area  South  Africa  Network. 

During  the  planning  retreats,  the 
network  pinned  down  two  areas 
where  their  future  efforts  should  be 
directed:  securing  money  and  mate¬ 
rials  for  South  Africa’s  economic 
development  and  buttressing  public 
interest  in  the  issue. 

Network  member  Beverly  Morris 
told  the  Bay  Guardian  that  on  May 
20,  when  Bay  Area  activists  have 
returned  home  from  serving  as  elec¬ 
tion  monitors  in  South  Africa,  the 
network  will  sponsor  a  community 
forum  to  discuss  the  results. 

Chris  Benner  is  U.S.  project 
director  of  the  Berkeley-based  Sister 
Community  Project,  an  umbrella 
organization  with  offices  in  10  U.S. 
cities,  each  with  South  African  sis¬ 
ter  cities.  When  it  first  formed  in 
1986,  its  goal  was  to  organize  U.S. 
political  resistance  to  apartheid 
through  lobbying  and  boycotts. 

Now  the  project  is  directing  its 
efforts  at  the  economic  issues  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  way  of  South  Africa’s 
immediate  progress.  Last  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  Chicago  office  started  send¬ 
ing  people  with  economic-develop¬ 
ment  experience  to  run  workshops 
in  Alexandra,  its  South  African  sis¬ 
ter  city. 

In  September  1994,  each  of  the 


10  South  African  sister  cities  will 
send  representatives  to  the  United 
States  for  three-month  internships  to 
learn  about  the  workings  of  local 
government. 

“You  have  all  these  people  who 
were  in  opposition  who  will  [now] 
be  elected  officials  running  local 
government,”  Benner  said.  “There 
are  lessons  [to  be]  learned  here  [that] 
will  be  applicable  to  their  situa¬ 
tions.” 

The  project  is  also  seeking  fed¬ 
eral  funding  to  establish  a  teacher¬ 
training  center  in  South  Africa. 
Efforts  such  as  these  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  in  the  immediate  future  to 
combat  what  Kevin  Danaher,  direc¬ 
tor  of  public  education  for  net- 
work-member  Global  Exchange, 
calls  an  educational  system 
“designed  so  that  [black  South 
Africans]  would  have  a  mentality 
to  never  look  for  more  than  physi¬ 
cal  labor.”

Convention 

picketed 

Visiting  publishers 
greeted  with  vision 
of  newspaper  strike 

Union  employees  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  and 
Examiner  picketed  the  front 
of  the  Fairmont  Hotel  April  25  as 
publishers  of  daily  papers  across 
the  country  arrived  for  the  opening 
of  the  Newspaper  Association  of 
America  convention. 

Before  conventioneers  could  get 
inside  to  hear  the  opening  remarks 
of  Examiner  publisher  Will  Hearst 
and  his  Chronicle  counterpart,  Nan 
Tucker  McEvoy,  they  had  to  face  a 
crowd  of  about  150  people  protest¬ 
ing  stalled  contract  negotiations. 

“Last  year,  when  the  publishers 
met  in  Boston,  they  talked  about 
how  their  goal  was  to  have  a  union - 
free  environment,”  a  newspaper 
union  member,  who  asked  not  to  be 
named,  told  the  Bay  Guardian. 
“We  wanted  to  get  in  their  faces 
and  remind  them  that  San  Francis¬ 
co  is  the  greatest  labor  town  on  the 
West  Coast.” 

“San  Francisco  was  once  a  great 
newspaper  town,”  wrote  Chronicle 
columnist  Herb  Caen  in  the  pre¬ 
miere  edition  of  the  NAA  News,  the 
convention  publication.  “I  use  the 
past  tense  because  the  Joint  Operat¬ 
ing  Agreement  (JOA)  may  be  a 
good  way  to  operate  a  joint,  but  it 
tends  to  discourage  competition.” 

The  government-sanctioned 
1965  JOA  allowed  the  Chronicle 
and  Examiner  to  merge  all  their 
operations  and  costs  into  one  busi¬ 
ness  agent,  the  S.F.  Newspaper 
Agency,  while  retaining  separate 
editorial  policies. 

Meanwhile,  as  labor  negotia¬ 
tions  drag  on,  the  San  Francisco 
Labor  Council  —  representing 


some  140  union  locals  in  the  city 
—  promised  to  support  the  union 
workers  in  the  event  of  a  strike  or  a 
lockout. 

“We  are  preparing  for  war  and 
hoping  for  peace,”  Labor  Council 
secretary-treasurer  Walter  Johnson 
told  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Johnson  delivered  a  similar 
message  to  some  300  employees  of 
the  two  newspapers  when  they  met 
to  discuss  the  increasingly  bitter 
negotiations  April  17. 

The  agency  and  papers’  nine 
unions  representing  2,500  workers 
have  been  without  contracts  since 
last  November.  At  the  end  of 
March,  both  sides  filed  unfair 
labor-practices  complaints  with  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Board.

■  More  than  600  journalists  and  stu¬ 
dents  gathered  at  San  Francisco 
State  University  April  23  to  discuss 
’The  Future  of  Journalism,’  an  all¬ 
day  seminar  sponsored  by  the  North¬ 
ern  California  chapter  of  the  Society 
for  Professional  Journalists  and  other 
local  media  groups. 

The  conference  featured  12  inter¬ 
active  workshops  on  topics  ranging 
from  the  changing  role  of  the  free¬ 
lance  reporter,  and  the  state  of  stu¬ 
dent  newspapers  to  new  investiga¬ 
tive  reporting  technologies  and  the 
advent  of  interactive  publications. 
“The  best  moment  was  when  a  stu¬ 
dent  told  me  that  she  was  no  longer 
afraid  [about  the  future],”  said  Betty 
Medsger,  chair  of  S.F.  State’s  jour¬ 
nalism  department  and  one  of  the 
conference’s  organizers. 

Some  disturbing  statistics  were 
cited  at  the  conference.  According  to 
Douglas  Foster,  the  former  editor  of 
Mother  Jones  magazine,  the  number 
of  newspaper  reporters  has  dropped 
10  percent  from  1988  to  1993,  near¬ 
ly  17  percent  when  population 
increases  are  considered. 

“If  newspapers  die,  it  is  not  likely 
to  be  death  by  computers,”  New 
York  Times  managing  editor  Eugene 
Roberts  told  the  conference.  “A 
more  likely  prognosis  is  suicide.” 

Neal  Shine,  publisher  of  the 
Detroit  Free  Press,  said  that  the 
prognosis  for  newspapers  was  not 
nearly  so  glum  as  Roberts  depicted 
it.  Responding  to  questions  about  the 
lack  of  newspaper  jobs,  he  defended 
journalism  training  and  said  it  also 
prepares  people  for  a  variety  of  jobs 
in  public  relations  and  communica¬ 
tions. 

■  San  Francisco  supervisor  Terence 
Hallinan  has  drafted  a  resolution 
urging  the  mayor  to  direct  the  city 
attorney  to  join  Stanislaus  Coun¬ 
ty’s  $800  million  antitrust  suit 
against  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co. 
(see  “Showdown  in  Cow  County,” 
2/2/94). 

The  suit  alleges  that  company 
officials  conspired  to  fix  the  price  of 
natural  gas  being  bought  from  Cana¬ 
da.

The  Fifth  Column 


Unbalanced  book

Last  week  Oakland  mayoral  candidate  Ted  Dang  released  a 

book  titled  Action  Plan  for  Oakland  —  his  program  for  the  city. 
With  this  platform,  Dang  has  defined  the  right  wing  of  this  year’s 
mayoral  race. 

Those  familiar  with  Dang’s  career  with  the  Oakland  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Realtors  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  won’t  be  surprised  with  his 
views,  but  the  book  is  the  most  comprehensive  fleshing  out  available  of  his 
cut-business-taxes,  spend-more-on-police,  and  the-hell-with-social-services 
philosophy. 

Dang  told  me  that  his  campaign  manager,  Duane  Baughnam,  suggested 
that  he  court  the  older,  white  Republicans  in  the  Oakland  hills  because  they 
were  his  natural  constituency.  By  the  looks  of  his  campaign  kickoff  party,  it 
appears  that  Dang  has  taken  that  advice.  He  also  has  the  support  of  many 
members  of  Oakland’s  Jarvis-Gann  wannabes,  Citizens  of  Oakland  Against 
Oppressive  Taxes  (COAT),  whose  nominal  leader  Anna  Sakkis  introduced 
Dang  at  the  affair. 

In  his  book,  Dang  lists  crime  as  the  city’s  biggest  problem.  But  instead  of 
preventive  programs,  his  answer  is  to  cut  all  city  departments  by  10  percent 
and  put  all  of  that  money  into  hiring  100  more  cops.  This  is  on  top  of  his 
belief  that  the  $30  million  city  deficit,  and  another  $15  million  cut  he  sup¬ 
ports  by  repealing  the  Landscape  and  Lighting  Assessment  District,  can  be 
taken  out  of  city  programs  without  a  problem.  In  addition,  Dang  wants  a 
new  bond  measure  to  raise  more  money  for  cops. 

To  rebuild  Oakland’s  economy,  Dang  says  he  wants  to  attract  and  retain 
businesses  by  “slashing  supplemental  and  local  business  taxes.” 

Although  he  bills  himself  as  a  businessman  with  a  social  conscience  (he 
is  a  founder  and  board  member  of  the  East  Bay  Asian  Local  Development 
Corporation,  which  has  done  some  great  nonprofit  housing  development), 
his  campaign  speech  to  his  core  followers  was  all  about  cutting  government 
spending  and  business  taxes  and  increasing  the  number  of  cops.  Not  a  word 
was  said  on  social  programs.  His  64-page  book  has  only  about  two  pages  on 
social  services,  where  he  writes,  “When  it  comes  to  caring  for  society’s 
most  needy,  government  should  butt  out.”  All  that  work  should  be  done 
through  nonprofits,  churches,  and  private  organizations,  he  asserts. 

While  he  rails  against  “politicians”  (no  one  is  ever  named),  blaming  them 
for  all  of  Oakland’s  ills  from  crime  to  business  flight,  there  is  only  one  pass¬ 
ing  reference  that  outside  forces,  like  the  recession,  the  general  collapse  of 
the  real  estate  market,  the  earthquake,  the  fire,  or  12  years  of  Reagan-Bush 
policies  divesting  from  inner  cities,  have  had  any  influence  on  the  situation. 

While  many  of  Dang’s  criticisms  of  city  hall  politicians  —  and  some  of 
his  statistics  —  are  wildly  off  the  mark  or  twisted  all  around,  some  of  them 
do  ring  true.  Yes,  city  staff  is  top-heavy.  Yes,  many  department  heads  make 
way  too  much  money.  Yes,  especially  in  his  specialty  of  real  estate  and  hous¬ 
ing  development,  he’s  probably  right  that  the  city  isn’t  getting  the  most  bang 
for  its  buck.  But  it’s  the  way  Dang  knowingly  plays  fast  and  loose  with  the 
truth  that  throws  much  of  the  rest  of  his  arguments  into  question. 

For  example,  in  a  section  titled  “Fighting  to  Keep  the  Businesses  We 
Have,”  Dang  uses  a  quote  from  a  story  I  wrote  about  Kaiser  building  its  new 
hospital  in  Emeryville  instead  of  Oakland:  “Oakland  blew  it.  They’re  never 
going  to  get  Kaiser  back,”  Emeryville  mayor  Ken  Bukowski  said.  But 
Kaiser  didn’t  get  the  downtown  Oakland  site  it  wanted  at  the  Laney  College 
athletic  fields  because  the  trustees  of  that  land,  the  Peralta  Community  Col¬ 
lege  District  Board,  voted  against  it.  In  fact,  the  Oakland  City  Council  voted 
6-3  to  urge  the  Peralta  Board  to  sell  the  land  to  Kaiser.  Dang  knows  this,  but 
still  uses  it  as  the  top  example  of  the  city  being  hostile  to  business. 

Elsewhere  he  complains  that  Oakland’s  real-estate  transfer  tax  of  1 .5  per¬ 
cent  is  “nine  times  higher  than  the  next-closest  Bay  Area  city.”  But  just  next 
door,  Berkeley’s  is  1.25  percent. 

In  another  instance,  after  pledging  to  write  legislation  that  cracks  down 
on  panhandling  and  promising  to  get  tough  on  welfare,  Dang  claims  the  cost 
of  General  Assistance  in  Alameda  County  rose  661  percent  in  1991.  First, 
since  1992  GA  has  been  slashed  considerably  and  would  have  been  even 
more  if  the  courts  hadn’t  put  a  stop  to  it.  Second,  GA  is  in  the  purview  of 
county  government  and  the  mayor  of  Oakland  has  no  power  over  its  budget. 

Ultimately,  the  biggest  problem  with  Dang’s  program  is  his  idea  that 
government  should  be  run  like  a  business.  While  government  should  utilize 
some  business  practices  for  efficiency,  it  needs  to  have  more  than  a  concern 
for  the  bottom  line.  Government  deals  with  people  and  quality-of-life  issues, 
and  these  concerns  should  direct  its  bookkeeping.  Social  policy  should  be 
formed  by  the  heart,  not  the  balance  sheet. 

Not  that  Dang  doesn’t  have  a  good  heart.  I  like  the  man.  He’s  intelligent 
and  energetic  and  he  means  well.  But  when  he  crafts  policy,  the  accountant 
in  him  takes  over,  like  the  cover  of  his  book  that  shows  him  alone  in  a 
night-darkened  room,  underlit  by  his  desk  light,  still  with  his  tie  cinched 
tight,  bent  over  a  ledger  book.  Ultimately  Oakland’s  mayor  has  to  be  more 
than  just  the  city’s  best  businessman.  ■

The  Presidio 
steamroller 


The  S.F.  supervisors  agree  Pelosi’s  hill  has  problems 
—  then  endorse  it  anyway.  By  Martin  Espinoza 

Despite  fears  that  the  218-year-old  Pre¬ 
sidio  military  base  could  fall  prey  to  large- 
scale  commercialization,  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  approved 
a  resolution  April  25  endorsing  Rep.  Nancy 
Pelosi’s  legislation  that  would  create  a  quasi-government 
corporation  to  manage  the  park  with  little  public  oversight. 

In  effect,  the  supervisors  endorsed  a  bill  that  most  of 
them  had  serious  problems  with. 


The  resolution,  by  Supervisor 
Kevin  Shelley,  requests  that  Pelosi 
make  several  key  amendments  to  her 
legislation.  Shelley  called  for 
increased  public  oversight  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  corporation,  strict  limits  on 
new  construction,  and  a  requirement 
that  the  corporation  be  subject  to 
open-meetings  laws. 

But  the  board’s  endorsement  of 
the  Pelosi  bill  was  not  contingent  on 
those  amendments. 

Shelley  was  well  aware  of  the 
problem:  He  wanted  the  board  to  sup¬ 
port  a  bill  that  he  admitted  was  prob¬ 
lematic,  but  his  resolution  called  for 
unconditional  support.  Last  week, 
when  the  Bay  Guardian  pointed  this 
out  to  Shelley,  he  said  he  would  con¬ 
sider  changing  the  language  of  his 
resolution.  But  it  went  before  the 
board  without  changes. 

Shelley’s  resolution  was  approved 
by  all  10  supervisors  present  in  the 
chamber.  Supervisor  Annemarie  Con¬ 
roy  was  absent 

Pelosi  herself  tacitly  acknowl¬ 
edged,  in  an  April  12  letter  to  Shelley, 
that  her  bill,  HR  3433,  had  some 
problems.  She  stated  that  she  would 
recommend  changes  to  the  congres¬ 
sional  committee  scheduled  to  hear 
her  bill  the  second  week  in  May. 

Among  other  things,  she  told  Shel¬ 
ley  she  would  consider  amendments 
requiring  that  Presidio  contracts  and 
concessions  be  awarded  in  a  way  that 
takes  into  account  the  ethnic  diversity 
of  the  Bay  Area,  and  that  the  “public 
benefits  corporation”  be  directly 
accountable  to  the  Park  Service  and 
Congress. 

However,  as  the  author  of  the  bill, 
Pelosi  has  the  ability  to  amend  it  at 
any  time  —  with  or  without  commit¬ 
tee  approval  —  and,  to  date,  she  has 
offered  no  changes. 

Pelosi  badly  needed  the  city’s 
endorsement,  because  she  has  been 
unable  to  gamer  support  from  any 
major  grassroots  organizations. 

In  other  Presidio  developments, 
the  Bay  Guardian  has  learned: 

■  Pelosi’s  district  director,  Michael 
Yaki,  has  been  pressing  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  from  areas  near  the  Pre¬ 
sidio  to  sign  on  to  HR  3433.  Several 
sources  close  to  the  Neighborhood 
Association  for  Presidio  Planning 
(NAPP)  told  the  Bay  Guardian  that 
Yaki  has  been  meeting  with  key 


group  members,  desperately  trying  to 
line  up  support  for  his  boss’s  bill. 

“Yaki  has  threatened  political 
retaliation  on  future  issues,”  said  one 
source  familiar  with  neighborhood 
issues  at  the  Presidio.  “He’s  threat¬ 
ened  to  leave  people  out  of  the  loop.” 

Yaki  did  not  return  Bay  Guardian 
phone  calls. 

■  A  subcommittee  of  the  Senate 
Energy  and  Natural  Resources  Com¬ 
mittee  is  scheduled  to  hold  hearings 
April  28  on  legislation  by  Dianne 
Feinstein  and  Barbara  Boxer  that  is 
virtually  identical  to  Pelosi’s  bill. 
Also  to  be  heard  at  this  week’s  Senate 
hearing  is  S  1549,  an  obscure  bill  also 
sponsored  by  Feinstein  and  Boxer. 
That  bill  would  allow  the  National 
Park  Service  to  waive  federal  regula¬ 
tions  regarding  competitive  bidding 
practices,  paving  the  way  for  special 
leasing  deals  with  large  institutions 
like  UCSF.  Under  the  legislation,  the 
Park  Service  would  be  able  to  enter 
into  long-term  leases  and  knock  out 
small  nonprofit  bidders. 

■  Meanwhile,  back  in  San  Francis¬ 
co,  Supervisor  Barbara  Kaufman  is 
trying  to  restrict  the  city’s  position  as 
a  public-power  provider  by  recom¬ 
mending  amendments  to  a  resolution 
by  Board  of  Supervisors  president 
Angela  Alioto  that  would  urge  the 
city  to  bid  for  the  takeover  of  the  Pre¬ 
sidio’s  electrical-distribution  system. 

Alioto’s  resolution  would  repre¬ 
sent  the  city’s  strongest  move  yet  to 
exercise  its  public-power  mandate 
under  the  federal  Raker  Act  of  1913, 
which  gave  San  Francisco  the  right  to 
build  a  dam  in  Yosemite’s  Hetch 
Hetchy  Valley.  Kaufman's  amend¬ 
ments  would  force  the  city  to  split  all 
revenue  from  a  Presidio  public-power 
system  with  the  Park  Service  (see  edi¬ 
torial,  page  6). 

Alioto  told  the  Bay  Guardian  she 
would  not  accept  amendments  that 
would  water  down  her  resolution’s 
public-power  implications. 

■  An  Earth  Day  rally  to  drum  up 
support  for  Pelosi’s  bill  reportedly 
drew  1,500  people  to  the  Presidio 
April  24.  The  National  Parks  Conser¬ 
vation  Association  sponsored  the 
event  —  but  activists  on  the  scene 
said  that  many  of  the  people  on  hand 
had  no  idea  what  Pelosi’s  legislation 
actually  involved. 

Dan  Berman,  a  member  of  the 


Preserve  the  Presidio  Campaign,  said 
he  passed  out  flyers  at  the  rally  and 
told  people  that  Pelosi’s  legislative 
plan  has  “absolutely  too  much  real 
estate  influence.  Market  forces  will 
exploit  and  plunder  an  irreplaceable 
and  priceless  scenic  and  historic  park 
area  if  this  federal  legislation  goes 
through.” 

Park  officials  at  the  rally,  Berman 
said,  tried  to  stop  him  from  passing 
out  flyers  near  the  rally.  They  told 
him  that  the  March  for  Parks  people 
had  temporary  reign  of  the  premises. 

“I  asked  one  Park  Service  ranger  if 
this  was  how  Pelosi’s  Presidio  Corpo¬ 
ration  would  conduct  its  business  if 
approved  by  Congress,”  Berman  told 
the  Bay  Guardian.  ■

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On  April  26, 27,  and  28,  all  adult  South  Africans  are  eligible  to  vote  in  that  nation’s  first  multiracial  elec¬ 
tion.  Among  those  casting  ballots  for  the  first  time  will  be  Nelson  Mandela,  the  formerly  imprisoned 
African  National  Congress  leader  who  will  likely  become  the  leader  of  a  free  South  Africa. 

Covering  the  election  alongside  the  mainstream  newspapers  will  be  alternative  newsweeklies,  most  of 
which  were  founded  in  the  1980s  to  oppose  the  government’s  apartheid  policies.  Whether  aimed  pre¬ 
dominantly  at  black  readers,  like  New  Nation,  or  at  white  liberals  or  mixed  audiences,  like  South,  these  publications  share 
a  taste  for  aggressive  reporting,  a  ncmracial  editorial  viewpoint,  and  an  overarching  concern  for  the  disenfranchised. 

When  Bay  Guardian  editor  and  publisher  Bruce  B.  Brugmann  visited  South  Africa  in  February  to  participate  in  an 
International  Press  Institute  assembly,  he  found  a  vibrant  alternative  press  that  was  playing  an  important  role  in  the  final 
battle  for  reforms  (see  “Dateline:  South  Africa,”  3/2/94). 

Mandela,  addressing  the  institute,  said:  “For  the  past  30-odd  years,  South  Africa  has  surely  needed  bold  probing  and 
iconoclastic  journals.  This  is  a  tradition  that  has  been  pioneered  by  the  handful  of  courageous  new  publications  that  consti¬ 
tute  the  alternative  press.” 

In  the  following  pages,  we  have  printed  excerpts  from  the  preelec¬ 
tion  coverage  that  ran  April  22  in  one  of  those  journals,  the  Weekly  Mail 
&  Guardian,  a  Johannesburg  weekly  that  combines  the  local  coverage 
of  the  original  Weekly  Mail  with  the  international  and  cultural  coverage 
of  the  London  Guardian.  The  Mail  sent  us  the  full  text  of  its  news  cov¬ 
erage  over  the  Internet  before  the  paper  hit  the  streets  in  South  Africa. 

In  addition,  a  story  by  Bay  Guardian  reporter  Jim  Balderston 
explores  the  history  and  contributions  of  the  U.S.  divestiture  movement, 
which  has  strong  ties  to  the  Bay  Area. 

The  accompanying  pictures,  taken  by  Bay  Area  photojoumalist 
Rick  Rocamora,  remind  us  how  much  work  must  be  still  be  done  after 
the  election  to  create  lasting  peace  between  ethnic  groups  and  remedy 


decades  of  economic  injustice.

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free  marketeers  or  radical  socialists 
would  have  us  do.  We  have  to  seek 
a  balance  of  interests,  a  social  com¬ 
pact  that  recognizes  shared  interest 
in  economic  growth,  job  creation, 
and  a  more  equitable  distribution  of 
wealth  —  as  well  as  the  state’s  role 
in  balancing  these  interests  and 
channeling  resources  where  they 
are  most  productive. 

The  IFP,  NP,  and  DP,  despite 
the  changes  they  have  gone 
through,  still  represent  sectional 
interests.  One  strong  advantage  of 
the  ANC  is  that  it  is  a  broad 
church:  its  election  lists  cross 
racial,  class,  gender,  and  ethnic 
boundaries  —  and  that  is  an  essen¬ 
tial  element  in  any  government  that 
is  going  to  deal  with  the  difficult 
problems  we  face. 

The  NP  is  too  burdened  by  its 
past,  too  untrustworthy  in  its  born- 
again  nonracialism.  The  shakiness 
of  its  liberal  commitments  was 
shown  by  its  willingness  to  resort 
to  racism  to  lure  the  coloured  vote 
in  the  Western  Cape.  Minority 
groups  that  put  their  faith  in  the  NP 
to  protect  them  are  forgetting  how 
opportunistic  the  NP  is,  and  how 
quickly  it  will  shed  these  commit¬ 
ments  when  it  suits  the  party.  The 
NP  is  also  in  decay:  scrape  away 
the  top  two  or  three  leaders  and  you 


will  find  the  likes  of  Hernus  Kriel 
—  men  whose  political  instincts  are 
fundamentally  undemocratic. 

The  IFP  has  chosen  to  play  a 
strong  ethnic  ticket.  The  lesson  of 
Bosnia,  Biafra,  and  Burundi  shows 
how  destructive  and  counterpro¬ 
ductive  this  is.  We  are  voting  to  get 
rid  of  racism  —  to  cross  bound¬ 
aries,  not  to  reinforce  them. 

The  PAC  is  also  too  willing  to 
play  a  racial  ticket,  too  tolerant  of 
slogans  like,  “One  settler,  one  bul¬ 
let.”  Its  socioeconomic  policies 
have  not  taken  cognizance  of  post¬ 
cold  war  reality.  While  the  PAC 
has  shrewdly  put  land  on  top  of  its 
political  agenda,  its  proposed  solu¬ 
tions  are  designed  to  exacerbate  ill 
feeling  rather  than  seek  rehabilita¬ 
tive  solutions. 

The  DP,  plagued  by  poor  leader¬ 
ship,  has  been  disappointing  in  its 
attempts  to  win  over  doubtful  vot¬ 
ers,  particularly  those  from  minori¬ 
ty  groups.  It  has  run  a  campaign 
that  has  been  arrogant  in  its  moral 
superiority  —  an  easy  position  to 
take  when  you  have  not  had  to  bear 
the  burden  of  government  or  of 
“struggle.”  It  has  also  chosen  to 
attack  its  opponents  rather  than 
projecting  an  alternative  and  dis¬ 
tinctive  vision.  Sadly,  the  DP  has 
failed  to  rise  above  narrow  section- 


ist  Congress? 

In  the  late  20th  century,  we  can¬ 
not  put  the  interests  of  business  or 
workers  first  and  let  the  rest  sort 
themselves  out,  as  the  one-eyed

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nonracial  society  that  can  take  its 
rightful  place  in  the  world  commu¬ 
nity  and  stand  proud  in  Africa;  a 
government  that  can  begin  the  dif-. 
ficult  process  of  rebuilding  the 
social  fabric  of  housing,  education, 
and  health  care;  a  state  committed 
to  the  equal  treatment  of  its  citi¬ 
zens,  with  a  new  set  of  judicial 
structures,  backed  by  the  constitu¬ 
tion,  to  look  after  the  rights  of 
those  citizens;  and  a  new  authority 
—  with  the  legitimacy  and  credibil¬ 
ity  its  predecessors  lacked  —  to 
deal  with  the  tough  issues  of  crime 
and  violence. 

The  priority  must  be  reconstruc¬ 
tion.  Apartheid  has  left  us  a  society 
with  deep  racial  and  class  divi¬ 
sions,  grossly  unequal  and  there¬ 
fore  unstable.  The  building  of  a 
new  society  must  be  rooted  in 
attempts  to  rid  ourselves  of  the 
inherent  instability  of  racially 
based  deprivation  and  division. 

Market  forces  will  define  the 
parameters  of  reconstruction,  but 
they  alone  will  not  overcome  the 
terrible  imbalances  we  inherit  from 
the  past.  Economic  growth  is  a  pre¬ 
requisite,  but  it  may  only  exacer¬ 
bate  conflict  .if  a  new  government 
does  not  level  out  the  distribution 
of  that  growth. 

What  we  seek  is  a  government 
that  not  only  understands  the 
imperative  for  economic  growth 
and  the  market  forces  of  the  post¬ 
cold  war  world,  but  is  able  to  turn 
these  forces  to  the  tasks  of  develop¬ 
ment,  job  creation,  and  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  basic  services. 

How  will  these  tasks  be  most 
effectively  carried  out:  through  the 
free-market  policies  of  the  Nation¬ 
al,  Democratic,  and  Inkatha  Free¬ 
dom  Parties;  the  social  democracy 
of  the  African  National  Congress; 
or  the  socialism  of  the  Pan  African- 


Next  week’s  election 
signals  the  fall  of  the 
last  bastion  of  racist 
rule.  The  world  is 
watching  with  fasci¬ 
nation  as  this  nation  plays  out  the 
grand  finale  of  20th-century  institu¬ 
tional  racism,  providing  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  spectacle  of  a  repressive, 
minority  government  voluntarily 
relinquishing  power. 

The  world  is  not  just  gawking;  it 
is  waiting  to  see  if  racial  reconcilia¬ 
tion  —  which  has  proven  so  diffi¬ 
cult  in  so  many  countries  —  is  pos¬ 
sible,  and  whether  our  country  can 
defy  its  history  and  become  a  sym¬ 
bol  of  hopeful  and  peaceful  change. 

As  South  Africans,  our  concerns 
are  more  mundane.  Will  the  new 
government  be  able  to  bring  peace 
and  security?  Will  it  be  able  to 
deliver  on  its  promises  of  social 
reconstruction  without  overspend¬ 
ing  and  overborrowing?  Will  it  be 
able  to  deal  with  the  political  pres¬ 
sures  it  will  face  without  stamping 
all  over  human  rights?  Can  it 
counter  the  corruption  that  has 
become  so  endemic  in  our  govern¬ 
ment? 

To  get  to  the  essence  of  these 
questions:  Will  the  election  bring 
real  and  substantial  change?  Will  it 
start  a  process  of  development  to 
overcome  apartheid’s  terrible  her¬ 
itage  of  inequality  and  impoverish¬ 
ment? 

There  are  those  who  will  go  to 
the  polls  to  vote  against  change, 
who  will  cast  their  ballot  to  try  and 
minimize  the  impact  of  democracy 
in  fear  of  what  they  might  lose  in 
the  new  South  Africa,  rather  than 
what  they  can  gain. 

But  this  is  a  time  to  be  excited 
about  the  enormous  amount  we 
stand  to  achieve  as  a  country:  a

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viduals  responsible  for  human- 
rights  abuses  or  incompetence. 
Individuals  who  have  been  the  tar¬ 
gets  of  strong  internal  ANC  criti¬ 
cism  —  such  as  MK  commander 
Joe  Modise,  implicated  in  the  abus¬ 
es  in  camps  in  exile;  Lindiwe 
Mabuza,  the  Washington  represen¬ 
tative;  and  Wally  Serote,  the  highly 
controversial  cultural  commissar 
—  have  not  been  disciplined. 

We  are  also  troubled  that  there 
are  some  senior  ANC  people 
whose  flexible  commitment  to 
human  rights  makes  them  only  too 
willing  to  accept  the  argument  that 
such  rights  may  be  suspended 
under  the  kinds  of  special  circum¬ 
stances  and  tough  pressures  the 
new  government  is  likely  to  face. 

Because  of  this,  we  will,  as  a 
newspaper,  be  especially  vigilant 
in  watching  the  new  government. 
While  we  hope  the  ANC  will  act 
more  honorably  than  its  predeces¬ 
sors,  we  will  watch  it  even  more 
closely  than  we  watched  the  last 
because  we  now  have  higher 
expectations. 

Besides,  it  is  a  basic  journalistic 
principle  to  never  entirely  trust  any 
government,  much  less  one  that 
has  so  much  hope  invested  in  it. 

However,  the  ANC  is  the  only 
party  that  has  thrown  its  weight 
behind  reconstruction  and  develop¬ 
ment  and  has  an  extensive  plan  to 
achieve  it.  That  plan  is  not  without 
its  flaws,  but  it  is  the  best  one 
before  us  as  we  go  to  the  polls. 

The  ANC  is  also  the  only  party 
that  has  taken  clear  and  consistent¬ 
ly  progressive  attitudes  on  most  of 
the  important  social  issues:  abor¬ 
tion,  the  death  penalty,  affirmative 
action,  gender  equality.... 

South  Africa  needs  a  party  with 
the  leadership  and  credibility  to 
unite  the  nation  behind  a  vision  of 
reconstruction.  Only  the  ANC  pro¬ 
vides  that.  ■ 


al  interests. 

The  strongest  argument  in  favor 
of  the  DP  is  the  need  for  a  strong 
and  trustworthy  opposition  to  bal¬ 
ance  the  likely  power  of  the  ANC. 
Certainly,  if  one  wants  to  vote  on 
this  basis,  the  DP  is  the  natural 
choice,  for  the  party  has  been  res¬ 
olute  in  its  defense  of  individual 
liberties  and  an  outspoken  voice 
against  corruption. 

However,  this  is  a  time  when 
one  should  vote  for  government, 
not  for  opposition.  This  is  a  time  to 
vote  for  change,  to  be  part  of  the 
movement  to  build  a  new  nonracial 
national  identity. 

That  movement  is  represented 
by  the  ANC,  with  80  years  of  non¬ 
racial,  cross-class  struggle  for 
democracy  and  human  rights.  At 
this  moment,  the  climax  of  that 
battle,  it  is  appropriate  to  give  the 
ANC  a  strong  mandate  to  under¬ 
take  its  Reconstruction  and  Devel¬ 
opment  Programme,  without  hav¬ 
ing  to  buy  off  sectional  interests. 

But  there  are  aspects  of  the 
ANC  that  trouble  us,  particularly  in 
the  week  when  some  of  its  staff 
have  been  accused  of  having 
detained  and  abused  IFP  supporters 
in  the  basement  of  its  PWV  head¬ 
quarters,  more  so  when  it  is 
becoming  apparent  that  Section  29 
detention  without  trial  is  being 
retained.  We  are  also  concerned 
that  the  ANC  has  shown  too  great  a 
willingness  to  give  the  security 
forces  unfettered  powers  and 


indemnity  in  the  Natal  State  of 
Emergency.  This  is  not  a  good 
omen  for  dealing  with  political 
rivals. 

We  are  deeply  troubled  by  some 
of  the  people  on  the  ANC  lists  — 
corrupt  homeland  leaders  in  partic¬ 
ular.  Putting  the  likes  of  Lebowa 
chief  minister  Nelson  Ramodike  on 
your  election  list  is  hardly  the  way 
to  start  an  anticorruption  campaign. 
And  the  ANC  has  shown  an 
unwillingness  to  act  against  indi¬ 


SEVERAL  MILLION  votes  will 
be  cast  next  week  by 
South  Africa’s  ethnic 
minorities.  To  find  out 
how  they  are  likely  to  use 
their  vote,  and  how  they  view  the 
future,  Drew  Forrest  spoke  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  six  communities. 

Eddie  Jardine:  Member  of  the 
10,000-strong  South  African  Chinese 
community;  married;  “in  his  for¬ 
ties";  householder  in  Bez  Valley, 
Johannesburg;  tai  chi  and  martial 
arts  instructor. 

“I  feel  the  ANC  is  very  strong, 
and  you  have  to  balance  that  out;  you 
have  to  make  sure  that  one  party 
doesn’t  have  too  much  power. 

“The  National  Party  treated  the 
Chinese  as  second-class  citizens.  We 
had  to  have  permits  to  sit  on  white 
trains,  and  if  a  Chinese  person  want¬ 
ed  to  live  in  a  white  area,  officials 
went  to  the  neighbors  to  ask  if  they 
objected.  It  was  degrading. 

“I  can’t  forget;  we  can’t  forget. 
But  you  have  to  forgive.  If  we  keep 
on  looking  back  to  the  past  in  this 
country,  we’re  finished.  It’s  a  matter 
of  survival. 

“In  general  the  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity  is  not  very  political,  but  a  big 
part  of  the  community  is  going  to 
vote  either  for  the  DP  or  the  Nats,  to 
balance  off  the  ANC.  The  Chinese 
way  is  to  seek  balance,  with  nature, 
with  the  people  around  you.  But  it’s 
really  a  practical  thing.” 

Fatima  Khan:  Muslim  Indian;  10 
years  old;  unmarried;  resident  of 
Crosby,  Johannesburg;  pharmacy 
sales  assistant  studying  part-time  to 


be  a  kindergarten  teacher. 

“The  NP  is  an  automatic  choice 
for  me.  They’ve  made  a  lot  of 
changes,  and  South  Africa  wouldn’t 
be  where  it  is  today  without  them. 
F.W.’s  got  leadership  qualities,  and  I 
don’t  think  you  can  blame  him  for 
the  violence  in  the  country;  he  seems 
to  me  an  honest  man. 

“I  don’t  think  the  ANC  is  capable 
of  ruling  the  country.  Everything 
they’ve  ever  done  involved  violence, 
and  I  believe  they  will  only  look 
after  Africans.  They  also  seem  very 
disorganized. 

“1  live  with  my  parents  and  I’m 
worried  about  the  security  of  our 
home  if  the  ANC  comes  to  power. 
We’ve  seen  what  happened  to  Indi¬ 
ans  in  the  rest  of  Africa.  They’ll  treat 
us  the  way  they  want  because  in  the 
past  no  one  listened  to  them. 

“In  my  family  most  people  are 
talking  about  voting  NP;  they’re 
worried  that  everything  will  be  taken 
away  from  them.  My  father’s  the 
exception.  He  wants  to  vote  ANC 
because  he  says  they’ll  make  sure 
the  whites  don’t  oppress  us  any¬ 
more.” 

Michael  Bogolubov:  Born  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  settled  in  South  Africa 
in  1077;  resident  of  Berea,  Johan¬ 
nesburg;  33  years  old;  married; 
commodity  broker  and  director  of 
companies. 

“Coming  from  the  Soviet  Union 
and  after  seeing  the  ANC’s  propos¬ 
als,  I’m  going  to  vote  for  the  Nation¬ 
al  Party.  The  proposals  worry  the 
hell  out  of  me;  they  sound  like  East-

On  the  razor’s  edge 
between  hope  and  fear

“I’m  not  too  worried  about  the 
security  situation;  I  believe  current 
levels  of  violence  will  subside  after 
the  election.  The  problem  is  that  the 
ANC  never  talks  about  the  economy 
in  detail,  always  in  broad  platforms. 
Why?  Because  what  they’re  propos¬ 
ing  isn’t  viable.  South  Africa  already 
has  some  of  the  highest  taxes  in  the 
world. 

“They  talk  about  housing  for  the 
masses  —  I’ve  seen  what  that 
means.  In  Moscow  novostroika  (new 
development)  has  brought  concrete 
anthills  15  to  20  stories  high  and  300 
meters  long,  housing  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  people.  People  are  moved  in 
by  the  will  of  the  government,  creat¬ 
ing  artificial  colonies  that  destroy  the 
communities  they  invade.  And  they 
cause  huge  social  problems  —  most 
of  the  Mafias  that  now  control  the 
cities  come  from  there. 

“I  don’t  think  the  South  African 
Communist  Party  is  very  strong  per 
se.  But  all  the  ANC  and  union  lead¬ 
ership  has  been  influenced  by  com¬ 
munist  doctrines.  When  1  hear  ANC 
leaders  speaking,  I  think  I’m  listen¬ 
ing  to  Brezhnev.  Even  the  jargon  is 
identical. 

“The  dilemma  the  ANC  faces  is 
that  making  South  African  industry 
efficient  and  competitive  is  going  to 
mean  job  losses.  Whole  regions  of 
Eastern  Europe  have  been  bankrupt¬ 
ed  because  of  what  one  might  call 
‘virtual  employment.’ 


Claudine  Fourie:  Coloured;  37 
years  old;  “happily  divorced”;  resi¬ 
dent  of  Yeoville,  Johannesburg; 
draughtswoman. 

“I  feel  like  an  outsider  in  this 
election;  I  don’t  think  I’ll  vote.  I 
can’t  stand  all  the  intolerance.  I  can 
understand  people  having  different 
views,  but  this  business  of  burning 
down  houses,  attacking  people  and 
their  children  —  it’s  disgusting; 
we’re  not  civilized  in  this  country. 
The  Democratic  Party  is  not  guilty  of 
intolerance,  but  all  the  others  you 
can  put  in  the  same  pot. 

“I’d  love  to  vote  for  the  DP  — 
I’ve  got  a  picture  of  Tony  Leon  in 
my  flat  —  but  I’m  not  sure  I  can 
trust  them  anymore.  For  one  thing  1 
think  their  policy  encourages  homo¬ 
sexuality. 

“Educated  coloured  people  will 
vote  for  the  PAC  or  Azapo  before 
they  vote  for  the  ANC.  After  all,  the 
ANC  doesn’t  need  my  vote.  Ordi¬ 
nary  people  think  the  ANC  is  only 
for  Africans  —  most  of  them  will 
vote  Nat.  They  don’t  know  any  bet¬ 
ter  and  they  believe  in  the  NP’s  elec¬ 
tion  promises.  They’re  also  afraid 
that  after  the  election  the  ANC  will 
take  away  their  houses,  just  like  the 
whites  did.” 

Johnny  Carvalho;  Member  of  the 
500,000-strong  Portuguese  commu¬ 
nity;  46  years  old;  divorced;  born  in 
Mozambique,  settled  in  South  Africa 
in  1974;  householder  in  Bedford- 
view,  Johannesburg;  estate  agent. 

“I  haven’t  decided  how  I’m  going 


to  vote,  but  it’ll  probably  be  for  the 
ANC  or  IFP.  These  black  parties  are 
the  only  ones  who  can  make  South 
Africa  governable  and  offer  security. 

“Mandela  seems  a  very  sensible 
man,  but  the  extremists  in  the  ANC 
are  going  to  make  it  hard  for  him  to 
keep  his  promises.  Dr.  Buthelezi  is  a 
very  intelligent  politician. 

“I  don’t  even  consider  the 
National  Party;  it’s  going  to  be  too 
difficult  for  them  to  bury  their 
apartheid  past.  The  DP  relies  on 
attacking  other  parties  —  they  know 
very  well  that  they’ve  got  no  sup¬ 
port. 

“The  Luso  Party  is  also  irrele¬ 
vant.  They  might  have  done  some 
good  if  they’d  taken  part  in  the 
negotiations,  but  in  parliament 
they’re  just  going  to  be  over¬ 
whelmed. 

“The  Portuguese  community  is 
afraid  that  the  ANC  and  IFP  won’t 
have  the  strength  to  control  the  peo¬ 
ple.  Nine  out  of  ten  of  them  think 
South  Africa’s  going  to  be  a  war 
zone  over  the  elections,  that  proper¬ 
ty’s  going  to  be  destroyed  and  their 
children’s  lives  will  be  in  danger, 
that  water  and  electricity  are  going 
to  be  cut  off.  Whole  families  have 
been  leaving  for  Portugal. 

“But  they’ll  come  back  —  it’s 
hard  to  live  in  Portugal  if  you’ve 
lived  here.  Africa’s  inside  us;  my 
heart  is  still  in  Mozambique. 

“South  Africa  can  be  the  leader 
of  Africa,  it’s  got  the  economic 
strength  and  the  structures.  If  our 
black  politicians  can  bury  the  past, 
and  if  they  don’t  make  the  same  mis¬ 
takes  as  they  made  in  Mozambique, 
Angola,  Zaire,  and  the  rest  of  Africa, 
1  feel  100  percent  sure  we’re  going 
to  have  a  great  future.”  ■

—  representative  of  almost  every 
country  in  the  world  —  who  are  arriving 
in  South  Africa. 

Observer  status  has  been  granted 
by  the  Independent  Electoral  Commis¬ 
sion  (IEC)  to  26  local  and  77  interna¬ 
tional  organizations.  These  range  from 
the  European  Union,  United  Nations, 
Organization  of  African  Unity,  and  the 
Commonwealth  —  the  world's  four 
major  intergovernmental  organizations 

—  to  the  Central  Electoral  Commission 
of  the  Russian  Federation,  the  pan- 
African  group  Pollwatch  Africa,  Ameri¬ 
can  groups  operating  under  the 
Lawyers’  Committee  for  Civil  Rights 
under  Law,  and  European  nongovern¬ 
mental  organizations.

Why  Buthelezi  backed  down

An  accumulation  of 
irresistible  pressures, 
including  the  imminent 
defection  of  the  king 
and  Inkatha  moderates, 
finally  pushed  Chief  Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi  into  the  elections  this 
week. 

Weekly  Mail  &  Guardian 
reporters  spoke  to  sources  in  gov¬ 
ernment,  the  ANC  [African  Nation¬ 
al  Congress],  and  the  IFP  [Inkatha 
Freedom  Party]  to  piece  together 
the  dramatic  behind-the-scenes 
events  that  led  to  Buthelezi’s 
change  of  mind. 

The  Inkatha  leader’s  first  Dam¬ 
ascus  road  experience  came  on 
Thursday,  when  international  medi¬ 
ators  under  Henry  Kissinger  and 
Lord  Carrington  packed  their  bags, 
sending  an  unequivocal  message: 
there  would  be  no  postponement  of 
the  election. 

Their  departure  was  the  culmi¬ 
nation  of  a  strategy  agreed  upon  by 
Constitutional  Development  Minis¬ 
ter  Roelf  Meyer  and  ANC  secretary 
general  Cyril  Ramaphosa.  Scupper¬ 
ing  the  mediation  effort,  they 
believed,  would  show  Buthelezi 
that  he  had  run  out  of  time  and 
room  to  maneuver. 

The  international  team  agreed  to 
leave,  robbing  Buthelezi  of  his 
strongest  card.  Defeated,  the 
Inkatha  chief  returned  to  Ulundi, 


only  to  learn  that  King  Goodwill 
Zwelithini  was  considering  the 
offer  of  constitutional  guarantees 
that  Nelson  Mandela  had  made  at 
the  Skukuza  summit  a  week  earlier. 

Enter  Kenyan  mediator  Wash¬ 
ington  Okumu.  Sources  say  the 
softly  spoken  professor  gently  led 
Buthelezi  to  the  edge  of  the  cliff, 
showing  the  abyss  that  lay  ahead  of 
him  if  he  continued  on  his  path  of 
resisting  the  elections. 

Matters  came  to  a  head  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  after  an  ANC  rally  in 
Umlazi  at  which  Mandela  led 
15,000  people  in  singing  the  king’s 
praises.  Tying  economics  to  emo¬ 
tions,  Mandela  gave  the  crowd 
details  of  his  proposals  on  the 
king’s  position  and  spoke  of  his 
relationship  with  Zwelithini’s 
father:  “He  is  my  king,  but  he  is 
also  my  child.” 

Sources  say  the  king  was  moved 
by  the  crowd’s  expressions  of  loy¬ 
alty  and  he  felt  the  ANC’s  constitu¬ 
tional  proposals  gave  the  monarchy 
more  prestige  and  greater  control 
over  its  finances  than  at  present. 
On  Saturday  night,  Zwelithini  told 
Buthelezi  of  his  position  and  sug¬ 
gested  the  IFP  contest  the  elections. 

But  the  pressure  came  not  just 
from  the  king.  Increasingly  unhap¬ 
py  at  the  prospect  of  membership 
in  an  extraparliamentary  guerrilla 
group,  Inkatha  moderates  read 


Buthelezi  the  riot  act.  The  first 
public  indications  of  Inkatha’s 
about-face  came  on  Sunday,  when 
Buthelezi  attended  a  peace  rally  in 
Durban’s  King’s  Park  stadium. 
Speaking  to  American  and  British 
television  reporters,  Buthelezi  said: 
“Inkatha  could  still  participate  in 
the  elections.” 

While  delighted  at  the  turn  of 
events,  the  ANC  seemed  miffed 
after  Monday’s  talks,  fearing  Presi¬ 
dent  F.W.  de  Klerk  could  make 
political  capital  of  his  role  in  con¬ 
vening  the  talks. 

On  Monday  night,  ANC  nego¬ 
tiator  Joe  Slovo,  who  together  with 
Ramaphosa  had  spent  two  hours  in 
talks  with  Buthelezi  and  de  Klerk, 
was  still  skeptical.  “It  could  still  go 
either  way,”  Slovo  said.  He  and 
ANC  negotiator  Mac  Maharaj  said 
the  decision  to  send  the  internation¬ 
al  mediators  home  had  been  “deci¬ 
sive  in  showing  Buthelezi  he  had 
reached  the  end  of  the  road.” 

The  agreement  on  IFP’s  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  elections  was  nailed 
down  the  next  day,  with  Buthelezi 
forced  to  face  having  overplayed  his 
hand:  he  had  failed  to  have  the  elec¬ 
tion  postponed,  failed  in  his  efforts 
at  greater  regional  powers,  and 
failed  to  have  the  emergency  lifted. 
And  he  had  missed  his  opportunity 
of  a  senior  government  position, 
possibly  the  vice  presidency.  ■

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Divestment:  The  war  at  home 


IN  1971,  Rep.  Ron  Dellums 
of  Oakland  introduced  a 
nonbinding  resolution  in  the 
House  of  Representatives 
that  urged  American 
investors  to  pull  their  money  out 
of  companies  doing  business  in 
South  Africa. 

Dellums’  premise  was  simple: 
South  Africa’s  white  minority 
government  refused  to  bend  to  any 
type  of  pressure  to  do  away  with 
apartheid  —  the  virtual  enslave¬ 
ment  of  28  million  black  South 
Africans.  But  perhaps  it  would 
rethink  its  position  if  the  white 
business  community  was  brought 
to  its  knees  by  the  loss  of  a  signif¬ 
icant  amount  of  foreign  invest¬ 
ment  capital. 

“Divestment,”  as  Dellums  and 
other  antiapartheid  activists  called 
it,  seemed  like  a  good  way  to  put  a 
crimp  in  the  flow  of  capital  and 
goods  to  the  South  African  econo¬ 
my.  The  impact  might  hit  home, 
they  reasoned:  There  would  be 
fewer  manufactured  consumer 
goods  for  the  white  minority,  less 
high-tech  weaponry  for  the  South 
African  armed  forces,  and  less 
investment  capital  for  South 
African  business. 

Dellums  had  one  cosponsor  in 
1971  for  the  first  formal  piece  of 
pro-divestment  legislation  in  his¬ 
tory.  It  died  a  quiet  little  death. 

Now,  23  years  later,  for  the 
first  time  in  South  Africa’s  84- 


year  history  as  a  republic,  the 
country’s  black  residents  will  vote 
—  and  by  all  accounts,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  divestment  movement  played 
at  least  a  supporting  role  in  bring¬ 
ing  that  change  about. 

It  was  here  in  California,  partic¬ 
ularly  the  Bay  Area,  where  some  of 
the  most  important  divestment  bat¬ 
tles  took  place.  In  1979  Berkeley 
became  the  first  U.S  city  to  divest 
and  within  seven  years  the  state’s 
largest  public  funds  joined  the  cru¬ 
sade. 

John  Harrington,  who  later 
founded  Working  Assets  and  Pro¬ 
gressive  Asset  Management,  two 
firms  that  pioneered  socially 
responsible  investments,  was  a  leg¬ 
islative  analyst  in  Sacramento  when 
he  wrote  his  first  report  on  the  issue 
of  divestment  in  1973. 

“Of  course,  it  went  nowhere,”  he 
told  the  Bay  Guardian. 

But  public  demonstrations  and 
pressure  throughout  the  1970s  and 
the  first  half  of  the  1980s  on  three 
of  California’s  largest  public 
investors  —  the  California  Public 
Employees  Retirement  System,  the 
State  Teachers  Retirement  System, 
and  the  University  of  California  — 
led  all  three  institutions  to  divest  in 
1986  and  gave  instant  credibility  to 
the  nationwide  divestment  move¬ 
ment. 

Oddly  enough,  Harrington  said, 
it  was  conservative  Republican 
Governor  George  Deukmejian  who 


finally  persuaded  the  UC  Regents 
to  divest.  “As  an  Armenian,  he 
understood  persecution,”  Harring¬ 
ton  said.  “All  of  the  human  suffer¬ 
ing,  what  apartheid  really  did  to 
people,  that’s  what  convinced  him.” 

Other  large  public  and  private 
investment  funds  followed  suit 
soon  after,  especially  as  it  became 
clear  that  the  disastrous  financial 
consequences  predicted  by  oppo¬ 
nents  of  divestment  never  material¬ 
ized. 

“Many  retirement  funds  actually 
made  money  after  divesting,”  Har¬ 
rington  said. 

“When  the  UC  Regents 
reviewed  their  portfolio,  it  became 
apparent  that  they  had  a  large  per¬ 
centage  in  Fortune  500  companies 
that  did  not  perform  well  over 
time.” 

Companies  doing  business  in 
South  Africa  also  felt  the  pinch. 
Stockholders  became  increasingly 
militant  over  the  issue,  forcing 
companies  to  spend  more  and  more 
resources  fighting  divestment 
advocates  until  the  cost  became  too 
great. 

“What  divestment  people  want¬ 
ed  to  see,  and  what  we  eventually 
saw,  was  that  it  cost  companies  too 
much  money  to  stay  in  South 
Africa,”  Harrington  said.  “That 
would  change  the  whole  economic 
dynamic. 

“And  it  did.”

The  Feminine  Critique 


Baby  politics

Prenatal  doctor  visits  always  disappointed  me.  The  doctors 
checked  this  and  that  and  said  I  couid  leave,  without  noting  the 
monumental  importance  of  the  fact  that  /  was  going  to  have  a 
baby.  All  I  got  was  a  bottle  of  vitamins  full  of  iron  and  calcium, 
along  with  folic  acid,  rare  in  food  but  important  to  healthy  preg¬ 
nancies.  Actually,  the  visits  were  boring  only  because  I  was  lucky.  I  had 
enough  money  and  information  to  eat  well,  and  none  of  the  common  things 
that  harm  the  health  of  newborns  happened  to  me.  If  I’d  had  toxemia,  or 
pregnancy  diabetes,  or  a  habit  of  drinking  a  quart  of  beer  a  day,  those  visits 
could  have  prevented  my  kids  from  being  born  with  a  lifetime  of  costly  and 
heartbreaking  health  problems. 

No  one  waxes  more  eloquent  on  the  preventive  benefits  of  prenatal  care 
than  Governor  Pete  Wilson.  That’s  why  his  proposal  to  deny  those  benefits 
to  undocumented  immigrants  doesn’t  make  sense.  Wilson’s  office  says  pre- 
and  post-natal  care  for  undocumented  immigrants  costs  the  state  $82  mil¬ 
lion  a  year.  But  Dr.  Dorothy  Graham  of  the  Alameda  Health  Consortium 
estimates  that  eliminating  this  care  could  cost  $275  million.  Prenatal  care  is 
relatively  cheap,  while  intensive  care  for  an  endangered  newborn,  for 
example,  costs  $1,626  a  day,  according  to  the  Coalition  for  Preventive 
Health  Services.  The  general  estimate  by  public-health  experts  is  that  each 
dollar  spent  on  prenatal  care  saves  $3  during  a  baby’s  first  year. 

(Pregnancy  care,  by  the  way,  is  not  among  the  federally  mandated  ser¬ 
vices  for  which  Wilson  is  demanding  reimbursement.  The  feds  require 
states  to  give  undocumented  immigrants  emergency  care,  including  labor 
and  delivery,  but  not  pre-  and  post-natal  care.) 

Besides  financial  costs,  I  just  have  to  mention  that  denying  care  to  low- 
income  pregnant  women  also  causes  suffering  for  a  lot  of  sickly  babies  and 
their  families.  In  this  era  of  “compassion  fatigue,”  I’m  told  that’s  not  a 
fashionable  argument.  Still,  the  immigrant,  health,  child-advocate,  and 
women’s  groups  who’ve  formed  a  coalition  to  save  prenatal  services  actu¬ 
ally  use  words  like  “inhumane”  to  describe  Wilson’s  proposal.  Feminist 
groups  like  NOW  and  the  National  Asian  Women’s  Health  Organization 
say  defending  prenatal  care  is  part  of  their  commitment  to  reproductive 
rights. 

Despite  compassion  fatigue,  however,  cost  savings  alone  more  than  jus¬ 
tify  prenatal  care.  So  Wilson’s  claim  that  the  state  can’t  afford  it  makes  no 
sense,  as  he  well  knows.  The  proposal  is  understandable  only  as  part  of  his 
anti-immigrant  campaign. 

Governor’s  Office  documents  refer  to  health  services  as  a  “magnet,” 
implying  that  without  them,  immigrants  wouldn’t  bother  coming  here. 

Fraud  has  also  received  attention  recently.  Earlier  this  year,  CBS’s  60  Min¬ 
utes  showed  Mexican  residents  crossing  the  border  to  have  their  babies  in 
U.S.  hospitals.  Advocates  admit  there’s  fraud,  but  say  it  accounts  for  only  a 
small  percentage  of  the  women  who  seek  pregnancy  care.  For  one  thing, 
undocumented  immigrants,  like  everyone  else  who  gets  MediCal  benefits, 
have  to  show  proof  of  income  and  California  residency. 

Denying  health  care  to  pregnant  women  won’t  have  much  effect  on 
immigration.  Powerful  political  and  economic  forces  push  people  to  the 
United  States.  And  according  to  National  Asian  Women’s  Health  Organi¬ 
zation  spokesperson  Mary  Chung,  some  immigrants  are  here  because  of 
U.S.  actions  in  their  native  countries.  The  Vietnam  War  is  the  prime  exam¬ 
ple.  “I’m  here  because  the  U.S.  was  involved  in  the  Korean  war,”  Chung 
says.  “Nobody  wants  to  leave  their  home.” 

Arnoldo  Torres,  lobbyist  for  the  California  Hispanic  Health  Care  Asso¬ 
ciation,  points  out,  however,  that  going  back  and  forth  between  home  and 
the  United  States  has  been  a  way  of  life  for  at  least  three  generations  of 
Mexicans.  “It’s  an  established  pattern  in  some  villages,”  Torres  says. 
“Almost  all  the  men  in  Michoacan  come  here  to  work  and  go  back.  It’s  sea¬ 
sonal  employment.  “ 

Could  the  United  States  stop  this  migration?  The  truth  is,  Torres  says, 
neither  the  United  States  nor  Mexico  wants  to  stop  it.  Money  that  Mexican 
workers  send  home  from  the  United  States  helps  boost  the  Mexican  econo¬ 
my.  On  the  U.S.  side,  the  low  pay  that  undocumented  immigrants  are 
forced  to  accept  means  cheap  labor  for  employers.  For  consumers  it  means 
lower  prices  for  food,  clothing,  and  other  products,  and  low-cost  services 
like  gardening  and  child  care.  It  also  means  poverty  for  the  people  who  do 
the  work.  That’s  why  so  many  need  public  health  benefits. 

“Immigrants  pay  taxes,”  says  Luz  Alvarez  Martinez  of  the  National 
Latina  Health  Organization  —  by  one  estimate,  $144  million  a  year  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  sales  taxes  alone.  “But  when  we  need  services,  we’re  not  able  to  get 
them.

TAX  SERVICES 
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At  Internal  Revenue 
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Surviving  an  audit 

BY  EILEEN  ECKLUND 


The  dread  15th  has  come 
and  gone,  and  the  last 
thing  you  want  to  think 
about  is  taxes.  But 
before  you  banish  the 
evil  subject  to  the  depths  of  your 
subconscious  for  another  year,  it’s 
time  to  consider  an  even  more  evil 
possibility:  the  audit. 

Now,  I’m  sure  you’re  all  upright 
citizens  and  have  never  ever  consid¬ 
ered  claiming  an  iffy  deduction.  But 
even  if  you  have  pushed  the  line  a 
bit,  or  haven’t  been  exactly  fastidi¬ 
ous  in  your  record-keeping,  there’s 
no  reason  to  run  screaming  into  the 
woods  if  the  IRS  does  come  calling 
—  you  just  need  to  be  prepared. 

First  of  all,  how  likely  are  you  to 
be  audited?  Not  very  —  unless  you 
fall  into  certain  categories.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Larry  Wright,  Northern  Cali¬ 
fornia  spokesman  for  the  IRS,  fewer 
than  1  percent  of  all  the  returns  filed 
each  year  get  a  full-fledged  audit, 
although  about  10  percent  generate 
some  sort  of  contact.  There  are 
regional  differences,  however,  and 
the  Bay  Area  audit  rate  is  “about 
double  the  average,”  according  to 
Fred  Daily,  a  San  Francisco  tax 
lawyer  and  author  of  Stand  Up  to 
the  IRS,  a  guide  to  surviving 
encounters  with  the  agency. 

What  determines  who  gets  audit¬ 
ed?  The  IRS  relies  primarily  on  a 
computer  program  called  DIF  that 
scores  returns  based  on  the  proba¬ 
bility  of  error  or  fraud.  The  highest 
DIF  scorers  are  then  screened  by 
humans  who  decide  which  are  the 
candidates  most  likely  to  be  audit¬ 
ed.  According  to  Daily’s  book, 
some  of  the  things  that  can  trigger 
an  audit  are  items  that  are  out  of 
character  for  your  tax  profile, 
inconsistencies  in  the  return,  deduc¬ 
tions  that  are  out  of  proportion,  and 
items  reported  in  the  wrong  place. 
Income  plays  a  role  as  well:  If  you 
earned  $100,000,  your  chances  of 
an  audit  are  much  higher  than  if  you 
made  $25,000  or  less. 

The  IRS  also  pays  special  atten¬ 
tion  to  particular  groups  of  people  it 
has  determined  are  most  likely  to  be 
noncompliant.  These  include  cash 
businesses  (Laundromat  owners, 
cab  drivers),  self-employed  inde¬ 
pendent  contractors  (the  single 
highest  noncompliant  group,  Wright 
says),  and  nonfilers. 

So  let’s  say  the  worst  happens 
and  you  get  a  notice  in  the  mail. 
There  are  three  types  of  audit:  IRS 
in-office  (the  most  common);  field 
(in  your  business  or  home,  these  are 
generally  done  on  self-employed 
business  people);  and  correspon¬ 
dence,  the  least  scary.  With  all 
three,  the  odds  are  that  you  will  end 
up  paying  something,  but  there  are 
ways  to  minimize  the  damage. 

The  first  bit  of  advice  is  not  to 
panic  —  the  IRS  likes  panicky  peo¬ 
ple  because  they’re  more  likely  to 
make  mistakes.  My  second  bit  of 
advice  is  to  buy  Daily’s  book  (pub¬ 
lished  by  Nolo  Press,  $21.95):  it’s  a 


great  resource  for  all  your  dealings 
with  the  IRS.  The  following  are 
some  of  his  key  tips  on  surviving  an 
audit. 

■  Delay  the  interview  as  long  as 
possible.  Auditors  are  under  pres¬ 
sure  to  complete  audits  within  28 
months  of  the  date  the  return  was 
filed,  and  they  generally  have  a 
backlog.  The  closer  their  deadline 
gets,  the  less  time  they’ll  want  to 
spend  on  you.  Make  your  appoint¬ 
ment  at  the  latest  date  possible,  and 
then  try  to  postpone  it. 

a  Do  your  homework.  Go 
through  your  return,  identify  poten¬ 
tial  problem  areas,  and  make  sure 
you  know  how  you  (or  your  prepar¬ 
er)  arrived  at  all  the  figures.  You 
may  want  to  consult  a  professional 
tax  lawyer  or  accountant.  If  your 
audit  is  in  the  IRS  offices,  the 
notice  you  get  will  list  the  items  the 
auditor  wants  to  explore.  Dig  up  as 
much  documentation  on  these  as 
you  can  —  receipts,  canceled 
checks,  appointment  books,  etc. 
You  are  allowed  to  reconstruct 
some  types  of  documentation,  but 
be  sure  to  tell  the  auditor  it  is  a 
reconstruction. 

■  Don’t  volunteer  any  informa¬ 
tion.  The  most  common  mistake 
people  make  in  an  audit,  Daily  told 
me,  is  developing  “diarrhea  of  the 
mouth,”  explaining  things  they 
haven’t  even  been  asked  about  — 
and  the  auditors  are  trained  to  take 
advantage  of  this.  Don’t  provide  tax 
returns  from  other  years  or  any 
records  not  related  to  the  items  in 
question. 

■  In  the  interview,  try  to  stay 
calm  and  friendly.  Never  lie;  if  you 
feel  you’re  on  shaky  ground,  obfus¬ 
cate.  If  things  are  going  badly,  say 
you  want  a  recess  to  consult  a  pro¬ 
fessional.  If  just  the  thought  of  an 
audit  makes  you  a  nervous  wreck, 
consider  hiring  a  professional  to  go 
in  your  place. 

■  If  you’ve  been  selected  for  a 
field  audit,  try  to  avoid  having  them 
come  to  your  business  or  home:  The 
less  they  know  about  you,  the  bet¬ 
ter.  If  you  hire  a  pro  to  represent 
you,  you  can  have  the  audit  con¬ 
ducted  in  his  or  her  office.  You  are 
never  required  to  allow  an  auditor 
into  your  home,  although  they  will 
almost  certainly  disallow  any  home- 
office  deduction  if  you  don’t. 

in  dealing  with  the  IRS,  the  most 
important  thing  is  to  know  your 
rights  and  not  be  intimidated.  If  you 
disagree  with  an  audit  decision,  you 
can  appeal  it  within  the  IRS  and  in 
tax  court.  You’ll  probably  still  end 
up  paying  something,  but  you  may 
get  the  amount  reduced.  A  final 
word  of  advice:  Never  say  some¬ 
thing  stupid  like  “I  guess  you 
caught  me,”  even  in  jest.  The  IRS 
jokes  about  fraud  the  same  way  air¬ 
ports  joke  about  bomb  threats.  ■

Sure,  it’s  a  manufactured  holiday,  a  saccha- 
rine-coated  pill  of  guilt  forced  down  your  throat 
by  the  cheerful  capitalists  at  Hallmark  and  the 
U.S.  Postal  Service.  But  compared  to  birth, 
breakfast,  even  breakfast  in  bed,  with  all  the 
attendant  trays  and  roses  and  fanfare,  this  is  a  quickie. 

Ask  yourself:  Do  I  really  want  to  see  my  mother  in  a 
gardenia  corsage  drinking  a  watery  complimentary  mimosa, 
surrounding  by  brittle,  dysfunctional  hoards  coerced  into 
good  behavior  because  it’s  Mother’s  Day  and  this  buffet 
costs  $21.95? 


Not  when  you  could  be  enter¬ 
taining  her  with  a  home-cooked 
meal.  Even  the  simplest  plate  of 
eggs  is  a  filial  gold  mine,  making 
up  for  months  of  empty  mailboxes 
and  missed  occasions.  If  the  Yel¬ 
low  Pages  is  your  mother’s  cook¬ 
book,  imagine  her  surprise  at  dis¬ 
covering  your  newfound  talent. 
And  if  goat  cheese  souffle  is  her 
idea  of  a  quick  meal,  well,  Julia 
Child  herself  wouldn’t  quibble  with 
the  luxury  that  is  breakfast  in  bed. 

Unlike  dinner,  breakfast  is  a 
meal  that  is  really  better  in  the 
hands  of  nonprofessionals.  My 


mother  always  claimed  to  prefer 
homemade  gifts  on  any  occasion, 
despite  being  presented  with  offer¬ 
ings  ranging  from  an  anatomically 
correct  terra-cotta  mermaid  to  jars 
of  powerfully  strange  chutney.  She 
probably  got  equally  odd  gifts  on 
Mother’s  Day,  too  (we  were  great 
fans  of  papier-mache,  pressed  flow¬ 
ers,  and  the  sort  of  collages  from 
equal  parts  of  driftwood,  shells, 
Styrofoam,  macaroni,  and  glitter), 
but  breakfast  in  bed  was  the 
supreme  ritual  for  this  holiday. 
From  the  time  my  eldest  sister  was 
first  trusted  with  using  the  stove, 


the  three  of  us  would  stumble 
around  the  kitchen  frying  eggs, 
brewing  coffee,  squeezing  orange 
juice,  ransacking  the  fuchsia-pink 
azalea  bushes  to  decorate  the  heavy 
tray  borne  upwards  to  where  my 
mother  —  an  early  riser  —  would 
be  itching  to  get  out  of  bed.  We 
were  highly  offended  if  she  so 
much  as  stirred  from  her  bed  before 
breakfast.  Short  of  an  actual  life- 
threatening  emergency,  coming 
downstairs  during  our  preparations 
was  strictly  taboo. 

Of  course,  while  we  never  actu¬ 
ally  burned  the  house  down,  there 
were  always  a  few  charming  laps¬ 
es,  like  the  Turkish-style  coffee 
that  resulted  when  one  of  us 
remembered  the  grounds  but  forgot 
the  filter.  Besides  the  obvious  (but 
hopefully  unlikely)  chance  of  com¬ 
bustion,  making  breakfast  for  Mom 
can  follow  two  tricky  paths:  the 
simple  and  homespun,  or  the  ele¬ 
gant  and  complex.  A  bowl  of  corn¬ 
flakes  may  be  noble  in  its  purity, 
full  of  essential  vitamins  and  min¬ 
erals.  But  for  a  holiday  it’s  a  bit 
stark,  and  will  encourage  all  kinds 
of  unnecessary  fears  that  you,  at  a 
ripe  old  emancipated  age,  cannot 
boil  water.  On  the  elegant  side, 


much  can  fail  —  the  souffle  won’t 
rise,  the  popovers  refuse  to  pop,  or 
you  may  simply  find  out  that  your 
mother  just  doesn’t  like  mango 
chutney  with  chicken  and  lemon- 
grass  sausage. 

Remember,  you  are  not  cooking 
for  yourself.  For  me,  it’s  a  party 
anytime  there’s  a  waffle  in  the 
house.  But  I’d  never  make  waffles 
for  my  mother  because  it  would 
remind  her  too  much  of  all  the  win¬ 
ter  mornings  spent  scraping  chunks 
of  calcified  waffle  off  the  black 
grid  of  our  evil  and  capricious  waf¬ 
fle  iron.  Given  her  druthers,  what 
does  your  mother  really  like  in  the 
morning?  Spy  if  you  must.  Ask 
around.  Drop  leading  questions. 

Beware  of  whimsy,  however. 
Breakfast  is  not  a  time  for  the 
strange.  You  can  challenge  your 
mother’s  worldview  at  dinner, 
feeding  her  squid  or  sushi  or  squab. 
In  the  morning,  stick  to  comfort 
food  that  soothes  and  pleases,  with 
just  enough  surprise  to  remind  the 
recipient  that  you  have  learned  a 
wonderful  thing  or  two  about  the 
great  wide  world  beyond  the  family 
boundaries.  The  perfect  menu 
should  strike  just  the  right  balance 
of  comfort  and  indulgence  —  what 


your  mother  would  really  like  to 
have,  as  long  as  she  didn’t  have  to 
beat  all  those  egg  whites  herself. 

Particularly  inspirational  for  the 
menu-driven  is  Morning  Food,  the 
breakfast  cookbook  put  out  by  Cafe 
Beaujolais,  because  chef  Margaret 
Fox  has  a  very  lenient  attitude 
toward  what  constitutes  a  proper 
breakfast.  Why  serve  the  same  old 
strawberries  and  cream  if  you  can 
have  homemade  strawberry  ice 
cream  instead?  This  is  clearly  a 
woman  who’s  had  her  share  of 
cold-pizza-and-cheesecake  morn¬ 
ings.  Peppered  with  anecdotes 
about  the  staff  and  clientele  of  the 
popular  Mendocino  restaurant,  the 
tone  is  breezy  and  informal,  the 
recipes  original,  healthy,  and  lus¬ 
cious-sounding. 

Marion  Cunningham’s  Break¬ 
fast  Book  is  more  traditional,  as 
befits  the  editor  of  the  Fannie 
Farmer  Cookbook.  But  an  old 
boyfriend  called  me  up  from  Seat¬ 
tle  just  to  rhapsodize  about  the 
French  toast  he’d  made  out  of  that 
cookbook’s  chocolate-walnut  but¬ 
ter  bread.  This  is  a  guy  whose  idea 
of  a  good  breakfast  is  a  stack  of 
French  toast  (soaked  in  straight  egg 
—  no  messing  around  with  milk) 
with  the  leftover  eggs  scrambled  on 
top  and  bacon  on  the  side,  so  I 
wouldn’t  have  been  surprised  if  this 
had  been  his  own  invention.  How¬ 
ever,  Cunningham  herself  just  hap¬ 
pens  to  slip  in  that  this  chocolate 
yeast  bread,  which  already  contains 
6  ounces  of  chocolate,  numerous 
eggs,  and  12  ounces  of  butter, 
might  be  even  better  soaked  in  milk 
and  eggs  and  fried  in  butter. 

There  are  infinite  variations  on 
the  eggs,  fruit,  and  pastry  route. 
Eggs  sprinkled  with  parmesan  and 
baked  in  buttered  muffin  cups, 
paired  with  whole-grain  rolls  and  a 
pear  poached  with  vanilla  and 
lemon.  Or  a  bowl  of  boysenberries 
topped  with  creme  fraiche,  some 
herb-flecked  scrambled  eggs,  and  a 
couple  of  croissants.  Mangoes  with 
lime  juice,  huevos  rancheros,  and 
tortillas  ...  even  tofu  scramble  and 
organic  applesauce.  There’s  no  rea¬ 
son  for  anything  to  go  wrong.  Pre¬ 
heat  the  oven.  Cook  your  eggs 
slowly:  Low  heat  lets  those  col¬ 
loidal  proteins  gel  quietly  into  soft, 
cuddly  lumps;  high  heat  turns  them 
instantly  into  something  resembling 
the  bottom  of  a  Converse  high-top. 
Use  a  filter  when  you  make  the  cof¬ 
fee.  Choose  fruit  that’s  in  season. 
(If  it’s  very  expensive  and  both 
smells  and  feels  like  a  golf  ball,  it’s 
probably  not  at  its  peak.)  Above 
all,  don’t  drop  the  tray. 

But  if  you’re  a  one-dish  kind  of 
cook,  the  following  recipe  com¬ 
bines  all  three  of  the  above  food 
groups,  is  completely  foolproof, 
and  looks  and  tastes  both  festive 
and  delicious.  Best  of  all,  it  makes 
a  lot,  so  you  and  Mom  can  share. 

Crepes 

Always  pronounced  to  rhyme  with 
ape,  these  bear  little  resemblance  to 
the  tablecloth-sized  wrappers  (pro¬ 
nounced  “crehp”)  dished  out  at 
authentic  creperies  like  Ti  Couz. 
They’re  really  just  very  light  pan¬ 
cakes,  eggy  and  moist,  but  calling 
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Mesquite  Hickory

into  the  right  texture.  Using  a 
blender  also  means  you’ve  got 
your  batter  all  ready  in  a  conve¬ 
nient  pitcher,  which  cuts  down  on 
scraping  up  all  those  crusty  drip¬ 
pings  across  the  stove. 

1  cup  cottage  cheese 

6  eggs 

1/4  cup  milk 

1/2  cup  all-purpose  flour 

1/4  cup  vegetable  oil 

1/2  tsp  vanilla 

1/4  tsp  salt 

■  canned,  frozen,  or  fresh 
fruit  (Sweet  Bing  cherries, 
either  canned  or  frozen,  are 
particularly  good  with 
these,  but  fresh  berries  are 
good  too.) 

■  butter,  maple  syrup,  sour 
cream 

Put  all  batter  ingredients  into 
blender  jar.  (Yep,  just  drop  ’em  all 
in  there,  including  those  half  a 
dozen  eggs.  Ever  read  cookbooks 
from  the  ’50s?  Nine-egg  cakes 
were  as  common  as  bobby  socks.) 
Blend  on  high  for  30  seconds.  Stop 
and  scrape  down  the  sides  of  the 
jar,  to  make  sure  all  the  flour  gets 
mixed  in.  Buzz  again  for  60  more 
seconds.  Lightly  grease  a  big  grid¬ 
dle  (a  big  flat  cast-iron  one,  espe¬ 
cially  the  kind  that  stands  on  its 
own  stubby  little  legs,  is  best,  but 
any  flat,  heavy  pan  will  do),  and 
get  it  hot.  The  batter  is  very  runny, 
so  you  won’t  need  much  for  each 
pancake.  The  first  batch  invariably 
browns  in  spots  and  rings,  so 
unless  your  mother  is  very,  very 
hungry,  give  her  the  next  batch, 
which  will  be  elegantly,  evenly 
cooked  to  a  lacy,  delicate  golden 
brown. 

Presumably,  if  you’re  using 
frozen  cherries,  you’ve  thawed 
them  by  now.  Put  the  cherries  with 
some  of  their  juice  in  a  pan  and 
simmer  until  just  heated  through. 
Gild  the  lily  with  a  sprinkle  of  cin¬ 
namon,  a  squeeze  of  lemon,  or  a 
few  drops  of  almond  extract.  Any 
kind  of  soft  fresh  fruit,  such  as 
strawberries,  raspberries,  or 
bananas,  can  also  be  used,  in 
which  case  no  heating  is  necessary. 
When  crepes  are  done,  place  a  gen¬ 
erous  spoonful  of  fruit  along  the 
middle  of  each  pancake,  rolling  the 
edges  loosely  up  around  the  filling. 
Serve  with  butter,  syrup,  and  sour 
cream.  ■

Bay  Area— centric  food  gifts  for  the  mom  whos 
far  away.  By  Shea  Dean 


Somewhere  between  the 
greeting  cards  and  the 
hair  nets  in  the  drugstore 
that  is  the  soda  fountain 
that  is  the  gift  “shoppe” 
in  my  hometown  of  South  Haven, 
Mich.,  stands  a  dusty  and  unappe¬ 
tizing  display  of  ’50s  memorabilia: 
Fannie  May  Mint  Meltaways,  Tur¬ 
tles,  and  Whitman’s  Samplers. 

Yeah,  sure,  my  mom  would  be 
thrilled  were  I  to  show  up  on  her 
doorstep  on  Mother’s  Day  with  a 
box  of  those  waxy  morsels,  but  I’m 
not  going  to.  Instead,  I  want  to  get 
her  something  better,  something 
kinda  chichi,  something  to  show 
her  the  refined  taste,  urbane  wit, 
and  sophistication  I’ve  cultivated 
here  in  San  Francisco....  Something 
mail  order,  if  you  will. 

Let’s  start  with  my  personal 
favorite:  coffee.  This  is  a  crusade  I 
embarked  upon  long  ago:  to  try  and 
lure  my  mother  away  from  the 
Hills  Bros,  with  promises  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  brew.  For  Christmas  1989,  I 
bought  her  the  Krups  bean  grinder. 
In  successive  visits  I’ve  offered 
gifts  of  Colombia,  Guatemala,  and 
New  Guinea  ...  but  no  dice.  “It’s 
too  complicated,”  she  says  as  she 
scoops  the  stale,  dry  crystals  out  of 
the  smelly  five-pound  can.  My  aunt 
had  a  different  objection:  “Your 
coffee  could  make  hair  grow  on  a 
person’s  chest!”  Yes,  well  ... 

Perhaps  this  Mother’s  Day  I 
should  insist  on  a  pound  of  Suma¬ 
tra  (ground  especially  for  my 
mom’s  cupcake-shaped  Mr.  Coffee 
filter)  from  Peet’s  Coffee  and  Tea 
($7.25  plus  shipping,  with  an 
overnight  option):  “It’s  probably 
not  the  most  refined  or  elegant  cof¬ 
fee  you  can  drink,”  the  Peet’s  peo¬ 


ple  say  in  their  little  catalog,  “but 
its  gutsy  and  earthy  richness  is  very 
seductive.”  Perfect  for  the  Mid¬ 
west.  Peet’s  also  has  some  fascinat¬ 
ing  coffee  paraphernalia  for  coffee 
connoisseurs  at  their  San  Francisco 
and  Berkeley  stores:  elegant 
French-press  pots,  sleek  espresso 
machines,  art  deco  tea  kettles, 
painted  mugs,  sturdy  steel  ther¬ 
moses  —  all  of  which  will  make 
great  gifts  once  I  get  over  this  ini¬ 
tial  coffee  hurdle. 

Another  tasty  idea  would  be  to 
send  her  fresh  bread  from  Boudin 
Sourdough.  You  can  order  for 
Mother’s  Day  up  until  May  3, 
which  is  good  for  a  procrastinator 
like  me,  and  they  ship  via  Federal 
Express  two-day  delivery  service 
(for  only  five  bucks!).  The  best 
bargain  is  to  just  order  a  lot  of 
bread  —  like  the  Boudin  assort¬ 
ment  pack  with  two  regular  sour¬ 
dough  rounds,  a  sour  wheat,  and  a 
sourdough  corn  rye  loaf  for  $25  — 
since  that’s  Boudin’s  thing.  Sup¬ 
posedly  you  can  freeze  and  reheat 
the  bread  without  flavor  loss. 

It’s  my  opinion  that  one  should 
try  to  avoid  the  gimmicky  package 
deals,  which  are  decidedly  not 
deals  (See  “Pizza  Party,”  “Spaghet¬ 
ti  Dinner,”  and  “Sourdough  and 
Texas  Beef  Brisket”).  But  if  you 
simply  must  get  your  mom  some¬ 
thing  fancier  than  just  plain  bread, 
the  best  choice  is  the  “Bread  and 
Chocolate:  Two  Favorite  Pas¬ 
sions.”  You  get  four  little  baguettes 
and  a  pound  of  Ghirardelli  milk 
chocolate  for  $26,  which  is  com¬ 
pletely  outrageous  unless  it’s  May 
3  —  but  very  San  Francisco,  too. 

Yet  my  mother  loves  chocolate, 
so  as  long  as  I’m  looking  to  outdo 


the  stick-your-fingernail-in-the- 
bottom-to-see-if-it’s-edible  variety, 
I  may  as  well  go  to  Joseph  Schmidt 
Confections  at  Sanchez  and  16th 
Streets.  (At  first  1  thought  of  send¬ 
ing  one  of  Just  Desserts’  award¬ 
winning  chocolate  fudge  heart- 
shaped  cakes,  but  it  takes  five  days 
and  costs  $12  to  send!  That’s  a  dol¬ 
lar  more  than  the  cake!  Graw!) 

Anyway,  Joseph  Schmidt  has 
lovely,  delectable  truffles  and 
chocolate  specialties  that  are  per¬ 
fect  for  Mother’s  Day  (though  if 
your  mom  lives  in  a  warm  climate, 
they  may  not  be  able  to  ship  there, 
so  check  first).  Audrey  Ryan, 
Schmidt’s  business  partner,  told  me 
they  change  the  packaging  of  their 
truffles  seasonally,  which  makes 
for  pretty,  timely  gifts. 

Right  now,  for  instance,  they 
have  colorful  “butterfly  batik” 
boxes  filled  with  six  Belgian 
chocolate  patties  (“slicks,”  they 
call  them)  and  two  small  truffles 
($18  including  regular  UPS  deliv¬ 
ery).  Yum!  But  I’m  for  sure  getting 
the  springy  12-piece  hydrangea  box 
for  my  mother  ($14.95  plus  ship¬ 
ping)  since  she  loves  those  huge 
hydrangea  blossoms  on  the  bushes 
outside  our  house  —  she  dries  the 
flowers  and  makes  little  potted 
trees  out  of  them  —  almost  as 
much  as  she  loves  chocolate. 

Yet  maybe  with  a  gentle  shove 
(in  the  form  of  a  thoughtful  gift)  I 
could  get  my  mom  to  take  her  cre¬ 
ative  craft-making  skills  and  put 
them  toward  a  little  herb  garden.  In 
their  April  1994  Catalog  for  Cooks, 
San  Francisco-based  Williams- 
Sonoma  offers  a  decent  selection  of 
fresh  organic  herb  plants,  which 
come  in  two-inch  plastic  pots  that

What  an  amazing 
boost  they  would  give  to  bland 
midwestern  fare! 

See,  once  she  gets  into  fresh 
herbs  and  spices,  1  figure  it’s  only 
a  matter  of  time  till  she  becomes  a 
vegetarian-who-eats-fish,  like  me. 
I’m  looking  further  down  the  road 
now  for  my  mom  (who  recently 
married  a  cattle  rancher),  but  per¬ 
haps  yours  would  be  amenable  to 
The  Moosewood  Cookbook.  Bay 
Area  resident  Mollie  Katzen  has 
sold  1.5  million  copies  of  her  vege¬ 
tarian-cooking  bible,  the  second 
best-selling  title  behind  What 
Color  Is  Your  Parachute?  for 
Berkeley’s  Ten  Speed  Press. 

You  can  get  Katzen’s  new 
revised  Moosewood,  which  fea¬ 
tures  less-greasy  and  less-eggy 
recipes,  direct  from  the  publisher 
($16.95  paper,  $19.95  cloth,  plus 
shipping)  if  you’re  really  lazy;  but 
it  should  be  easy  enough  to  buy  it 
for  the  same  price  at  one  of  the 
Bay  Area’s  many  wonderful  inde¬ 
pendent  booksellers.  (And  while 
you’re  at  it,  you  can  buy  her  the 
new  edition  of  Grace  Paley’s  col¬ 
lected  stories.) 

Ten  Speed  also  publishes  Still 
Life  with  Menu,  which  includes 
Katzen’s  illustrations  ($24.95 
paper,  $34.95  cloth),  as  well  as  The 
Enchanted  Broccoli  Forest,  which 
has  been  a  constant  source  of  culi¬ 
nary  pleasure  for  me  since  I  bought 
it  with  my  birthday  money  several 
years  ago.  It  goes  for  the  same 
price  as  Moosewood. 

Yet,  for  all  my  pitiful  and  frus¬ 
trated  attempts  over  the  years  to 
push  the  boundaries  of  my  moth¬ 
er’s  taste,  there’s  still  a  part  of  me 
that  wants  to  just  give  her  some¬ 
thing  nice  that  she’d  really  like  and 
maybe  even  use.  This  year  1  found 
that  thing  in  Williams-Sonoma’s 
Pottery  Barn  catalog.  While  it’s 
slightly  above  my  slender  means  to 
buy  for  her,  Pottery  Barn’s  lovely 
Veracruz  blue-rim  margarita  pitch¬ 
er  and  glasses  set  ($50  plus  ship¬ 
ping)  is  right  up  my  mom’s  alley. 
The  thick,  handblown  Mexican 
glasses  are  the  kind  she  could  grab 
heartily  around  the  stem  on  a  hot, 
sticky  summer  day  and  chug  from. 
Sangria,  especially. 

Actually,  what  drew  me  to  the 
Veracruz  page  was  a  strangely 
evocative  prose  poem  that  reads: 
“There  lives  in  our  memory  a 
house  by  the  sea,  where  days  are 
punctuated  by  the  whisper  of  a 
breeze,  the  scrunch  of  sand,  sun 
floating  through  wide  windows.”  I 
thought  that  with  a  little  doctoring 
in  the  ad  department  it  could  be 
very  Virginia  Woolf.  Or  not. 

Now  1  just  need  to  borrow 
someone’s  credit  card.  ■

Big,  big  food

My  tall  ftiend-for- 
life,  E.B.  Matt, 
tried  to  tell  me 
about  Ann’s  Cafe 
in  Oakland.  He 
called  me  up  out  of  the  blue  one  day 
after  he’d  been  there,  and  he  seemed 
to  be  struggling  for  words,  out  of 
breath,  maybe  even  lying  on  his 
kitchen  floor,  dying. 

“Sounds  like  my  kind  of  place,”  I 
said.  “When  can  we  go?” 

Matt  hedged.  Not  only  was  he  in 
no  condition  just  then  to  even  think 
about  ever  eating  again,  but  he 
wasn’t  sure  a  review  would  be  the 
right  thing,  exactly.  Eating  at  Ann’s 
is  one  of  those  transcendental  expe¬ 
riences,  like  finding  a  $50  bill  on  the 
floor  of  a  bar,  which  something  tells 
you  you  should  probably  keep  under 
your  hat.  Unfortunately,  something 
else  compels  you  to  blurt  out  the 
good  news,  and  you  wind  up  buying 
a  lot  of  beers. 

Well,  I  don’t  know  if  Ann’s  is  a 
well-kept  secret  or  not,  but  it’s  been 
around  since  1957, 1  think,  so  if  the 
poor  cat’s  not  out  of  the  bag  by  now, 
it’s  either  dead  or  too  disoriented  to 
cause  any  trouble. 

Besides,  there  are  plenty  of  rea¬ 
sons  not  to  go  to  Ann’s  Cafe  — 
you’re  worried  about  your  weight, 
you  don’t  like  to  have  fun,  you  have 
a  day  job,  you’re  in  a  bit  of  a  hurry, 
health,  attitude  problems,  vegetari¬ 
anism  —  regardless  of  whether  or 
not  it  is  or  isn’t  quite  possibly,  in  my 
opinion,  THE  BEST  EAT-YOUR- 
SELF-SILLY  PLACE  IN  THE 
GALAXY. 

You  go  in,  you  sit  down  at  the 
counter,  and  you’re  immediately 
drawn  in.  Everybody’s  friends.  You 
don’t  even  have  to  say  anything; 
you’re  just  automatically  part  of  the 
action  —  thanks  to  the  infectious, 
endearing  good  humor  of  Ann’s 


daughter  Fran. 

Frannie,  a  whacked-out  wise¬ 
cracking  Italian  woman,  has  been 
working  there  since  day  one.  I  don’t 
know  how  long  she’s  been  running 
the  show,  but  she’s  running  it  right 
She  cooks  comically  huge  food  on  a 
small  griddle  behind  the  counter,  at 
her  own  leisurely  pace,  stopping  to 
chat  with,  make  fun  of,  and  occa¬ 
sionally  even  hug  her  customers. 

Before  you  order,  Fran  (or  her 
equally  personable  assistant)  will 
slide  you  a  bowl  of  soup.  Then 
they’ll  shove  a  whole  plate  full  of 
potatoes  in  front  of  you,  and  some 
two-sided  griddle  toast,  with  cheese. 
If  you  finish,  you  get  more. 

All  this,  mind  you,  before  you’ve 
even  ordered. 

I  got  an  Italian  omelette  ($5.95), 
because  that’s  what  the  woman  next 
to  me  was  staring  at,  giggling,  and  it 
just  looked  like  an  all-around  good 
idea. 

Did  I  mention  that  this  is  a  five- 
pound  omelette? 

Well,  it  is.  I  don’t  know  how 
many  eggs  went  into  it,  but  there 
were  three  discernible  kinds  of  meat 
(make  that  four  —  I  asked  for  no 
mushrooms  and  no  zucchini  and  she 
gave  me  ham  and  ham  instead), 
onions,  spinach,  cheese,  and  a  few 
odd  green  beans. 

I  didn’t  have  my  ruler  with  me, 
unfortunately,  but  I  estimate  that  this 
omelette  was  10  to  12  inches  long,  6 
to  8  inches  wide,  and  4  to  5  inches 
tall  —  that’s  before  Fran  ladled  two 
scoops  of  spaghetti  sauce  on  top. 

It  tasted  like  a  lot  of  different 
things  —  pretty  fun  and  fantastic, 
actually  —  and,  yes,  I  finished  it. 

E.B.  Matt,  who  promised  to  send 
me  a  Christmas  card  when  I’m  60  if 
I  cleaned  my  plate,  ordered  French 
toast  ($3.30)  and  didn’t  clean  his.  Of 
course,  there  were  eight  slices  to 


contend  with,  and  we  were  an  hour 
and  40  minutes  into  the  meal  by  the 
time  Fran  finally  got  around  to  slap¬ 
ping  them  on  the  griddle. 

By  that  time,  I  had  finished  my 
omelette  and  E.B.  had  cleared  a 
plate  of  potatoes,  two  rounds  of 
cheese  toast,  etc.  He  was  nowhere 
near  hungry,  and  in  fact  tried  to  back 
out  of  his  order,  but  Fran  insisted  on 
making  all  eight  slices  and  sending 
them  home  with  him. 

In  general,  people  leave  Ann’s, 
when  they  eventually  leave,  with  a 
big  grin  on  their  faces,  a  good  feel¬ 
ing  in  their  guts,  and  enough  food 
either  in  them  or  on  their  person  to 
last  well  into  tomorrow. 

Ann’s  attracts  all  types:  us,  a  shy 
pregnant  woman  (she  called  first 
from  next  door  because  it  sounded 
“like  a  lot  of  men  over  there”),  a 
Catholic  priest,  a  father/son  duo  who 
somehow  appeared  to  be  right 
around  the  same  age,  a  couple  of 
bodybuilders,  big  people  in  general, 
and  a  stick-figure  woman. 

“Don’t  talk  to  strangers,”  Fran 
advised  an  elderly  lady  (with  walk¬ 
er)  on  her  way  out. 

The  old  woman  stopped  walking 
her  walker,  turned  around,  pulled 
back  the  sleeve  of  her  house  dress, 
and  flexed  her  muscle  for  us. 

Over  two  hours  after  beginning 
the  surreal  experience  of  breakfast  at 
Ann’s,  me  and  E.B.  Matt  finally 
staggered  out  ourselves,  holding  our 
stomachs  and  grimacing  in  pain/ 
pleasure.

Rewrites,  wrongs

/  ~W"  HEAR  SHE  LOOKS  great.” 

”1  It  might  have  been  an  innocent  comment.  But  the  sporty 

woman  who  passed  that  gossip  on  to  my  friend  at  the  Opera  Plaza 
Cinemas’  box  office  was  talking  about  Leni  Riefenstahl,  the  so- 
JL  called  greatest  female  fdmmaker  of  all  time  who  was  also  one  of 
the  most  troubling  ex-friends  of  Hitler  of  all  time. 

She’d  been  perusing  the  Castro  Theatre’s  schedule  and  was  excited  by 
the  prospect  of  seeing  The  Wonderful  Horrible  Life  of  Leni  Riefenstahl, 

Ray  Muller’s  documentary  about  the  controversial  life  of  Hitler’s  greatest 
image  sculptor.  And  her  comment  just  happened  to  represent  a  kind  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia  dopiness  that  is  not  so  innocent  when  it  comes  to  questions  of 
women,  ethics,  and  artistry. 

“I  hear  she  looks  great,”  she  said  of  the  woman  whose  aggressively 
innovative  camerawork  and  editing  skills  portrayed  the  swastika  as  a  sym¬ 
bol  of  peace  and  labor  justice,  and  Hitler  as  the  man  who  really  could  save 
Germany'. 

It  is  true  that  Riefenstahl  (at  well  past  90  years  old)  is  still  scuba  diving, 
but  does  she  really  belong  in  the  next  swimsuit  issue  of  Sports  Illustrated ? 
Or  should  she,  maybe,  be  considered  in  light  of  her  grand  and  terrible 
filmic  and  historic  achievements? 

The  answer  here  is  obvious.  But  in  Ray  Muller’s  documentary  —  a  film 
that  does  attempt  to  consider  Riefenstahl  in  light  of  her  achievements  — 
answers  of  all  kinds  are  less  clear.  Under  the  cowardly  guise  of  an  objec¬ 
tive  study  of  Riefenstahl’s  cinema  career,  his  film  The  Wonderful  Horrible 
Life  of  Leni  Riefenstahl  (called  Leni  Riefenstahl:  The  Power  of  Images  in 
Europe)  asks,  but  refuses  to  answer,  the  hard  questions. 

Instead,  it  plays  like  a  Sunset  Boulevard  to  Riefenstahl ’s  checkered 
career,  substituting  passive  depictions  of  Riefenstahl  as  an  uncooperative 
subject  for  damning  critiques  of  Riefenstahl’s  work.  But  the  real  problem  is 
that  the  film’s  aesthetic  doesn’t  begin  to  compete  with  the  Riefenstahl  aes¬ 
thetic  it  attempts  to  deconstruct.  Postmodern,  self-reflexive,  Muller’s  docu¬ 
mentary  hides  its  inability  to  make  a  decision  in  the  idea  of  “open-minded¬ 
ness.” 

When  it  opens  with  a  zoom  down  on  Riefenstahl’s  spacious,  private  liv¬ 
ing  quarters  while  posing  the,  um,  provocative  question  —  “feminist  pio¬ 
neer,  or  a  woman  of  evil?”  —  it’s  clear  that  Riefenstahl  is  going  to  receive 
a  strange  and  somewhat  boring  retrial.  Could  it  be  that  she  is  both  a  cine¬ 
matic  pioneer  and  an  ethically  compromised  historical  player?  And  is  it 
really  such  a  shame,  as  film  historians  never  tire  of  repeating,  that  “her  tal¬ 
ent  was  her  tragedy”? 

You  could  say  the  same  of  Roseanne  and  Tom:  Big  people  make  big 
mistakes.  When  they’re  women,  should  they  get  an  easy  stage-right  exit?  I 
understand  that  history’s  great  sweep  can  sometimes  sweep  up  the  acciden¬ 
tal:  But  for  those  caught  in  the  dustpan,  sometimes  an  apology  is  in  order. 

In  Muller’s  film,  Riefenstahl  doesn’t  offer  one.  Instead,  we  get  her  many 
evasions.  To  its  credit,  the  film  adeptly  captures  Riefenstahl  when  she’s  at 
her  slippery  best,  closely  examining,  at  one  point,  a  piece  of  footage  from 
Triumph  of  the  Will.  As  she  focuses  on  a  strip  of  her  document  of  the  1934 
Nazi  Party  rally,  she  points  to  a  tiny  mechanical  device  in  the  picture,  the 
“lift,”  a  contraption  set  up  between  two  enormous  swastikas  that  allowed 
the  crew  a  special  angle  on  the  occurrences.  The  huge  swastikas  on  either 
side  of  the  lift  don’t  seem  to  jar  her  into  any  potent  memories  of  harm. 
Instead,  at  the  end  of  the  segment,  Riefenstahl  claims  “work  and  peace  are 
the  only  messages  of  Triumph  of  the  Will ...  if  it  had  been  harmful,  the 
French  would  have  never  given  it  a  gold  medal.” 

But  even  though  Muller’s  documentary  offers  the  occasional,  succinct 
demo  of  Riefenstahlian  myopia,  it  suffers  from  the  malady  itself.  In  a  press 
conference  after  the  New  York  Film  Festival  screening  in  October  1993, 
Muller  told  journalists  that  Riefenstahl  is  “a  man  in  woman’s  disguise  and 
she’s  a  general  giving  orders.”  At  which  point  women  interrupted  with 
hisses,  as  well  they  should  have. 

Instead  of  forthright  accusations,  The  Wonderful  Horrible  Life  rests  on 
backhanded  judgments  in  the  editing  room:  While  Riefenstahl  batters  her 
questioner,  the  film  cuts  back  and  forth  to  Hitler  at  a  rally  —  as  if  demand¬ 
ing  a  particular  camera  angle  were  the  same  as  calling  a  nation  to  obedi¬ 
ence.  The  sloppy,  182-minute  exploration  of  Riefenstahl’s  thwarted  career 
stumbles  around  with  Susan  Sontag’s  idea  of  Riefenstahl’s  “fascist  aesthet¬ 
ic.”  But  it  spends  more  time  damning  Riefenstahl  for  crimes  of  form  rather 
than  content. 

Some  critics  complain  she  is  underappreciated  because  her  career  was 
cut  short;  her  name,  in  Germany,  considered  taboo.  They  complain  that  she 
should  be  in  a  league  with  D.W.  Griffith.  But  she  already  is:  Both  made 
racist  epics  that  transformed  cinema  and  left  future  audiences  with  a  com¬ 
bination  of  awe  and  shame.  The  difference  between  craftspeople  and  artists 
has  to  lie  somewhere  in  the  realm  of  conscience.  I’m  not  sure  Ray  Muller’s 
film  has  much  of  one.  ■

Viacom 

violation? 

Producer  claims 
censorship 
at  cable  outlet 

A  short  five  days  after  U.S. 
District  Court  judge  Barbara 
A.  Caulfield  issued  a  prelim¬ 
inary  injunction  to  keep  Viacom 
from  censoring  or  otherwise  exer¬ 
cising  editorial  control  over  the 
programs  on  San  Francisco’s  pub¬ 
lic-access  Channel  53,  Viacom 
may  have  violated  that  injunction: 
A  Viacom  operator  cut  the  final 
half-minute  of  monthly  art-video 
montage  show  Museo  Contempo 
on  April  4. 

Viacom’s  spokesperson  Sue 
Levitin  claimed,  in  an  interview 
with  the  Bay  Guardian,  that  Via¬ 
com  has  followed  court  orders. 
“Stopping  the  show,”  she  said, 
“had  nothing  to  do  with  content.  It 
ran  overtime.” 

But  Jeff  Winter,  one  of  the 
show’s  producers,  told  the  Bay 
Guardian  that  the  very  same  pro¬ 
gram  ran  at  full  length  a  month 
earlier  —  and  that  the  program,  at 
29  minutes  and  20  seconds,  did  not 
run  “over”  the  time  allotted  for  30- 
minute  programs,  as  he  understood 
it.  While  Levitin  claims  that  shows 
can  only  run  for  28  minutes,  30 
seconds,  Winter  told  the  Bay 
Guardian  he  could  find  no  refer¬ 
ence  to  that  particular  time  limita¬ 
tion  in  the  contract  he  received. 

The  program  itself  included  an 
assortment  of  found  footage  and 
computer  manipulations.  The  dis¬ 
puted  half-minute  was  a  perfor¬ 
mance  art  segment  by  Lisi  DeHaas 
called  Visitation,  in  which  a 
woman  cracks  eggs  over  her  body 
as  she  describes  her  lover  being 
bashed  to  death  by  her  husband. 
Winter  describes  it  as  a  “ritual 
about  grief.  She  is  being  naked  and 
honest.” 

Museo  Contempo’s  editing 
facilities  were  down  for  a  month, 
so  they  ran  the  March  7  show 
again  on  April  4.  Unlike  the  March 
show,  which  ran  to  its  end,  in  April 
the  operator  stopped  the  program 
right  before  the  camera  hit 
DeHaas’  artistically  photographed 
(in  black-and-white,  at  low  resolu¬ 
tion)  crotch:  No  lower-body 
nakedness  ran;  neither  did  the 
show’s  credit  sequence. 


Levitin  told  the  Bay  Guardian 
that,  according  to  the  Viacom 
operator  she  spoke  with,  the  pro¬ 
gram  did  not  have  any  credits,  “so 
there  was  no  indication  when  it 
was  going  to  start  closing.”  But 
Winter  and  Museo  Contempo 
video  artist  Jose  Guevara  claim  the 
opposite:  The  tape  they  gave  Via¬ 
com  did  have  credits,  they  say. 
They  say  the  show  was  arbitrarily 
censored. 

“It’s  uncertain  why,  in  fact,  they 
stopped  the  program,”  Zane 
Blaney,  executive  director  of  the 
Community  Television  Corpora¬ 
tion,  told  the  Bay  Guardian.  “It 
was  certainly  ill-advised  for  Via¬ 
com  to  have  allowed  an  operator  to 
tamper  with  the  program  in  any 
way.  They  stopped  the  show  while 
the  camera  was  panning  up  a  nude, 
which  is  an  area  Viacom  has  had 
problems  with  in  the  past.” 

Caulfield’s  ruling  prevents  the 
station  from  capricious  content- 
edits  by  operators.  But  as  Chris 
Witteman,  the  attorney  who  argued 
the  suit  against  Viacom  for  a  group 
of  community-access  producers 
and  cable  viewers  in  Judge 
Caulfield’s  court,  told  the  Bay 
Guardian  that  the  suit  he  argued 
—  and  is  still  following  up  on  — 
“is  not  only  about  censorship,  it’s 
about  allowing  the  public-access 
channels  to  be  the  public  forum 
they  were  intended  to  be.”

Fundraiser  held 
for  Family  Dogs 
Chet  Helms 

A  cast  of  local  musicians  and 
cultural  luminaries  ranging 
from  Steve  Miller,  the  Cree- 
dence  Clearwater  rhythm  section, 
and  Wavy  Gravy,  to  Big  Brother, 
Harvey  Mandel,  and  Barry  Melton 
and  the  Dinosaurs,  have  joined 
forces  in  the  Tribute  to  Chet 
Helms.  Their  goal  is  to  raise  funds 
to  help  pay  off  the  medical  bills  of 
’60s  visionary  Helms,  who  under¬ 
went  heart  surgery  last  year. 

Helms  was  instrumental  in 
shaping  the  San  Francisco  hippie 
scene  in  the  ’60s.  He  produced 
events  in  the  Avalon  Ballroom  and 
Family  Dog  on  the  Great  Highway, 


and  was  also  one  of  the  forces 
behind  the  enormous  “human  be- 
ins”  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

“It  is  hard  to  identify  one  per¬ 
son  as  responsible  for  fusing  the 
music  and  the  consciousness-rais¬ 
ing  aspects  of  the  ’60s,  but  [if  you 
did],  Chet  would  have  to  be  at  the 
top  of  the  list,”  said  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  music  critic  and  tribute 
committee  member  Joel  Selvin. 

The  musical  seeds  of  an  era 
were  planted  in  the  basement  of 
Helm’s  house  at  1090  Page,  where 
musicians,  including  Big  Brother 
and  the  Holding  Company,  came 
to  jam.  It  was  Helms  who  persuad¬ 
ed  Janis  Joplin  to  move  to  San 
Francisco  from  Austin,  Texas,  to 
join  Big  Brother. 

In  1966,  when  local  bars  were 
refusing  to  book  “long-haired 
bands,”  Helms  started  producing 
shows  in  the  Avalon  Ballroom, 
which  showcased  the  talents  of  vir¬ 
tually  every  prominent  West  Coast 
band  of  the  era  during  its  three- 
year  run. 

“Chet  is  one  of  the  most 
unselfish  and  socially  conscious 
people  I  know,”  said  tribute  orga¬ 
nizer  Boots  Rolf  Hughston.  “Bill 
Graham  sometimes  brought  apples 
to  his  shows  if  people  looked  hun¬ 
gry;  Chet  would  give  flowers 
because  he  strove  for  spiritual 
upliftment.  He’s  an  artist  first,  a 
businessman  second.” 

The  Tribute  to  Chet  Helms 
takes  place  Sat/30  at  8  p.m.,  Mar¬ 
itime  Hall,  450  Harrison,  S.F.  $20 
advance,  $25  at  door.

Bay  Guardian  critics  weigh  in  with  picks  and  pans  from 
the  37th  San  Francisco  International  Film  Festival 


There’s  no  need  to  worry  about  getting  too 
much  of  a  bad  thing  in  this  year’s  S.F.  Interna¬ 
tional  Film  Festival.  But  can  you  get  too  much 
of  the  mediocre-to-good?  Probably.  The  SFIFF 
curatorial  team  thoroughly  and  intelligently 
scoured  other  festivals  and  local  coffers  from  the  auspicious 
looks  of  this  year’s  selection.  But  with  209  films  in  29  lan¬ 
guages  from  50  countries,  and  screenings  from  10  in  the 
morning  to  late  at  night,  there’s  some  danger  of  overexpo¬ 
sure. 

Which  is  why  the  Bay  Guardian,  in  addition  to  acting  as 
corporate  sponsor  for  this  year’s  festival,  has  provided  help¬ 
ful  critic’s  picks,  along  with  a  few  helpful  critic’s  warnings 


(see  Total  Balalaika  Show,  page  39). 

We  sorted  through  slacker  films 
from  every  continent  —  from 
Kazakhstan’s  The  Place  on  the  Tri¬ 
corne  to  S.F.’s  The  Lisa  Theory. 
We  forged  through  documentaries, 
shorts,  experimental  films,  and  for¬ 
mulaic  ones  —  and,  to  be  honest, 
found  few  features  or  programs 
lacking.  The  festival  has  a  strong 
collection  of  “sixth  generation” 
films  from  China  ( Red  Beads,  Bei¬ 
jing  Bastards,  The  Days);  docu- 
mentaries-of-conscience  ( The  Fire 
This  Time,  Hoop  Dreams);  upstart 
American  independents  with  distri¬ 
bution  like  Mi  Vida  Loca;  upstart 
American  indies  without  distribu¬ 
tion,  like  River  of  Grass;  as  well  as 
good  experimental  shorts  and  fea¬ 


tures  (see  “Local  Color,”  4/20/94). 
We  encourage  you  to  watch  them. 

Some  of  the  festival’s  extra- 
filmic  activities  are  worth  checking 
out  as  well:  the  daylong  “Music 
and  Multimedia  ’94”  (May  7, 
9:30  a.m.-4:30  p.m.,  Castro  The¬ 
atre)  hoists  the  Pete  Townshend 
Tommy  and  John  Lennon  Babylon 
CD-ROMs  onto  the  big  screen. 
Two  panel  discussions  —  one  on 
U.S.  “cultural  imperialism”  implied 
by  the  1993  GATT  talks  (May  1  at 
11  a.m.,  Kabuki)  and  another  on 
youth  culture  in  cinema  (“Smells 
like  Teen  Spirit,”  May  8  at 
4:30  p.m.,  Kabuki)  —  give  festival- 
goers  a  chance  to  vent.  We  encour¬ 
age  you  to  voice  your  opinion.

BUDDHA  OF  SUBURBIA 

Sprawling  and  spread-legged,  Roger 
Michell's  picaresque  adaptation  of 
Hanif  Kureishi's  novel  (and  screen¬ 
play)  is  a  goofy,  gooey,  and  some¬ 
times  hilarious  exploration  of  male 
crisis  and  pre-postcolonialism. 
Handsome  young  Karim,  a.k.a. 
"Creamy"  (luscious  Naveen 
Andrews),  looks  on  in  dismay  as  his 
Muslim  father  passes  himself  off  as 
an  enlightened  Buddhist  —  much  to 
the  delight  of  several  spiritually 
infatuated  white  Britons  —  then 
finds  himself  in  the  center  of  a  simi¬ 
larly  bewildering  cultural  vortex. 
From  homegrown  herb  to  heroin 
addiction,  Ziggy  Stardust  to  safety- 
pinned  punk  rockers,  and  furtive 
hand  jobs  to  middle-class  orgies, 
Buddha's  vision  of  cultural  harmony 
is  wickedly  askew.  Kureishi  fans  are 
urged  to  see  it  now:  If  PBS  thought 
Tales  of  the  City  was  too  much  to 
handle,  Buddha’s  copious  coupling 
will  definitely  never  make  it  to  the 
tube.

THE  DAYS 

Of  the  three  "sixth  generation"  Chi¬ 
nese  films  in  this  year’s  fest  (the 
rambling  rocker-saga  Beijing  Bas¬ 
tards  and  the  rather  tediously  elabo¬ 
rated  Red  Beads  are  the  others), 
Wang  Xiaoshuai’s  Days  seems  the 
most  aesthetically  assured.  Its  mini¬ 
mal  story  —  two  painters,  lovers  for 
many  years,  grapple  with  ennui, 
breakup,  and  the  lure  of  life  beyond 
the  sooty  blanket  of  Beijing  skies  — 
is  matched  by  a  carefully  drawn 
atmosphere  of  gray-toned  impover¬ 
ishment,  and  an  ambient  sound 
track  soaked  in  everyday  clatter. 
That  none  of  these  films  “breaks 
through"  in  aesthetic  terms  is  really 
beside  the  point.  From  the  perspec¬ 
tive  of  the  Chinese  state,  these 
characters,  these  filmmakers,  the 
very  existence  of  these  films,  consti¬ 
tutes  a  political  stance  and  form  of 
bitter  lassitude  that  should  never  be 
confused  with  the  frivolous  Western 
luxury  of  late  capitalism  now  being 
marketing  as  "slack.”  (Stephens)

Shu  Lea  Cheang's  Paper  Tiger  TV 
sensibility  gets  a  Rockefeller-grant 
upgrade,  and  the  resulting  experi¬ 
mentally  minded  feature-length  festi¬ 
val  of  East  Village  faces  is  a  self- 
congratulatory  but  entertaining 
demonstration  of  political  con¬ 
sciousness.  Jane  Castle  moves  a 
pukily  pastel-tinted  lens  through 
landscapes  of  hazardous  waste, 
toxic  sushi,  contaminated  cat  food, 
broken  TV  sets,  and  Village  posing 
to  translate  Cheang's  alternative 
world-vision  to  the  big  screen.

Dreams  draws  drama  from  the  ups, 
downs,  and  turnarounds  of  family 
life  in  hard-knock  America.  The  film¬ 
makers  spent  five  years  with  the 
boys  and  their  families  —  in  coun¬ 
seling  sessions  and  championship 
seasons;  summer  training  camps

—  and  the  result  is  an  emotionally 
astonishing  (and,  at  three  hours 
long,  completely  engrossing)  tapes¬ 
try  of  successes  and  setbacks. 
Heavy  on  back-story,  this  is  a  sports 
film  for  fans  and  nonbelievers  alike 

—  a  careful  weave  of  grades, 
games,  young  men’s  headstrong 
aspirations,  and  their  parents’  frag¬ 
ile  dreams.

KASPAR  HAUSER 

The  human  race  has  always  been 
innovative  in  its  cruelties,  but  rarely 
so  horrifyingly  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Baden,  born  in  early 
19th-century  Germany.  Political 
intrigue  is  rampant,  and  the  baby 
boy  is  switched  with  a  mortally  ill 
infant  and  pronounced  dead,  to 
change  the  line  of  succession.

Sehr's  extraordinary,  based-on-a- 
true-story  film  in  which  Andre  Eiser- 
mann  as  Hauser  is  nothing  less 
than  brilliantly  heart-rending,  and  will 
remain  to  haunt  you  long  after  this 
riveting  film  is  over.

Guys,  cars,  guns:  Allison  Anders 
takes  the  master’s  tools  to  the 
pawn  shop,  as  she  continues  her 
ascent  to  deserved  notoriety  with 
this  episodic  sass-and-vioience  story 
of  Mexican  American  gang  gals  in 
Echo  Park,  Los  Angeles.  Her  spare, 
polished  script  rides  in  low-gear 
through  the  rough  patches  of  these 
women's  lives  (a  shoot-out,  a  few 
deaths)  and  manages  to  transcend 
simple  moralizing  on  the  subject  of 
“gang  life”:  This  ain't  no  Scorsese 
pic  about  strange  male  systems  of 
honor  and  ethics.

OUT  OF  SIGHT 

The  tone  of  uplifting  humanism  that 
gives  documentary  filmmaking  a  bad 
name  is  absent  in  David  Suther¬ 
land's  counterstereotypical  study  of 
a  blind  woman.  Diane  Starin  is  a 
woman  who  handles  horses,  men, 
and  life’s  downward  turns  with  equal 
skill.  Friends,  boyfriends,  and  Star- 
in’s  own  mother  don’t  seem  to  with¬ 
hold  much  from  the  interviewer:  We 
get  as  much  interpretation  of  the 
thirtysomething  Starin’s  trouble¬ 
some,  60-year-old  boyfriend  as  we 
do  of  Starin's  ability  to  deal  with  her 
blindness.  Sutherland’s  camera 
records  domestic  unrest  and  worldly 
adventures  as  it  follows  Starin  from 
bed  to  horse  to  bar  to  recreational 
vehicle,  building  a  plot  rather  than  a 
thesis  statement.  This  film  records 
the  trivial  —  and  lets  the  profound 
conclusions  develop  on  their  own.

Kelly  Reichardt's  daffy,  charmingly 
impoverished  road  movie  (without 
the  road)  might  have  been  titled  Bon¬ 
nie  and  Clod.  A  bored-shitless 
housewife,  Cozy,  meets  a  scruffy 
moron  named  Lee  in  a  bar,  gets 
stewed  with  him,  and  —  afraid  that 
they’ve  accidentally  murdered  the 
owner  of  the  swimming  pool  they 
sneaked  into  for  a  moonlight  dip  — 
ends  up  (temporarily)  stuck  with  the 
guy.  Reichardt  spent  a  couple  of

Give  ’em  enough... 

Chamber  Theaters  Rope  dangles;  Mime 
Troupe’s  Revenger  Rat  smokes.  By  Dennis  Harvey 


Two  smirking  lads.  Five 
oblivious  guests.  One 
steamer  trunk,  with  hors 
d’ oeuvres  on  top  —  and 
a  fresh  corpse  inside! 
How  ghastly.  The  lurid  appeal  of 
Patrick  Hamilton’s  British  play 
Rope  was  enough  to  prompt  a  1948 
film  version,  its  setting  American¬ 
ized  and  its  “stagy”  action  flaunted 
via  Hitchcock’s  adventurous  10- 
minute  camera  takes.  Generally 
taken  as  a  spin  on  the  notorious 
’20s  Leopold-Loeb  murder  case 
(which  also  inspired  the  films 
Compulsion  and,  more  recently, 
Swoon),  Rope  has  never  quite  been 
raveled  up  for  permanent  storage;  a 
major  London  revival  just  opened 
to  decent  reviews. 

That  news  makes  the  best  case 
for  British  theatrical  supremacy 
that  I’ve  heard  lately  —  because  in 
the  Chamber  Theater’s  current  S.F. 
production,  Rope  pretty  much 
hangs  itself,  pronto.  The  audience 
is  left  dangling  on  frayed  dramatic 
threads  for  two  long  hours,  crimi¬ 
nally  bored  to  death. 

Lighting  cigs  in  the  early 
evening  darkness  of  a  Mayfair 
apartment,  supercilious  Wyndham 
(Brandon  Ladd  Burkey)  and  jumpy 
Charles  (David  Parris)  have  already 
done  the  nasty  deed.  They’ve 
picked  up  a  fellow  Oxford  student 
for  “tea,”  strangled  him  for  the 
sake  of  “passionless,  motiveless 
murder,”  and  deposited  him  in  the 
living  room’s  prominent  old  chest. 
Now  they  await  guests  whose  inno¬ 


cent  cluelessness  over  cocktails 
will  provide  a  final,  triumphantly 
ironic  chord. 

Guests  include  the  slain  boy’s 
own  father  Sir  Johnstone  Kentley 
(Rick  Grayson),  his  sister  Mrs. 
Debenham  (Sharon  McDonald), 
gray  matter-depleted  schoolmate 
Kenneth  (Steve  Cosson),  debutante 
Leila  (Erin  Merritt),  and  limp¬ 
legged  poet  Rupert  Cadell  (David 
Berkson)  who’s  as  cynical  as  the 
evil  duo.  This  last  visitor,  however, 
proves  all-too-conveniently  (for  the 
playwright,  if  not  the  villains) 
savvy  as  amateur  sleuth. 

Wyndham  and  Charles  hemor¬ 
rhage  self-incriminating  clues  at 
the  first  opportunity.  (Soon  child¬ 
hood  pal  Rupert  is  recalling  that  the 
Wyndham  had  “a  perfect  mania” 
for  penny-dreadful  stories  in  which 
corpses  were  inevitably  found  in 
trunks.  Oh.) 

A  murder  “mystery”  in  which 
suspense  comes  not  from  who-did- 
what  but  from  who’ll-figure-it-out- 
when,  Rope  now  seems  as  quaint  as 
Agatha  Christie,  its  chills  no  worse 
than  the  one  you  might  get  from 
scarfing  a  Slurpee  too  fast.  The 
notion  of  kills  for  thrills  no  longer 
shocks.  And  the  dialogue  has  that 
horribly  archaic,  arch  tenor  one 
might  nickname  “high  tea  at  the 
cricket  match  during  a  break  in  the 
Boer  War.”  When  was  the  last  time 
a  real  human  actually  said,  “No, 
you  mayn’t”? 

Director  Frank  E.  Reilly  com¬ 
pounds  the  pain  by  setting  his  pro¬ 
duction  in  a  vague  Now,  where 


stilted  speech  rhythms  collide  with 
cordless-phone  use  and  awkwardly 
“updated”  references  to  Daniel 
Day-Lewis  and  the  Falklands.  His 
actors  do  their  best.  Which  in  these 
circumstances  amounts  to  main¬ 
taining  good  posture  amid  quick¬ 
sand. 

What  really  dates  Rope,  howev¬ 
er,  is  its  grasp  of  the  Zeitgeist  of  a 
very  different  era.  The  late  ’40s/ 
early  ’50s  were  in  some  respects  a 
perilous  time  for  dramaturgy,  as 
“psychology”  erupted  in  full  fad 
vainglory.  Suddenly  writers  felt  the 
need  to  spell  out  motivations  with 
crayon  simplicity,  as  though  all 
previous  plays  had  incorrectly 
allowed  emotion  to  burst  forth 
ungrounded,  like  Venus  from  her 
clamshell. 

So  the  young  decadents  here 
cite  Nietzsche  (“He  tells  us  to  live 
dangerously”),  debate  “moral  stan¬ 
dards,”  and  otherwise  suggest  that 
even  the  well-bred  can  be  irretriev¬ 
ably  corrupted  by  an  excessively 
good  education.  (When  Rupert 
learns  the  Awful  Truth,  he  assumes 
the  role  of  avenging  Good  Christ¬ 
ian  Soldier:  “You  have  committed 
sin!  A  blasphemy!”)  A  gifted  sign¬ 
post  of  the  era  like  Tennessee 
Williams  transcended  his  own  fad¬ 
dish  psychoanalytic  penchants 
through  sheer  poetry  and  depth-of- 
character  portraiture.  Patrick 
Hamilton  doesn’t  survive  with 
those  graces.  His  thesis  —  a  clod’s 
anti-intellectualism  —  is  as  time- 
expired  as  his  playwriting  craft. 

I  would  love  to  see  that  London 
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production,  which  apparently 
makes  the  whole  hoary  thing  work 
—  and  renders  explicit  its  “homo¬ 
sexual  subtext.”  It’s  easy  to  glean 
something  quasisexual  in  Wynd- 
ham  and  Charles’  murky  top/bot¬ 
tom  power  relationship,  especially 
as  surrounding  figures  proclaim 
everything  (in  the  period’s  less- 
weighted  vernacular)  so  very 
“queer.”  But  then  again,  fags  as 
innate  wellsprings  of  psychopathol¬ 
ogy  is  another  concept  that  seems 
prehistoric  by  now,  at  least  in  most 
grasping-biped  circles. 

Rope  might  yet  last  into  the 
future  as  camp  fodder.  Think  The 
Boys  in  the  Band.  Or  rather.  The 
Boys  in  the  Closet  (With  One  in  the 
Trunk).  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber: 
Alert!  Alert!  Here  is  your  new 
“dark,”  “classic”  story  line  to  bor¬ 
row!  Tap  dances  should  be  compul¬ 
sory,  I  think. 

A  habit  for  saps 

Murder  is  also  the  motif  in  the  S.F. 
Mime  Troupe’s  new  “comedy  with 
music,”  Revenger  Rat  Meets  the 
Merchant  of  Death.  Presented  by 
the  S.F.  Department  of  Public 
Health  (thanks  to  Prop.  99  funds), 
this  hour-long  show  puts  a  typically 
sharp  agitprop  spin  on  its  antismok¬ 
ing  message  —  one  particularly 
directed  toward  younger  nicotine 
addicts.  Legal-weed  tycoon  Lester 
Beauregard  (Ed  Holmes)  consults 
advertising  flack  Lydia  Gutsharp 


(Rebecca  Klingler)  to  boost  his 
sales  toward  the  “underserved” 
underage  market.  She,  in  turn, 
stumbles  upon  struggling  S.F.  artist 
Neville  (Michael  Sullivan). 

His  underground  comic  alter  ego 
Rodney  the  Rat  becomes,  when 
riled,  “a  meta-rodent  who  eats  mis- 
leaders”  like  corrupt  CEOs,  lying 
politicos,  etc.  Dangling  some  major 
cash,  Lydia  manages  to  get  Neville’s 
name  on  the  dotted  contractual  line. 
He  has  “total  artistic  freedom”  to  let 
radical  “Rodney”  fight  injustice  — 
as  long  as  the  mouse  is  always  seen 
lighting  up  nic-rich  Dukes  cigarettes, 
that  is.  Pretty  soon,  kids  across  the 
nation  are  doing  the  Joe  Camel  thing 
and  imitating  their  favorite  character 
to  cancer-begging  effect. 

Brash,  broad,  and  politically 
pointed.  Revenger  Rat  (directed  by 
Daniel  Chumley,  with  music  by 
Bruce  Barthol  and  Dred  Scott)  does 
a  good  job  of  making  smokes  look 
like  a  habit  for  saps  and  the  suicidal- 
ly  inclined.  The  troupe  will  bring  it 
to  various  Bay  Area  schools  in 
upcoming  weeks.  The  last  free  and

Trotsky  and  Frida 

Having  just  completed  their  sea¬ 
son  up  at  Fort  Mason,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  A  Traveling  Jewish  The¬ 
atre  came  downtown  this  past 
weekend  to  preview  their  work- 
in-progress  Trotsky  and  Frida  at 
the  Center  for  the  Arts. 

If  this  pair  of  visionary  revolu¬ 
tionaries  seem  overly  familiar, 
particularly  Lady  Kahlo,  they 
were  much  less  so  back  in  1986, 
when  ATJT  first  presented  this 
engrossing  work.  After  a  long 
hiatus,  Helen  Stoltzfus  and  Albert 
Greenberg  are  reworking  and 
fine-tuning  things  in  preparation 
for  a  final,  extended  run  early 
next  year. 

Added  to  the  cast  this  time 
around  is  ATJT  member  Corey 
Fischer,  narrating  this  doomy 
romance  in  the  guise  of  Walter 
Benjamin’s  “angel  of  history.” 
Skipping  back  and  forth  between 
Old  and  New  Worlds,  tracing 
Trotsky’s  political  development 
and  downfall  through  surreal, 
exaggerated  historical  anecdotes 
and  tableaux,  we  are  given  a  full, 
revealing  portrait  of  the  stoic  Bol¬ 
shevik. 

More  time  could  have  been 
devoted  to  Kahlo,  although 
Stoltzfus’  delicate  performance  is 
nicely  ironic  and  knowing. 

Married  in  real  life,  Stoltzfus 
and  Greenberg  have  a  charmingly 
wistful  rapport  stage.  Interweav¬ 
ing  the  historic  with  the  personal, 
conjuring  multiple  characters 
through  an  array  of  theatrical  and 
musical  styles,  the  play  is  sophis¬ 
ticated  and  moving,  poetic  and 
visually  striking.  Don’t  miss  it 
when  it  comes  around  next  year.

Last  Exit  to  Brooklyn 

Surely  no  one  disagrees  that  film, 
theater,  and  literature  are  distinct 
art  forms,  existing  and  evolving 
according  to  their  own  internal 
dynamics.  When  one  adapts  a 
novel  for  the  stage  then,  there 
needs  to  be  a  definite  reason  for 
doing  so:  to  improve  and  revital¬ 
ize  the  original  by  translating  it 
into  organic  theatrical  language. 

Mel  Clay,  formerly  of  the  Mari¬ 
lyn  Monroe  Memorial  Theater,  has 
tried  to  do  this  with  the  “Strike” 
section  of  Hubert  Selby  Jr.’s  Last 
Exit  to  Brooklyn.  Unfortunately, 
his  adaptation  has  diminished  this 
classic  American  novel;  the  rush¬ 
ing,  searing  lyricism  of  Selby’s 
prose  has  been  made  spare  and 
awkward;  the  central  character, 
Harry  Black  (played  by  Clay),  is 
underwritten,  lacking  the  complex 
dynamism  he  has  in  the  novel. 
Furthermore,  the  play  operates 
more  according  to  filmic  than  to 
theatrical  logic.  Most  of  the  scenes 
are  barely  a  minute  or  two  long, 
and  the  rapid  scene  changes  flash 
by  like  so  many  cinematic  “edits.” 

This  technique  can  work  in 
farce,  but  works  less  well  here. 
The  characters  don’t  have  time  to 
develop.  I  left  wondering  why 
Clay  undertook  this  production  in 
the  first  place,  uncertain  whether 
his  intention  was  to  make  a  play  or 
a  film.

Shoot  Out  the  Lights 


Co(bain)- 

dependency 

BY  DERK  RICHARDSON 

When  Kurt  Cobain  made  his  Hemingway  exit,  he  put  him¬ 
self  right  where  he  apparently  least  wanted  to  be  —  at  the 
focal  point  of  mainstream  culture  and  on  the  lips  of  people 
who  had  never  heard  of  him  before,  who  had  no  idea  what 
his  music  was  about,  and  for  whom  the  words  Cobain,  Nir¬ 
vana,  and  grunge  have  no  more  resonance  than  any  other  warning  label  in 
the  mass  marketplace. 

Whatever  elements  went  into  the  ball  of  confusion  that  propelled  Cobain 
toward  the  12-gauge  solution,  they  were  exacerbated  by  the  gross  sense  of 
dislocation  he  derived  from  Nirvana’s  platinum-plus  success.  That  may  or 
may  not  have  been  the  burden  that  took  him  to  the  breaking  point,  but  it  is  a 
test  put  to  every  artist  who  wittingly  or  otherwise  becomes  “pop.” 

Once  upon  a  time,  we  could  sort  our  cultural  heroes  and  villains  into  two 
camps:  those  who  remained  authentic  and  those  who  sold  out.  The  divide 
between  “us”  and  “them”  was  clear-cut  to  anyone  whose  opposition  to  domi¬ 
nant  social  values  and  practices  (materialism,  gray  flannel  suits,  racism,  war) 
was  bolstered  by  subcultural/musical  affiliations,  from  rock  and  roll  to  beat 
poetry  and  jazz. 

We  may  cordon  ourselves  off  in  absurdly  isolated  enclaves,  rejecting  any¬ 
thing  that  smells  like  big-time  popularity  (I  held  off  on  the  Beatles  for  several 
years  for  that  reason),  but  nobody  really  wants  to  be  “outside”  all  alone.  The 
big  problem  these  days  is  that  the  profit-making  machinery  so  relentlessly 
and  efficiently  exploits  our  needs  and  fears  that  few  of  us  have  the  ability,  or 
the  tenacity,  to  discern  the  difference  between  real  needs  and  manufactured 
desires,  let  alone  placebos  and  substantial  solutions.  In  a  social/political/eco¬ 
nomic  totality  with  such  a  suffocating  embrace  and  so  few  options,  even 
“selling  out”  seems  meaningless. 

No  wonder  the  responses  to  Kurt  Cobain’s  death  turned  so  quickly  from 
grief  and  anger  to  cynicism.  Almost  everything  about  our  society  seems 
geared  toward  channeling  authentic  emotional  and  political  reactions  into 
cynicism.  And  what’s  not  to  be  cynical  about?  From  the  assassinations  of 
JFK  and  MLK  Jr.  to  Watergate,  Iran-contra,  and  Slick  Willie’s  hedging  on 
everything  from  health  care  to  human  rights,  our  system  of  government  has 
hardly  engendered  much  faith  in  Lincoln’s  “of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for 
the  people”  concept.  The  failure  of  our  economy  to  provide  meaningful  work 
and  adequate  housing  —  combined  with  the  bureaucracy  of  our  justice  sys¬ 
tem  and  the  flippant  maneuvers  of  our  political  leaders  and  news  media  — 
makes  Americans  so  cynical  about  human  nature  that  they’re  already  chomp¬ 
ing  to  supplant  “Three  strikes,  you’re  out”  with  the  “Singapore  sling.” 

I  was  even  ready  to  wax  cynical  about  the  Dalai  Lama’s  recent  swing 
through  the  Bay  Area,  after  receiving  an  advance  press  release  and  a  promo¬ 
tional  copy  of  the  Lyrichord  four-CD  boxed  set  of  Tibetan  Buddhist  rites 
from  the  Monasteries  of  Bhutan.  Fortunately,  thanks  to  KPFA  radio,  I  heard 
the  last  few  minutes  of  his  remarks  at  UC  Berkeley’s  Greek  Theater  and  was 
struck  by  his  simple  conclusion  that  the  basic  answer  to  all  the  terrible  suffer¬ 
ing  that  plagues  the  planet  is  individual  human  effort. 

Taking  the  path  of  cynicism,  with  all  its  concomitant  exercises  of  blame¬ 
placing  and  self-absolution,  is  a  lot  easier  than  recognizing  our  irrevocable 
interdependence.  Like  burying  ourselves  in  busywork,  it  allows  us  to  keep 
human  suffering  at  arm’s  length  and  avoid  adding  “individual  human  effort” 
to  our  overtaxed  schedules. 

Coincidentally,  the  same  week  that  the  Dalai  Lama  was  delivering  his 
message  to  the  Bay  Area,  new  country  folksinger  Iris  DeMent  released  her 
second  album,  My  Life,  as  sweet  and  cogent  an  antidote  to  cynicism  as  you’ll 
find  in  popular  music  today.  On  the  one  hand,  the  heartrending  warbler  sings 
about  growing  older  and  having  “No  Time  to  Cry”: 

Now  I  sit  down  on  the  sofa  and  1  watch  the  evening  news/  There’s  a  half  a 
dozen  tragedies  from  which  to  pick  and  choose/  The  baby  that  was  missing 
was  found  in  a  ditch  today/  A  nd  there 's  bombs  a -fly in  ’  and  people  dyin  ’  not 
so  far  away/  I’ll  take  a  beer  from  the  ’frigerator  and  go  sit  out  in  the  yard/ 
And  with  a  cold  one  in  my  hand,  I'm  gonna  bite  down  and  swallow  hard. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  the  title  song,  bringing  the  CD  to  its  close,  she  sings: 

My  life,  it’s  half  the  way  traveled/  And  still  I  have  not  found  my  way  out  of 
this  night/  My  life,  it’s  tangled  in  wishes/  And  so  many  things  that  just  never 
turned  out  right/  But  /  gave  joy  to  my  mother/ 1  made  my  lover  smile/  And  I 
can  give  comfort  to  my  friends  when  they’re  hurting/ 1  can  make  it  seem  bet¬ 
ter  for  a  while. 

Kurt  Cobain  could  no  longer  do  that.  He  probably  didn’t  know  if  he  was 
outside  or  in,  but  he  was  certainly  alone.  The  way  he  resolved  his  sense  of 
futility  may  indeed  have  been  stupid,  literally  a  dead  end.  But  to  react  to  his 
death  with  even  more  cynicism  is  to  follow  him  down  the  same  blind  alley.  ■

Grape  of  wrath 

The  saga  of  Skip  Spence ,  cofounder  of  Moby  Grape,  missing 
link  of  the  psychedelic  era,  and  star  of  one  of  ’60s  rock’s  greatest 
tragedies.  By  Johnny  Angel 

Skip  Spence  is  completely  unaware  of  the  Gold¬ 
en  Palominos’  version  of  “Omaha,”  his  most 
famous  composition.  Yet  within  two  seconds  of 
the  ancient  song’s  intro,  he  bolts  straight  up  in 
his  chair  and  recognizes  it,  a  broad  grin  on  his 
face.  “‘Omaha,’  wow,  what  a  version,”  he  says.  “I  never 
would  have  thought  of  doing  it  like  this.  It’s  cool,  I  guess.” 

Pleased  though  he  is  with  the  existence  of  this  rendition, 

Spence  nonetheless  scowls  at  a  picture  of  the  vocalist, 

REM’s  Michael  Stipe.  “He  looks  like  he  needs  to  do  more 
acid,”  Spence  growls,  shaking  his  head.  “Kids  today  don’t 
even  do  acid  anymore.  How  can  they  make  good  rock  and 
roll?”  Informed  that  acid  has  in  fact  made  a  big  comeback, 

Spence  appears  vexed.  “How  come  they  won’t  give  me 
any?” 


Along  with  Syd  Barrett,  the  leg¬ 
endary  founder  and  guitarist  of 
Pink  Floyd,  and  Roky  Erickson,  the 
visionary  singer  of  the  13th  Floor 
Elevators,  Skip  Spence  is  consid¬ 
ered  by  rock  historians  to  be  one  of 
the  psychedelic  era’s  missing  links. 
Just  as  Barrett  retreated  from  Pink 
Floyd  into  cult  status  and  oddball 


seclusion,  so  too  did  Spence  disap¬ 
pear  from  the  ranks  of  Moby 
Grape,  the  band  he’d  cofounded, 
early  in  their  tragic  career.  The 
Grape’s  stunning  debut  album  was 
released  in  June  of  1967;  by  the 
end  of  ’68,  Spence  was  a  resident 
of  Manhattan’s  Bellevue  hospital, 
his  stay  precipitated  by  an  alleged 


assault  on  Grape  drummer  Don 
Stevenson.  (Spence  says  he  thought 
Stevenson  was  “possessed  by 
Satan,”  and  that  he  hacked  through 
the  door  of  the  drummer’s  hotel 
room  to  save  him.) 

Spence  was  a  chief  architect  of 
the  “San  Francisco  Sound,”  first  as 
the  Jefferson  Airplane’s  drummer, 
later  as  a  cofounder  of  Moby 
Grape,  whose  saga  was  ’60s  rock’s 
great  tragedy  —  from  their  horribly 
marketed  records,  to  the  loss  of 
their  royalties  and  rights,  to  their 
dissolution  in  the  ’70s  from  drugs, 
bad  business  decisions,  and  mental 
illness. 

At  48,  Spence  dwells  in  a  San 
Jose  residential-care  house,  where  I 
first  met  him.  “Dad  has  good  and 
bad  days,”  his  eldest  son  Adam  told 
me  days  earlier.  (Adam  was  recent¬ 
ly  reunited  with  his  dad  after  two 
decades.)  “On  a  good  day,  he’s 
amazing,”  his  son  continues.  “Real¬ 
ly  funny,  really  with  it.  But  on  a 
bad  day,  the  voices  in  his  head 
make  him  impossible  to  talk  to.” 

The  staff  has  been  made  aware 
of  my  visit,  though,  and  so  today 
Skip  is  in  good  shape.  Fie  looks  at 


his  new  threads  and  cracks  a  joke. 
“Yeah,  I  look  like  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald  in  this  getup,  don’t  I?”  In  a 
gray  sweater  with  collar  exposed. 
Skip’s  duds  do,  in  fact,  resemble 
those  of  Oswald  in  the  famous 
photo  of  him  being  shot  by  Jack 
Ruby.  Compared  to  the  twinkly 
eyed,  fringed  and  denimed  hippie 
icon  from  the  cover  of  Moby 
Grape,  Spence’s  appearance  is  def¬ 
initely  shocking:  He’s  rail  thin, 
with  a  longish  gray  mane  of  hair,  a 
thick  beard,  and  a  set  of  bad  teeth, 
for  which  he’s  notorious.  He  looks 
worn-out,  but  his  eyes  still  radiate 
the  lively  energy  that  many  other 
down-and-outers  have  had  beaten 
out  of  them.  “He  can  see  right 
through  you,”  says  Peter  Lewis,  the 
Grape’s  other  rhythm  guitarist. 
“He’s  clairvoyant.  Sometimes  1 
think  Skip  can  read  your  mind.... 
I’d  say  he’s  the  holiest  man  I  ever 
met.” 

Longtime  S.F.  music  figure  and 
onetime  Moby  Grape  producer 
David  Rubinson  sums  it  up  like 
this:  “The  story  of  Moby  Grape  in 
general  and  Skip  in  particular  par¬ 
allels  the  fall  of  American  values  in 


the  ’60s,  when  the  war  and  the  drug 
craze  caused  an  entire  generation  to 
disintegrate,”  he  says.  “However 
tragic  the  results  were,  though,  ulti¬ 
mately  the  Moby  Grape  have  only 
themselves  to  blame.” 

If  anyone  embodied  the  inno¬ 
cence  of  San  Francisco  before  the 
Summer  of  Love  it  was  Skip 
Spence.  Upon  his  discharge  from 
the  Navy  in  1965,  Spence,  a  gui¬ 
tarist  since  preteenhood,  resettled 
in  Sausalito  to  become  a  musician. 
He  soon  became  a  fixture  on  the 
city’s  burgeoning  folkie  scene,  a 
mop-topped  19-year-old  with 
boundless  energy. 

Spotted  in  the  Matrix  coffee¬ 
house  one  evening  by  fellow 
folkie-turning-rocker  Marty  Balin, 
Spence  was  allegedly  offered  the 
job  of  drummer  in  Balin’s  new 
band  just  because  he  looked  like 
one.  “I’m  very  taken  with  images 
of  people,”  Balin  was  quoted  in  the 
book  The  Jefferson  Airplane. 
Spence’s  stay  in  the  Airplane  was 
brief  but  significant:  he  contributed 
four  songs  to  the  band’s  debut,  and 
a  driving  pulse  to  the  music.  “Skip 
was  effervescent  as  a  drummer,” 
recalled  Jack  Casady,  the  band’s 
bassist.  “You’d  look  back  and  see 
him  shaking  his  hair  like  Ringo, 
really  kicking  the  band  in.”  Soon 
Skip  and  the  Airplane  parted  ways, 
but  not  before  Spence  donated  the 
bouncy,  infectious  “You’re  My 
Best  Friend,”  which  became  the 
first  single  from  the  band’s  water¬ 
shed  second  LP,  Surrealistic 
Pillow. 

The  Moby  Grape  was  formed,  in 
1966,  because  Spence  was  “broke.” 
“I  got  hooked  up  with  Peter  Lewis 
and  Bob  Mosely  by  my  manager 
Matthew  Katz,”  he  says.  Mosely 
was  a  veteran  of  San  Diego’s  bar 
scene,  and  Lewis  fronted  the 
Byrds-inspired  Peter  and  the 
Wolves.  Along  with  two  members 
of  Seattle’s  Frantics  —  drummer 
Don  Stevenson  and  guitarist  Jerry 
Miller  —  the  Grape  took  shape. 

Spence  was  the  band’s  visual 
focal  point.  “He  wasn’t  the  greatest 
guitarist  in  the  world,”  recounts 
Rubinson.  “But  the  way  he  moved 
around,  he  was  possessed.  Skip  was 
always  in  motion,  you  couldn’t 
keep  your  eyes  off  him.  He  was  the 
Brian  Jones  of  the  Moby  Grape.” 

An  enormous  bidding  war  began 
for  the  Grape.  Rubinson  prevailed 
over  suitors  from  Atlantic  and  13 
other  labels  when  he  nabbed  them 
for  Columbia.  “The  Moby  Grape 
were  the  only  one  of  those  bands 
that  could  write  pop  hits,”  Rubin- 
son  recalls.  “All  the  others,  Big 
Brother,  the  Dead,  they  were  mur¬ 
dering  the  blues;  they  stunk.  Moby 
Grape  did  their  own  thing,  and  they 
remain  to  this  day  the  greatest  band 
I  ever  saw.  They  were  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Rolling  Stones.” 

Released  two  days  after 
Sergeant  Pepper’s  Lonely  Hearts 
Club  Band  in  June  1967,  Moby 
Grape  is,  along  with  The  Clash  and 
New  York  Dolls,  one  of  the  greatest 
debut  records  ever  made.  From  the 
Jimmy  Reed-on-meth  shuffle 
“Hey  Grandma”;  to  Peter  Lewis’ 
“Fall  On  You,”  which  sounds  like 
the  inspiration  for  Neil  Diamond’s 
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GRAPE  from  page  45 

“Pleasant  Valley  Sunday”;  to  Bob 
Mosely’s  cheerful  “Come  in  the 
Morning”;  to  the  soul-at-78-RPM 
of  “Changes,”  the  record  is  as  close 
to  perfect  as  any  pop-rock  disc. 
Stunning  five-part  harmonies  deco¬ 
rate  succinct  rock  songwriting  — 
the  pure  pop  of  the  Lovin’  Spoon¬ 
ful  crossed  with  the  full-on  guitar 
attack  of  the  MC5.  The  record’s 
apex  is  Spence’s  “Omaha.”  In  two 
minutes  and  42  seconds,  “Omaha” 
says  everything  rock  and  roll  is 
supposed  to  say;  it’s  fast,  insistent, 
and  irresistibly  catchy,  with  a  cycli¬ 
cal  chorus  of  “Listen  my  friends” 
over  a  driving  rhythm. 

It  was  all  for  naught.  On  the 
night  of  June  7,  after  the  Grape’s 
record-release  party  at  the  Avalon, 
Spence,  Lewis,  and  Miller  were 
arrested  for  “contributing  to  the 
delinquency  of  minors.”  In  the 
words  of  the  San  Francisco  Exam¬ 
iner,  the  three  musicians  were 
apparently  found  “entwined  with 
three  high  school  girls  on  the  Marin 
Fire  Road.”  In  later  testimony  it 
was  revealed  that  the  police  made 
the  arrests  because  of  Skip 
Spence’s  unbuckled  belt,  which 
Spence  said  was  in  that  state 
because  “it  was  uncomfortable 
while  I  was  seated.”  Jerry  Miller 
was  also  busted  for  possession  of 
marijuana.  “That  incident  was  the 


beginning  of  the  end,”  sighs  Rubin- 
son.  “It  made  all  the  dailies  and 
overshadowed  the  gig.”  The  three 
were  acquitted  of  the  misdemeanor 
charges  in  February  1968  but 
couldn’t  seem  to  keep  out  of  trou¬ 
ble. 

“Columbia  was  a  really  conserv¬ 
ative  company  back  then,”  says 
Rubinson.  “Skip  would  ponce  into 
[label  head  Clive]  Davis’  office, 
and  prop  his  feet  up  on  Clive’s 
desk.  The  band  would  go  out  on  the 
road  and  wreck  hotels  like  the 
Who.  We’d  fight  like  crazy  to  get 
them  on  AM  radio,  and  they’d  act 
like  lunatics  in  these  towns  and  get 
booted  off  the  airwaves.” 

Not  all  of  the  Grape’s  woes 
were  homegrown,  however. 
Columbia,  inexplicably,  released 
five  singles  from  Moby  Grape  at 
once,  confusing  radio  programmers 
who  couldn’t  pick  a  single.  Even 
worse,  the  label  hyped  the  day¬ 
lights  out  of  Moby  Grape  in  an  era 
when  big-business  machinations 
were  perceived  by  the  underground 
as  the  ultimate  bad  trip.  “We  had 
no  credibility  with  anyone  after  all 
of  these  elaborate  press  parties  in 
those  towns,”  says  Lewis.  “Purple 
shit  in  every  hall,  a  purple  elephant 
walking  down  Sunset  Boulevard, 
orchid  petals  dropping  from  the 
ceiling.  It  was  like  Satyricon." 

The  members  of  Moby  Grape 


were  already  being  derided  as  out¬ 
siders.  “The  Dead,  Quicksilver,  and 
the  Airplane  were  the  really  hip 
bands,  they  were  in  the  loop,” 
recalls  Joel  Selvin,  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle.  “The  Grape 
guys  already  had  wives  and  kids. 
They  didn’t  live  in  the  Haight. 
Miller  and  Stevenson  were  right  off 
the  sharkskin  suit,  Top  40  circuit. 
Worst  of  all,  they  were  managed  by 
Katz,  whom  everyone  despised, 
and  musically,  they  were  straight 
rock  and  roll.” 

These  gripes  smack  of  sour 
grapes,  because  of  the  Grape’s 
rapid  rise.  The  Moby  Grape  were 
assertive  veteran  players  who  cred¬ 
ibly  handled  Chicago  blues  and 
Memphis  soul.  Unlike  the  gentle 
pace  set  by  S.F.  folkie  drummers, 
Don  Stevenson’s  Seattle  dance- 
band  rhythms  evolved  out  of  the 
beats  of  early  Northwest  garage 
bands  like  the  Sonics,  the  Wailers, 
and  the  Kingsmen.  The  Grape  also 
sported  five  distinct  musical  styl¬ 
ists:  Peter  Lewis’  nasal  twang  and 
exquisite  fingerpicking.  Bob  Mose¬ 
ly’s  soulful  wail,  Jerry  Miller’s 
Claptonesque  leads,  Stevenson’s 
high,  clear  tenor,  and  Spence’s  try- 
anything  attitude  made  them  a  fear¬ 
some  fivesome.  But  they  had  no 
leader:  no  Lennon,  no  Keith 
Richards. 

Moby  Grape  peaked  in  the 
charts  at  number  24,  despite  its 


handicaps,  including  a  murky  mix 
that  was  antithetical  to  Rubinson’s 
other  meticulous  recordings.  “Fred 
Catero  and  I  mixed  the  record  in 
New  York,”  he  recalls.  “Peter  and 
Skip  insisted  on  remixing,  pushing 
up  all  the  faders  at  once  to  hear 
everything  at  full-blast.  That’s  why 
the  record  is  so  dense-sounding.” 

The  final  blow  to  the  Grape’s 
chances  for  superstardom  came  at 
Monterey  Pop.  “It’s  a  famous 
story,”  says  Rubinson.  “The  band’s 
idiot  manager  Matthew  Katz  comes 
up  to  the  promoter  Lou  Adler  and 
says:  ‘We’re  the  biggest  thing  in 
the  world  now,  we  want  a  million 
dollars,  and  we  wanna  headline.’ 
Now,  the  Grape  were  slated  to  play 
second  to  last,  right  before  Otis 
Redding,  I  think,  but  no  one  can 
talk  to  Lou  Adler  like  that,  so  after 
Katz’s  little  fit,  Adler  says,  ‘Fuck 
you,’  and  stuck  ’em  on  while  the 
sun  was  still  out.  They  fired  Katz 
the  next  day,  but  the  damage  was 
already  done.” 

Columbia  kept  the  Grape  on  the 
road  for  12  months,  and  with  a  siz¬ 
able  investment  in  the  band,  the 
label  anxiously  awaited  new  prod¬ 
uct.  Rubinson  brought  the  band  to 
New  York,  where  Moby  Grape 
started  to  unravel.  “It  was 
inevitable,”  Lewis  said.  “Most 
bands  live  together,  rise  up  through 
the  shit-hole  clubs,  get  to  know 
each  other.  But  we  were  brought 
together  and  signed  in  six  months, 
and  we  were  told  we’d  be  ‘the  next 
big  thing’  before  we  even  got  a 
record  out.”  Before  that,  Lewis 
says,  “it  was  ‘Louie,  Louie,’  which 
was  what  you  did  back  in  the  ’60s. 
It  kills  me  to  see  Pearl  Jam  say  how 
rough  it  is  for  them  now;  Jesus,  in 
those  days  the  jocks  would  kill  you 
for  long  hair,  or  if  you  turned  their 
girlfriends  on.  We  learned  how  to 
slide.” 

During  the  recording  of  the 
much  maligned  second  LP,  Wow, 
Spence  took  up  with  a  woman 
named  Joanna  Wells.  He  and  Wells 
dropped  acid  one  Friday  and, 
according  to  Lewis,  Spence  was 
never  the  same.  “He  started  wear¬ 
ing  upside-down  crosses,  he  carved 
devil’s  horns  into  his  Strat  cut¬ 
aways,  he  got  into  this  demonic 
shit,”  Lewis  recalls.  This  is  also 
when  Spence  had  his  first  taste  of 
institutionalization.  “Skip  flipped 
out,  grabbed  an  ax,  and  went  look¬ 
ing  for  Don.  He  chopped  down  his 
door  and  then  made  it  over  to  the 
studio,  where  Rubinson,  that  chick- 
enshit,  had  him  arrested.  If  we’d 
been  allowed  to  handle  it,  he  would 
have  never  gone  through  all  that 
institutionalized  shit.” 

“The  police  beat  me  up  in 
there,”  Spence  recalls.  “They’ve 
beaten  me  up  a  bunch  of  times 
since.  I  didn’t  even  know  what  a 
needle  was  at  that  point.”  But 
Lewis  disagrees.  “Skip  was  shoot¬ 
ing  speed  and  acid  just  to  raise  his 
energy  level,”  he  says.  “He  needed 
that  boost  to  lift  his  confidence 
level.  Most  of  us  came  back  to 
earth  eventually.  Skip  hasn’t.” 

Spence  admitted  later  his  real 
reason  for  abusing  drugs:  “Stage 
fright.” 

Today,  Spence’s  drug  regime  is 
confined  to  a  combination  of 
antipsychotics,  along  with  40- 


ounce  bottles  of  King  Cobra.  By 
the  end  of  a  two-hour  interview, 
Spence  becomes  incomprehensible, 
chattering  to  himself.  “On  a  bad 
night,  Skip  will  pace  the  floor, 
arguing  with  his  voices,”  says  Glo¬ 
ria  from  his  care  house. 

Nor  have  Spence’s  bandmates 
fared  much  better. 

“Jerry  lives  in  Oregon  and  plays 
in  bar  bands,”  Lewis  says.  "Some¬ 
times  he’ll  do  stuff  like  [Moby  trib¬ 
ute  band]  the  Legendary  Grape. 
Jerry’s  poor.  Don  sells  vacation 
time-shares.  I’m  doing  a  solo 
record  for  Taxim,  a  German  label. 
Bob  quit  the  band  in  1969  —  he 
couldn’t  take  the  record  compa¬ 
ny/manager  bullshit  —  and  joined 
the  Marines.” 

Mosely,  too,  was  diagnosed  as 
paranoid-schizophrenic,  and  in 
1970  was  discharged  from  the 
Marine  Corps.  After  making  one 
solo  record  for  Reprise  in  1971, 
and  doing  the  Grape’s  Reprise 
reunion  LP  20  Granite  Creek  in 
1972,  Mosely  drifted  out  of  sight. 
Today,  he  is  homeless  in  San 
Diego. 

Arguably,  Moby  Grape’s  worst 
mistake  was  signing  over  to  Katz 
the  rights  to  the  moniker  “Moby 
Grape,”  which  they  did  in  1967. 
“Matthew  said  he’d  stop  paying 
Skippy  and  Bob’s  rent  if  we 
didn’t,”  Lewis  says.  “Matthew  told 
us  he  needed  ‘total  autonomy’  to 
get  us  a  record  deal,”  says  Don 
Stevenson.  All  the  band’s  monies 
were  filtered  through  Katz,  Lewis 
says. 

Moby  Grape  granted  David 
Rubinson’s  lawyer,  Nick  Clainos, 
present  head  of  Bill  Graham  Pre¬ 
sents,  power  of  attorney  to  negoti¬ 
ate  a  settlement  in  which  Katz 
agreed  not  to  be  involved  in  the 
band’s  1972  reunion  in  exchange 
for  the  name  and  the  rights  to  Moby 
Grape  and  Wow.  Katz’s  ownership 
of  these  rights  explains  why  neither 
Spence  nor  his  son,  nor  Spence’s 
lawyer  Glen  Miskel,  knew  until 
recently  about  the  Palominos’ 
“Omaha,”  to  say  nothing  of  receiv¬ 
ing  any  royalties  from  this  record¬ 
ing. 

Miskel,  on  retainer  from  Grape 
fan  and  friend  Herbie  Herbert, 
Steve  Miller’s  manager,  has  been 
sorting  through  the  last  27  years’ 
worth  of  legal  wreckage.  Mean¬ 
while,  Sony  owns  the  actual  master 
tapes  and  the  rights  to  release  all 
the  Grape  product  recorded  for 
Columbia  Reprise’s  20  Granite 
Creek,  is  available  as  a  German 
import. 

Not  surprisingly,  Matthew  Katz 
offers  an  alternative  version  of  the 
band’s  history.  “As  soon  as  the 
members  of  the  Moby  Grape  find 
out  the  truth  in  all  of  these  new 
lawsuits,  they’ll  wish  they’d  never 
opened  this  can  of  worms,  because 
they  were  robbed,  and  not  by  me,” 
he  says,  from  his  Malibu  home. 
Katz,  who  also  managed  It’s  a 
Beautiful  Day,  Jefferson  Airplane, 
and  Lee  Michaels,  has  been  in  liti¬ 
gation  with  all  four  of  his  acts  at 
one  time  or  another.  He’s  kind  of 
testy  about  journalists,  having  been 
“raped  by  the  whole  lot  of  [us]”  for 
the  last  25  years. 

The  press  has  been  kinder  to

Katz  than  his  peers  have  been. 
Rubinson  calls  him  a  “nefarious, 
thieving,  immoral  fuck.”  Former 
Airplane-Aerosmith  attorney  Brian 
Rohan  calls  Katz  “the  biggest  cunt 
in  this  business.”  But  Katz,  just  as 
methodically,  returns  the  fire.  The 
important  thing,  he  adds,  is  that 
Skip  Spence  will  never  say  a  bad 
word  about  him.  “I  love  Skip,”  says 
Katz.  “What  he  needs  is  to  be  on  a 
macrobiotic  diet  like  mine,  not  all  of 
those  awful  drugs  they  give  him. 
After  one  of  those  Grape  reunion 
shows  in  1986,  I  kept  him  off  of 
those  pills,  and  fed  him  organic 
fruits  and  vegetables,  and  believe 
me,  he  got  better  —  not  perfect,  but 
better.” 

Dietary  changes  aside,  Katz 
claims  that  it  would  actually  be  in 
Spence’s  best  interests  not  to 
receive  royalties:  “It  wouldn’t 
amount  to  shit,  and  the  state  would 
take  them  away  from  him,  whatever 
he  didn’t  give  away.  I  gave  him  a 
guitar  once.  He  gave  it  away  to 
some  bum  on  the  street  who  asked 
him  for  it.” 

Another  of  Katz’s  reputedly 
heinous  acts  was  fielding  a  bogus 
Moby  Grape  to  do  gigs.  “That  band 
was  the  Moby  Grape,  they  were 
playing  the  Moby  Grape’s  songs, 
and  if  I  say  a  band  is  Moby  Grape 
then  they  are  the  Moby  Grape.” 
Asked  whether  “Beatlemania”  and 
the  Beatles  are  therefore  one  and  the 
same,  Katz  says:  “That’s  ridiculous, 
a  stupid  analogy.  Who  cares  who 
the  members  of  Moby  Grape  are  — 
a  handful  of  dumb  rock  fans?  I  own 
the  name;  it’s  mine.  I  invented  all 
those  groups.  I  invented  the  Air¬ 
plane  and  the  Grape.  I  brought  them 
together.  I  trademarked  the  term 
‘San  Francisco  Sound,’  too.” 

Katz  contends  that  David  Rubin¬ 
son  Is  the  villain  behind  the  Grape 
ruckus:  “He  and  their  second  man¬ 
ager  ripped  them  off.”  Confronted 
with  these  comments,  Grape  gui¬ 
tarist  Lewis,  son  of  film  and  TV  star 
Loretta  Young,  explodes: 

“Listen  to  Katz,  with  all  his  big- 
shot  talk.  It  used  to  eat  me  up  until

me  and  Mosely  were  talked  into 
playing  one  of  Matthew’s  stupid 
reunion  gigs.  There  were  maybe  30 
people  in  the  audience.  We’re  up 
there  with  this  awful  Russian  lead 
player,  worst  shit  you  ever  heard, 
and  at  the  end,  Matthew  comes  up 
onstage,  arm-in-arm  with  this  Vegas 
stripper  chick,  and  goes  into  this 
inane  patriotic  speech  that  ends  with 
him  lip-synching  to  ‘God  Bless 
America.’  Mosely  and  I  looked  at 
each  other  at  that  moment  and 
cracked  up.  1  stopped  being  bitter 
after  that,  because  the  whole  insani¬ 
ty  of  our  trip  was  laid  out  in  front  of 
me.  We  were  like  the  crew  of  the 
Pequod  in  Moby  Dick,  with  me  as 
Ishmael,  and  Skippy  as  the  crazy 
guy  on  the  dock  with  the  Bible.” 

One  facet  of  Spence’s  career 
altogether  unrelated  to  Katz  and  the 
band  is  his  milestone  solo  LP,  Oar. 
Few  stores  carry  the  classic,  now  26 
years  old  and  hard  to  find  even  as  a 
1991  Sony  Special  Products  reissue. 
Spence  calls  Oar  “shit-kicker 
music,  straight  country  music, 
instead  of  country  rock  like  the 
Moby  Grape  was.”  But  anyone 
who’s  heard  Oar  knows  that  it’s  as 
far  from  country  as  David  Allen 
Coe  is  from  Ice  Cube.  Recorded  in 
four  days  in  Columbia  Studios  and 
produced  by  Spence,  Oar  is  very 
much  like  an  Americanized  version 
of  Syd  Barrett’s  post-Floyd  excur¬ 
sions  —  dark  and  swirling  psyche¬ 
delia  kicked  off  by  the  nursery- 
rhyme-like  “Little  Hands”  and  fea¬ 
turing  such  Bellevue-inspired  tracks 
as  “Lawrence  of  Euphoria.” 
Released  in  1969,  Oar  may  be  the 
ultimate  solo  record;  Spence  wrote 
every  song  and  played  every  instru¬ 
ment.  At  no  time  does  the  outside 
world  impinge  on  the  murkiness  of 
Spence’s  vision. 

Oar  sunk  without  a,  trace.  In  his 
home,  Spence  has  a  framed  copy  of 
Oar,  of  which  he  is  justifiably 
proud.  He  confides  to  me  the  secret 
meaning  of  one  of  its  tracks,  “Dixie 
Peach  Promenade,”  an  allusion  to  a 
product  known  as  Dixie  Peach 
Pomade.  “Do  you  know  what  that 
stuff  is?”  he  asks,  slyly. 

“It’s  a  kind  of  a  hair  gel?”  I  ask. 


“Yeah,”  he  says,  lowering  his 
voice.  “I  used  to  jack  off  with  it  as  a 
kid.  My  parents  were  never  around, 
and  you  know  how  it  is.”  Other  than 
the  harrowing  trips  into  Spence’s 
psyche,  the  best  thing  about  Oar  is 
that  Skip  actually  owns  the  rights  to 
the  songs. 

Late  the  following  afternoon, 
there’s  a  mild  buzz  at  Spence’s 
home.  The  neighbors,  a  loud  frater¬ 
nity  house,  have  been  showing  new 
interest.  “Ever  since  they  saw  that 
picture  of  Skippy  in  Rolling  Stone 
(taken  at  a  Moby  Grape  reunion 
show,  showing  Spence  arm-in-arm 
with  Grape  fanatic  Robert  Plant), 
they’ve  been  all  over  Skip,  giving 
him  beer,  making  trouble,”  says 
Gloria.  Residents  sit  in  the  yard  lis¬ 
tening  to  AC/DC  on  a  little  radio; 
next  door  the  frat  boys’  garage  band 
massacres  Nirvana’s  “Heart-Shaped 
Box.”  It’s  a  relief  when  Skip  ambles 
in,  a  little  shaky  and  smelling  of 
beer.  He’s  still  talkative  as  we  sit 
down,  and  especially  perky  when  I 
mention  the  name  of  fellow  ’60s 
legend  Roky  Erickson  of  the  13th 
Floor  Elevators. 

“We  played  with  them  once  at 
the  Santa  Monica  Civic,”  he  recalls. 
“Us,  them,  and  Jimi  Hendrix.  When 
I  was  kicking  heroin,  and  1  was  on 
chlorylhydrates,  1  really  got  into 
their  music.”  Did  he  like  the  band? 
“I  hated  them;  their  hair  was  too 
short.” 

Reminiscing  about  last  year’s 
Moby  Grape  reunion  at  a  Herbie 
Herbert  roast  in  San  Francisco, 
Spence  sighs:  “It  was  magical,  like 
1966  all  over  again.  Robert  Plant 
asked  me  for  my  autograph.”  Skip 
got  onstage  with  the  band  and  did  a 
new  song,  “All  My  Life  I  Love 
You.” 

“It  was  the  most  incredible  thing 
I  ever  saw,”  says  Richard  Young, 
Spence’s  recently  located  38-year- 
old  half-brother.  “When  Skip  sings, 
it’s  like  all  the  bad  stuff,  all  the 
craziness,  disappears  and  he’s  at 
home  again.  It  gives  you  hope  that 
someday  he  may  rejoin  the  real 
world.  Although  I  think  maybe  he 
wouldn’t  want  to,  even  if  he 
could."  ■

If  history  is  any  indicator,  the  dia¬ 
logue  among  and  between  the 
emerging  “gender  community” 
and  the  gay,  lesbian,  and  bisexual 
movements  today  is  the  stuff  of 
mainstream  magazines  tomorrow.  For 
now,  the  finer  nuances  of  gender  identi¬ 
ty  and  sexual  preference  fly  fast  and 
furious  via  E-mail,  or  through  informa¬ 
tional  newsletters  circulated  among  the 
“transgendered.  ” 

As  one  would  expect,  disagreement 
in  these  discussions  is  de  rigueur,  but 
one  generally  accepted  concept  is  the 
separation  between  gender  identity  and 
sexual  preference.  In  the  not-too-distant 
past  a  homosexual  orientation  could  dis¬ 
qualify  transsexuals  from  sex-reassign¬ 
ment  surgery,  so  they’ve  become  under¬ 
standably  adamant  on  this  issue. 

There  are  significant  ways  in  which 
gender  identity  and  sexual  preference 
intersect,  and  definite  places  where  they 
merge  or  clash.  Witness,  for  example, 
the  struggle  arising  first  among  bisexu¬ 
als  and  then  among  transsexuals  for 
inclusion  by  name  in  major  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  marches.  Or  the  fight,  waged  first 
by  gays  and  lesbians,  then  bisexuals,  and 
now  transsexuals,  to  be  recognized  as 
minorities  in  need  of  human-rights  pro¬ 
tection.  And  while  many  heterosexuals 
are  coming  to  accept  homosexuality, 
some  still  go  apoplectic  when  confront¬ 
ed  with  transsexuals,  cross-dressers,  or

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even  androgynes.  They’re  not  all 
that  enamored  of  bisexuals, 
either. 

The  reason  lies  within  the 
very  prefixes  of  these  identities: 
trans-  and  bi-  defy  rigid  catego¬ 
rization.  Our  culture  may  finally 
be  grasping  the  reality  of  same- 
sex  attraction,  but  where  in 
America’s  either/or  thought 
patterns  is  there  space  for  those 
who  freely  cross  and  sometimes 
recross  boundaries  seen  as 
immutable? 

Two  new,  very  different  books 
seek  to  address  this  and  other 
questions.  Dual  Attraction:  Under¬ 
standing  Bisexuality,  written  by 
three  male  sexologists,  purports 
to  be  an  academic  study;  Gender 
Outlaw:  Men,  Women,  and  the  Rest 
of  Us  by  male-to-female  transsex¬ 
ual  Kate  Bomstein  is  a  collection 
of  essays,  humor,  and  lively  dia¬ 
tribes. 

The  most  immediate  issue 
illuminated  by  a  comparison  of 
these  books  is  the  imperative  of 
self-definition.  Bomstein’s  revo¬ 
lutionary  ideas  about  gender 
and  sexuality  are  authentic  pre¬ 
cisely  because  they  come  from 
one  who’s  been  there.  Dual 
Attraction,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  written  by  three  straight 
male  academicians  who  sound 
like  representatives  from  anoth¬ 
er  planet  come  down  to  exam¬ 
ine  microbes  under  glass.  The 
latter  book  has  given  rise  to  a 
flood  of  E-mail  denunciations 
among  activists. 

The  bottom-line  complaint 
against  Dual  Attraction,  from 
which  all  others  proceed,  is  valid 
by  any  standard:  the  “study”  is 
based  on  a  small  sampling  cho¬ 
sen  not  only  from  one  geograph¬ 
ic  location  (the  Bay  Area)  but 
also  from  one  group:  the  now- 
defunct  Bisexual  Center. 

According  to  bisexual 
activists,  members  of  the  center 
were  primarily  swingers.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  the  study  was  conducted 
more  than  a  decade  ago,  with  a 
1988  follow-up  only  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  effect  of  AIDS  on  the 
community. 

The  selectivity  of  the  subjects 
and  the  outdatedness  of  the 
interviews  are  enough  to  dis¬ 
credit  the  book  entirely.  But 
such  is  the  paucity  of  research 
on  bisexuality  that  some  activists 
have  welcomed  the  appearance 
of  Dual  Attraction:  a  starved  pop¬ 
ulation  will  always  scramble  for  a 
few  tossed  crumbs. 

Dual  Attraction  is  so  retro  in  its 
assumptions  that  to  tear  it  apart 
would  take  more  space  than  I’ve 
been  allotted.  It  is  dismaying 
that  the  Kinsey  scale,  which  pos¬ 
tulated  a  fluidity  of  sexual  pref¬ 
erence,  was  introduced  in  1948; 
yet  in  1994,  sexologists  who 
claim  to  affirm  the  validity  of 
that  scale  can  still  hang  a  theory 
of  bisexuality  on  the  premise 
that  “homosexuality  is  often  an 
‘add-on’  to  heterosexuality.” 

Dual  Attraction's  “add-on”  the¬ 
ory  is  predicated  on  the  fact  that 
its  subjects  typically  reported 
having  homosexual  relations 
later  in  life,  after  having  “estab¬ 
lished”  heterosexuality.  What 


the  sexologists  fail  to  recognize 
are  the  obvious  social  constric¬ 
tions  that  would  make  this  so. 

Worse,  a  sleazy  tone  is  set  in 
the  early  chapters,  where  the 
authors  describe  events  in  the 
“sexual  underground,”  graphi¬ 
cally  portraying  threesomes  and 
S/M  activities.  They  also  discuss 
unorthodox  sexual  behaviors, 
alluding  several  times  to  golden 
showers  and  feces  play,  despite 
the  fact  that,  as  they  themselves 
admit,  none  of  their  bisexual  sub¬ 
jects  reported  engaging  in  these  activ¬ 
ities.  Why  then  were  they  includ¬ 
ed?  To  sensationalize?  To  sell 
books?  Whatever  the  reason,  this 
information  —  unfortunately 
introduced  right  up  front  — r 
gives  the  book  a  faintly  sinister 
aura  and  ensures  that  no  bisexu¬ 
al  will  be  handing  their  parents 
Dual  Attraction  as  an  introducto¬ 
ry  primer. 

When  the  authors  aren’t 
being  sleazy  they’re  impossibly 
mundane,  imparting  news  flash¬ 
es  like,  “There  was  more  touch¬ 
ing,  hugging,  and  caressing  with 
female  partners,”  and  —  this  just 
in!  —  “Men  were  seen  as  less 
gentle.”

Oddly  enough,  the  conclud¬ 
ing  chapter  offers  a  fairly 
enlightened  view  of  bisexuality. 
“We  believe  bisexuality  is  a  uni¬ 
versal  human  potential,”  say  the 
authors,  and  they  go  on  to 
define  it  as  “a  result  of  failing  to 
unlearn,  or  rediscovering  both 
same-  and  opposite-sex  gen¬ 
dered  pleasures.”  Had  this  kind 
of  analysis  been  offered  at  the 
start  of  the  book  in  lieu  of  orgy 
scenes  and  feces  play,  the  mater¬ 
ial  would  have  been  cast  in  an 
entirely  different  light 

Dual  Attraction  has  drawn 
comments  from  activists  such  as 
“So  are  we  ‘add-ons’  or  what?” 
Transsexuals  have  joined  the 
fray,  condemning  the  study  for 
drawing  conclusions  about  them 
based  on  1 1  —  yes,  11  —  trans¬ 
sexual  bisexuals,  of  whom  only 
one  was  a  female-to-male. 

Moving  to  a  more  evolved 
consciousness,  Kate  Bomstein’s 
work  is  about  nothing  if  not 
smashing  “stereotypical  observa¬ 
tions,”  something  she’s  been 
doing  for  years  in  her  plays,  arti¬ 
cles,  and  speeches. 

Bomstein  begins  Gender  Out¬ 
law  by  telling  us  that  “my  identi¬ 
ty  as  a  transsexual  lesbian  whose 
female  lover  is  becoming  a  man 
is  manifest  in  my  fashion  state¬ 
ment  ...  a  little  bit  from  here,  a 
little  bit  from  there  ...  and  that’s 
the  style  of  this  book  ...  a  trans- 
gendered  style,  I  suppose.” 

Accordingly,  the  text  of  Gen¬ 


der  Outlaw  is  set  in  a  variety  of 
fonts  and  formats  that  evoke  a 
sense  of  multiple  voices.  “Sort  of 
a  cut-and-paste  thing,”  Bomstein 
writes  coyly,  leaving  the  reader 
to  wonder  if  this  is  a  double 
entendre.  This  kind  of  irrever¬ 
ence,  coupled  with  an  unwilling¬ 
ness  to  espouse  any  dogmatism, 
has  gotten  Bomstein  into  trou¬ 
ble  in  the  past  and  is  bound  to 
do  so  again. 

But  as  Bomstein  points  out, 
living  on  “the  borders  of  the 
gender  frontier”  leads  to  observ¬ 
ing  and  questioning  what’s  on 
either  side.  “I  ask  every  day  of 
my  life,”  she  writes,  “what  is  a 
man  and  what  is  a  woman,  and 
those  questions  beg  the  next: 
Why?  Why  do  we  have  to  be  one 
or  the  other?  Why  do  we  have  to 
be  gendered  creatures  at  all?” 

By  the  time  readers  finish 
Gender  Outlaw,  they  may  indeed 
wonder  why  we  live  in  a  world 
with  only  two  genders,  let  alone 
why  we  place  so  much  impor¬ 
tance  on  which  one  someone 
happens  to  be. 

If  Bomstein  has  a  weakness, 
it’s  her  affinity  for  treacly  New 
Age  aphorisms.  But  just  as  she’s 
about  to  slip  off  into  some  lobot- 
omized  we-are-all-one-let’s-love- 
one-another  la-la  land,  her  polit¬ 
ical  acumen  steps  in  to  rescue 
her  (and  us) .  For  someone  who 
grew  up  in  a  male  body,  Born- 
stein  has  a  pretty  good  grasp  of 
what  it’s  like  to  be  female  in  our 
culture.  Though  she  admits  to 
still  carrying  “vestigial  privilege,” 
she  notes  that  “the  bipolar  gen¬ 
der  system  is  primarily  a  venue 
for  the  playing  out  of  a  power 
game.  It’s  an  arena  in  which 
roughly  half  the  people  in  the 
world  can  have  power  over  the 
other  half.” 

Her  attitude  toward  lesbian 
separatists  who  exclude  transsex¬ 
ual  women  from  their  ranks  is 
forgiving,  a  position  that  she’s 
stated  publicly  and  for  which 
she’s  been  trounced  by  other 
transsexuals.  Still,  Bomstein 
continues  to  put  herself  out 
there.  “The  shaman  needs  to 
remain  outside  the  binary,”  she 
writes,  “in  some  third  space,  a 
space  that  constantly  shifts  and 
changes....  It’s  up  to  the  shaman 
to  figure  out  the  way  to  make  ... 
truth  understandable  in  this 
world.” 

While  many  transsexuals,  in 
their  eagerness  to  pass,  tend  to 
emphasize  differences  between 
male  and  female,  Bomstein 
hasn’t  succumbed  to  this  temp¬ 
tation;  instead,  she  keeps  on 
deconstructing  gender.  “Make  a 
list,”  she  advises,  “of  all  the  gen¬ 
ders  you  observe  in  a  week. 
Make  a  list  of  all  the  genders 
you’ve  been  in  a  week.” 

I,  for  one,  failed  this  exercise: 
No  matter  how  hard  I  try,  I  hon¬ 
estly  cannot  visualize,  in  any  real 
sense,  more  than  two  genders. 
But  I  can  imagine  Bornstein’s 
postulation  of  gender  as  a  cult: 
“What  if  the  bipolar  gender  sys¬ 
tem  really  was  a  group,  just  like 
the  Elks,  or  the  weekly  bridge 
club?”  she  asks. 

Seriously  considering  that 
concept  is  the  first  step  out  of 
gender  prison.  It’s  too  bad

Someone  must  have 
thought  it  was  a  good 
idea  to  call  Douglas 
Rushkoffs  book  — 
about  the  resurgence  of 
psychedelics  and  other  trippy 
concepts  meeting  the  birth  of  an 
American  technoculture  —  Cybe¬ 
ria.  Sure,  it  looks  cool.  Then  you 
remember  that  Siberia  is  just 
another  word  for  the  boon- 
docks,  and  that  cyber  is  almost  as 
overexposed  Madonna. 

Wrapped  in  a  gorgeous,  col¬ 
orful  plastic  cover,  Cyberia  is  a 
loose,  engaging  collection  of 
essays;  snapshots  of  a  certain 
moment  on  the  moving  sidewalk 
of  digital  progress.  Imagine  as  a 
model  Slouching  towards  Bethle¬ 
hem,  Joan  Didion’s  portrait  of 
California  in  the  late  ’60s,  and 
you’ve  got  an  idea  of  the  wide- 
ranging,  ambitious  reportage  on 
society-in-transition  that  Rush- 
kofif  attempts. 

But  what  we  get  is  fairly  limit¬ 
ed  —  say,  San  Francisco  circa 
the  first  Deee-Lite  album  —  not 
the  latest,  broadest,  or  even  most 
illuminating  aspect  of  the  revo¬ 
lution.  Nor  is  RushkofFs  book 
the  most  accurate  (small  things 
rankle:  the  date  for  the  debut  of 
the  Macintosh  is  off  by  about  five 
years).  But  this  is  a  good  book  if 
you  want  to  know  what  it  was  like 
to  be  at  an  early  Mondo  2000 
party.  Or  if  you  still  want  to  hear 
about  smart  drugs.  A  friend  I 
told  about  Cyberia' s  already- 
dated  worldview  said,  “That’s  the 
trouble  with  books.”  Well,  that’s 
the  trouble  with  this  one.

Boasts  Buzz  publisher  Eden 
Collinsworth  of  her  L.A.  maga¬ 
zine:  Buzz  “is  an  extremely  eclec¬ 
tic  mix  ...  with  no  corporate 
pose.  You  can’t  say  it’s  Republi¬ 
can/Democrat.  Left/Right.  Its 
hallmark  is  its  range.  It  does  not 
‘prescribe’  ...  it’s  really  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  the  writing  that  has  founded 
our  appeal.” 

Sound  like  a  magazine  you’d 
like  to  pick  up  about  San  Francis¬ 
co?  Well,  it  sounds  a  lot  like  what 
a  number  of  Bay  Area  editors 
and  publishers  have  been  eager 
to  bring  you,  only  to  later  claim 
city-style  magazines  obsolete.  In 
fact,  nowhere  on  earth  can  a  case 
against  the  magazine  of  the  ’60s 
be  better  made  than  right  here. 

Sure,  Dallas  lost  D.  Yes,  L.A. 
lost  Angeles  and  L.A.  Style.  Yeah, 
New  York  recently  lost  Spy.  But 
once  again  we’re  way  ahead  of 
the  rest  of  the  country.  No  one 
does  magazine  funerals  like  we 
do  magazine  funerals:  Since 
1991,  when  San  Francisco  boast¬ 
ed  no  less  than  six  general-inter¬ 
est,  city-style  publications,  three 
—  S.F.,  The  City,  and  Frisko  — 
were  laid  to  rest;  another,  the 
Examiner's  Image  magazine,  has 
undergone  a  Frankenstein  act; 
and  still  another,  SOMA,  survived 
the  lean  years  by  publishing 
irregularly.  And  like  other  not- 
dead-yet  niche  mags,  SOMA 
would  prefer  that  folks  not  dwell 
on  geography.  Calling  itself  “Left 
Coast  Culture,”  SOMA,  says  its 
publisher,  Ali  Ghanbarian,  has 
“never  been  a  city  magazine.”  So 
that  leaves  ...  San  Francisco  Focus. 

Although  San  Francisco  Focus 
—  “the  city  magazine  for  the 
entire  Bay  Area”/KQED  mem¬ 
bers  program  guide  —  remains 
dominant,  according  to  some, 
including  SFSU  journalism  pro¬ 
fessor  and  former  Focus  editor 
John  Burks,  it  too  would  be 


deep-sixed  were  it  not  for  a 
unique  life-support  system:  its 
170,000  circulation  (of  KQED 
members)  and  the  advantages  of 
the  station’s  nonprofit,  special 
foundation  status. 

“It’s  a  fraudulent  shell  game,” 
says  Burks,  who  is  not  alone  in 
disparaging  Focus.  To  wit:  “It’s 
not  a  public-interest  publication 
...  it’s  a  slick  magazine  that 
appeals  to  the  lowest  taste  of  the 
richest  people”  (KRON’s  R.  Post, 
1986);  “a  glorified  TV  Guide  that 
blossomed  into  a  jewelry  and  fur 
magazine”  (The  Nose  editor  J. 
Boulware,  1991);  “an  open  sore,” 
(Public  Media  Center’s  H.C. 
Gunther,  1992). 

Why  can’t  the  nation’s  fifth- 
wealthiest  market  support  a  mag¬ 
azine  without  Focus’  “life  sup¬ 
port”  and  the  enmity  it  has 
wrought?  The  answers  include 
the  economic  and  geographic 
realities  of  the  Bay  Area;  the  fea¬ 
ture-friendly  daily  and  weekly 
papers;  niche  publications  that 
serve  the  various  highly 
evolved  (or 


degenerate)  subcultures;  and,  of 
course,  hubris. 

ITS  NOT  JUST  1UE  ECONOMY 

As  anyone  who’s  bought  a  maga¬ 
zine  at  a  newsstand  recently  can 
attest,  publishers  have  begun  to 
recover  more  of  their  costs  at  the 
point  of  purchase.  The  New  York¬ 
er,  for  example,  now  sells  for 
$2.50  (up  from  $1.75  less  than 
two  years  ago);  Wired  runs  $4.95 
per  issue;  The  Red  Herring,  a  high- 
tech  investment  mag,  a  whop¬ 
ping  $15  (!)  an  issue.  Still,  the 
majority  of  a  magazine’s  budget 
(and  profit)  comes  from  display 
advertisers.  A  general  rule  of 
thumb  holds  that  a  consumer 
mag  consist  of  40  percent  ads  to 
break  even,  50  to  55  percent  to 
be  in  the  black. 

For  city-style  books,  those  ads 
have  traditionally  come  from 
regional  businesses  as  much  as 
from  national  advertisers  of 
liquor,  cigarettes,  fashion,  and 
cars.  Unlike  newspapers,  which 


sell  their  large  circulation,  glossy 
magazines  pitch  their  produc¬ 
tion  values  and  their  target  audi¬ 
ence,  predicated  on  age,  house¬ 
hold  income  levels,  and  lifestyle. 
According  to  Dr.  Samir  Husni, 
who  did  his  dissertation  at  the 
University  of  Missouri  on  what 
makes  consumer  mags  tick,  a 
publication  need  only  penetrate 
4  percent  of  its  market  to  be 
effective. 

Four  percent  Four  percent  of 
San  Francisco’s  population  is 
31,200,  roughly  equal  to  the  per¬ 
centage  of  households  in  the 
nine  Bay  Area  counties  that  earn 
more  than  $125,000  annually 
and  well  within  reach  of  the  cir¬ 
culations  of  The  City  (30,000) 
and  Frisko  (35,000).  How  tough 
can  it  be?!  Well  ...  given  Focus’ 
170,000  issues  already  in  the 
mail,  there’s  no  margin  for 
error.  And,  by  the  criteria  nation¬ 
al  media  directors  set  for  region¬ 
al  magazines,  Frisko  and  The  City 
made  some  mistakes. 

“Savvy  media  professionals  use 
numbers  to  support  a  judgment 
but  not  as  an  end-all,”  says  Ellen 
Oppenheim,  senior  vice  presi¬ 
dent  and  media  director  of  FCB- 
Katz,  the  New  York  office  of  the 
advertising  agency  Foote  Cone  & 
Belding.  Her  criteria  for  a 
regional  buy:  “Does  it  have  the 
editorial  focus  we  want  to  associ¬ 
ate  with?  Does  the  circulation 
match  the  distribution  of  our 
product?  And,  of  course,  what 
are  they  charging?”  At  30,000  or 
35,000  copies,  she  notes,  “you 
can’t  be  all  things  to  all  people” 
and  still  sell  for  a  fair  price. 

More  starkly,  as  the  recession 
deepened,  local  businesses  that 
historically  kept  a  city  magazine’s 
lights  on  weren’t  exactly  lining 
up  to  buy  ads.  “If  you  look  at  the 


largest  group  of  departed  busi¬ 
nesses  in  Los  Angeles,”  says  Jim 
Dowden,  executive  director  of 
the  City  and  Regional  Magazine 
Association,  “it’s  furniture  stores, 
department  stores  that  sold  items 
for  the  home,  the  very  businesses 
you  saw  advertising  the  most  in 
city  books  and  daily  newspapers.” 

Yet  the  Bay  Area  and  L.A.  are 
by  no  means  the  only  metropoli¬ 
tan  areas  to  suffer  the  recession, 
and  general-interest  format  mag¬ 
azines  in  Philadelphia,  Detroit, 
and  Washington,  D.C.  —  cities 
that  in  many  ways  have  epito¬ 
mized  urban  decay  —  endure. 

To  make  it  dear  why  the  Bay 
Area  accelerates  “magadeath,” 
John  Burks  draws  a  backward, 
bulging  “C”  —  a  crude  map  of 
the  region.  He  then  puts  a  dot  at 
the  top  of  the  lower  peninsula 
and  surrounds  it  with  several 
concentric  circles  by  which  he 
means  the  broadcast  signal  of 
KQED.  No  other  publication,  he 
notes,  has  found  a  way  to  over¬ 
come  the  area’s  geography  as 
Focus  has. 

How  important  is  the  nine- 
county  reach?  Staggering.  Take 
away  Santa  Clara,  Contra  Costa, 
Marin,  and  Alameda  Counties 
and  the  demographic  slice  city 
magazines  want  to  reach  dwin¬ 
dles  like  the  Wicked  Witch  under 
a  deluge.  “Fifth-largest  market” 
suddenly  slips  off  the  Top  50 
metro-media  list  “Fifth  wealthi¬ 
est,”  vis-a-vis  marketing  indica¬ 
tors,  plummets  to  49th. 

More  important  is  the  area’s 
psychographics.  While  folks  who 
live  over  a  bridge  from  Manhat¬ 
tan  in  Brooklyn,  Queens,  the 
Bronx,  and  much  of  New  Jersey 
consider  themselves  New  York¬ 
ers,  folks  living  in  Berkeley,  Palo

FISH  WRAPS 

As  if  the  economy  and  psycho- 
graphy  weren’t  enough,  the  local 
dailies  also  cripple  the  chances 
of  San  Francisco  city  magazines. 
Consider  day  Felker’s  surprising 
defense  of  our  local  fish  wraps. 
Felker,  who  founded  New  York 
magazine  in  1968  and  is  credited 
with  revitalizing  investigative  and 
service  journalism  in  a  four-color 
setting,  says  city-style  publications 
aren’t  necessarily  dead  in  the 
water  but  face  something  of  an 
identity  crisis,  given  that  newspa¬ 
pers  have  adopted  their  tech¬ 
niques. 

“Monthly  magazines  here  have 
a  hard  time  given  the  nature  of 
the  two  newspapers,”  Felker  says. 
“They  [the  dailies]  do  enough 
magazine-style  journalism  that  it’s 
hard  to  be  different”  Though  it 
may  seem  obvious,  he  says,  folks 
tend  to  forget  that  “the  unique¬ 
ness  of  a  product  is  the  strongest 
thing  it  can  have.”  To  furtfier 
illustrate  his  point,  Felker  points 
to  columnists  like  Cyra  McFad- 
den,  Armistead  Maupin,  and,  of 
course.  Herb  Caen,  who  track 
not  so  much  breaking  news  as 
the  Zeitgeist.  When  folks  com¬ 
pare  the  Chronicle  to  the  New  York 
Times,  Felker  says,  they  often  miss 
the  point  “No  one  lives  in  New 
York  for  quality  of  life.  They  live 
there  to  do  business,  and  the 
Times  reflects  that  value.  People 
living  in  this  area  are  all  about 
quality  of  life,  and  the  papers 
reflect  that  value.” 

Rosalie  Wright,  features  editor 
at  the  Chronicle,  echoes  Felker’s 
remarks.  Wright  has  been  a  man¬ 
aging  editor  at  Philadelphia  and 
the  executive  editor  of  New  West, 


predecessor  to  California.  “Ironi¬ 
cally,  I  was  hired  at  the  Chronicle 
because  I  was  a  magazine  editor,” 
says  Wright  “I’ve  translated  a  lot 
of  magazine  ideas  to  our  fea¬ 
tures.”  Though  it  may  be  hard 
for  some  to  believe,  especially 
with  an  Examiner  in  hand,  just  20 
years  ago  most  daily  newspapers 
had  no  restaurant  reviews,  no 
pop  critics,  no  outdoor  guides, 
none  of  the  stuff  that  city  maga¬ 
zines  carved  out  as  their  original 
niche:  coping  in  the  urban  set¬ 
ting,  getting  the  most  for  your 
money,  who’s  who.  And  if  you 
can’t  find  the  coverage  you  want 
in  the  dailies,  you  can  turn  to 
alternative  weeklies  like  the  Bay 
Guardian  and  SJ'.  Weekly. 

To  Wright,  there’s  yet  another 
reason  why  city  magazines  here 
and  elsewhere  must  change  or 
die:  the  bounty  of  niche  publica¬ 
tions.  For  the  literati  there’s  the 
San  Francisco  Review  of  Books,  Poet¬ 
ry  Flash,  the  Three  Penny  Review, 
and  others.  For  audiophiles, 
BAM,  the  American  Music  Press, 
Klub,  etc.  For  the  digerati,  On-line 
Design,  The  Red  Herring,  Micro- 
Times,  NewMedia,  and  Wired.  For 
coffee-house  aficionados.  Cups; 
for  socialites,  San  Francisco  Gentry; 
and  for  commuters,  Downtown. 
For  window-washers  everywhere, 
there’s  American  Window  Washer, 
one  of  the  region’s  unqualified 
success  stories. 

What  can  a  general-interest 
magazine  offer  that  these  the¬ 
matic  pages  can’t?  "16113516  cun¬ 
ning?”  suggests  Burks.  “City  mag¬ 
azines,”  he  concludes,  “were 
probably  one  of  the  really  great 
ideas  for  the  ’60s,  a  good  idea  for 
the  ’70s,  a  good  business  idea  for 
the  '80s,  but  a  really  lame  idea 
for  the  ’90s.” 

SO  WHAT? 

Should  we  mourn  for  a  dying 
breed  —  and  where  does  all  this 
leave  Focus ?  For  her  part.  Focus 
editor  in  chief  Amy  Rennert  isn’t 
sure  any  single  obstacle  explains 
precisely  why  her  would-be  rivals 
failed.  “If  you  look  at  each  one,” 
she  says,  “you’ll  find  they  all  have 


The  Examiner's  Image  problem 


As  intenoed,  folks  are  buzzing 
about  the  new  San  Francisco 
Examiner  Magazine,  a  remake 
of  Image  offered  in  the  Sunday 
Examiner  &  Chronicle  package  — 
but  not  for  the  intended  reasons. 
It’s  currently  the  butt  of  a  lot  of 
jokes. 

A  few  Sunday  mornings  at  the 
Club  Coffee  House  on  Valencia 
Street  during  the  magazine's  first  six 
weeks  revealed  that  when  folks  talk 
about  the  Examiner  Magazine,  they 
talk  about  how  little  it  has  changed 
and  what  a  blatant  rip-off  the  mast¬ 
head  is.  Indeed,  recrimination  for 
stealing  the  "front  door"  off  Rolling 
Stone  has  spilled  into  their  own  let¬ 
ters  page.  The  real  question,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  so  much  "How  dare 
they?"  as  "Why? I"  If  there  is  one 
publication  whose  strain  to  keep  up 
with  our  "accelerated  culture"  has 
grown  painfully  obvious,  it's  Rolling 
Stone.  ( Examiner  Magazine  senior 
editor  Gary  Kamiya,  aptly  enough, 
has  said  so  himself  in  the  Examiner's 
Style  section.) 


What  few  people  have  ques¬ 
tioned  is  the  need  to  put  Image  out 
of  its  misery.  In  its  final  year,  it  had 
become  an  embarrassment.  Adver¬ 
tising  pages  dipped  to  as  low  as  15 
percent  of  the  total  page  count. 
What's  worse,  Image's  answer  to 
anemic  ad  sales  was  to  choose  edi¬ 
torial  attractive  to  advertisers,  like 
the  dismal  issue  devoted  to  cosmet¬ 
ics.  As  for  its  articles.  Image  had 
become  a  middlebrow  "Lifestyles  of 
the  Rich  and  Famous."  Meanwhile, 
by  contrast,  the  redesigned  New 
York  Times  Magazine  made  news 
(and  compelling  reads)  of  cover  sto¬ 
ries  on  breast  cancer,  date  rape, 
and  a  Harlem  beat  cop. 

Rather  than  allow  Image's 
deserved  demise  (a  trend  for  Sun¬ 
day  insert  magazines,  21  of  which 
have  folded  since  1984),  Examiner 
publisher  Will  Hearst  decided  that 
all  Image  really  needed  was  a  boost 
in  size.  As  publicist  Cynthia  Myers 
emphasizes,  the  magazine  has 
attracted  ads  with  its  larger  format 
and  commitment  to  color  pages. 


a  different  story  on  why  —  most¬ 
ly  to  do  with  planning  and 
money.” 

She’s  right,  of  course.  Both 
Frisko  and  The  City,  for  example, 
had  largely  inexperienced  staffs 
(I  include  myself),  little  or  no 
marketing  plan,  and,  hard  as  it  is 
to  swallow,  a  lack  of  editorial 
vision.  The  City  had  numerous 
slogans/platitudes  (e.g.,  “The 
Spirit  of  San  Francisco”)  but  no 
focus.  S.F.  was  a  shelter  mag  that 
relied  heavily  on  the  consumer 
tide  of  the  ’80s.  And  Friskol  Frisko 
tried  to  survive  on,  well,  “terrible 
cunning”  (“witty  without  intelli¬ 
gence”  were  the  exact  words 
used  by  its  editor  in  chief). 

Is  Focus  consistent  with  the 
public  broadcast  station  it  repre¬ 
sents?  “People  who  say  we  are  a 
slick  magazine  that  just  does 
restaurant  reviews  don’t  read  us,” 
says  Rennert.  In  the  ’80s,  she 
acknowledges,  “there  was  an 
effort  to  step  away  from  KQED, 
to  prove  Focus  as  a  city-style  mag¬ 
azine.”  Between  the  lines:  In  the 
’80s,  Focus  emphasized  its  legiti¬ 
macy  in  the  eyes  of  advertisers. 
In  the  last  year  or  so,  however, 
under  Rennert,  the  magazine 
has  better  complemented 
KQED.  Rennert  points  to  articles 
on  Terry  Gross,  Bill  Moyers, 
Anna  Deavere  Smith,  and  Mar¬ 
lon  Riggs  —  all  individuals 
KQED-FM  and  Channel  9  have 
featured  —  as  evidence  of  her 
pride  in  the  broadcast  affiliation. 
Last  month,  new  art  director 
David  Armario  stripped  the  book 
of  frills  and  gave  it  a  more  gritty 
feel.  The  opening  section 
“Pulse,”  for  example,  became  the 
“Front  Pages”  and  began  with  a 
piece  on  prison  labor  practices. 

As  for  mourning  the  death  of 
city  magazines,  do  so  only  if  you 
want  something  better  than 
Focus.  If  the  latest  gossip  and 
trenchant  analysis  are  what 
you’re  after,  chances  are  you’re 
already  on-line.  ■

And  the  ad  ratio,  if  not  the  page 
count,  continues  to  support  her 
claim.  (In  the  April  10  edition,  for 
example,  half  of  the  issue's  30 
pages  —  down  from  64  on  March  6 
—  were  ads.)  However,  Judy  Court¬ 
ney,  media  buyer  for  Levi's  at  Foote 
Cone  &  Belding,  sums  up  the  view 
of  several  national  advertisers.  The 
mag,  she  says,  is  "a  must  look,  but 
not  a  must  buy." 

Covering  much  of  the  same 
ground  as  other  Sunday  sections 
and  the  personality  and  lifestyle 
coverage  offered  during  the  week, 
the  Examiner  mag,  like  Image 
before  it,  competes  with  its  name¬ 
sake  newspaper  —  in  effect,  itself. 
Sure,  some  of  the  Examiner's  best 
writers  contribute,  but  have  they 
given  any  more  time  to  articles  in 
the  magazine  than  they  give  to  the 
reports  they  file  during  the  week? 
The  Examiner  mag  reads  like  left¬ 
overs,  a  trickle-down  theory  of 
magazine  editing.  Add  this  to  bill¬ 
board  advertisements  for  the  new 
throw-away,  which  imply  that  home 
decoration  is  a  greater  concern  than 
genocide,  and  it's  clear  the  Examin¬ 
er  has  yet  to  solve  its  Image  prob¬ 
lem. 

B.W. 
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eyed  look  at  an  idealized  subcul¬ 
ture.  It’s  not  that  the  people  and 
events  Rushkoff  writes  about 
aren’t  interesting;  it’s  just  that 
the  claims  he  makes  for  them 
are  too  big.  The  “cyberians”  (as 
he  calls  them)  are  negating  tele¬ 
vision’s  power,  or  reworking 
reality,  or  bringing  humanity  to 
a  new  “dimensional  plane” 
through  Mandelbrot  equations 
and  psilocybin.  At  one  point, 
Jesus  Christ  and  the  Renaissance 
get  thrown  in  to  show  just  how 
incredible  this  moment  is. 

Rushkoff  does  capture  the 
excitement  of  programmers 
brainstorming  and  the  phenyl 
rush  of  hacker-cracker  braggado¬ 
cio.  His  interview  subjects  range 
from  rave  producers  to  mathe¬ 
matics  professors.  But  he  can 
also  seem  dangerously  naive,  as 
when  he  writes  about  the  con¬ 
nection  between  “psychedelic- 
friendly”  companies  and  market 
share  (so  that’s  the  reason  Intel 
is  on  top),  or  presents  the  Tem¬ 
ple  Ov  Psychick  Youth  as  a  cul¬ 
tural  force. 

Worse,  Rushkoff  makes  “cybe- 
ria”  seem  less  accessible  than  it 
really  is.  Millions  of  people  work 
with  computers,  hang  out  on¬ 
line,  whatever.  Our  world  is  a 
web  of  electronic  transactions 
and  communiques,  from  Game 
Over  to  Press  Enter  for  Cash 
Back.  Rushkoff  writes  about  peo¬ 
ple  who  go  out  to  the  woods 
behind  UC  Santa  Cruz  and  trip. 
It  sounds  like  a  nice  experience 
—  but  what  does  it  have  to  do 
with  anything?  He  writes  about 
Earth  Girl  and  the  Smart  Bar  at 
Toon  Town  (a  club  now  bank¬ 
rupt  and  relegated  to  memory’s 
Siberia) . 

He  writes  with  stars  in  his  eyes 
as  the  same  old  ’60s  windbags 
whisper  sweet  nothings  in  his 
ear.  (Timothy  Leary,  Terence 
McKenna,  et  al.,  make  their  way 
onstage  for  the  drug-culture  life¬ 
time-achievement  awards.) 
There’s  no  reason  why  a  book 
subtided  “Life  in  the  Trenches 
of  Hyperspace”  should  mention 
the  Grateful  Dead  as  many  times 
as  it  does. 

The  truth  is,  there  are  many 
virtual  communities  and  many 
denizens  of  cyberia.  Your  mom 
and  dad  —  if  they  have  a  person¬ 
al  computer,  an  ATM  card,  and 
a  telephone  —  are  on  their  way. 
In  a  night  spent  surfing  the  tele¬ 
vision  “datasphere”  (to  use 
another  Cyberia  buzzword),  you 
can  watch  slop  like  Knight  Rider 
2010  (where  virtual  reality  is  a 
weekly  plot  point)  or  an  MTV 
spoof  of  those  annoying  futuris¬ 
tic  AT&T  “You  Will”  ads  — 
where  the  punch  line  is  a  telling 
“You  Wish.” 

So  here’s  my  real  complaint: 
In  Cyberia,  there’s  a  mind-alter¬ 
ing  dose  of  everything  except 
cynicism.  I  don’t  think  cyberians 
are  going  to  cripple  TV;  I  think 
in  a  few  years  my  TV  will  be  a 
PC.  I  don’t  care  about  fractals; 
I’m  more  worried  about  the  Big 
Brotherish  Clipper  Chip. 
Rushkoff  imagines  that  techno¬ 
culture  springs  —  almost 
parthenogenetically  —  from  the 


union  of  psychedelics  and  chaos 
theory. 

But  for  many  of  us  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  germ  is  much  simpler: 
technolust  for  sleek,  buff  con¬ 
sumer  electronics  on  steroids. 
Forget  LSD,  the  ’60s,  Terence 
McKenna’s  rave.  Bring  me  the 
Marky  Mark  of  machines.

ONE  UNFORTUNATE 
day,  my  Victorian 
literature  professor 
moved  our  semi¬ 
nar  from  a  sunny 
classroom  to  a  windowless  com¬ 
puter  lab.  Enthusiastically  point¬ 
ing  and  clicking  on  an  overhead 
projector,  he  showed  us  how  we 
could  integrate  technology  and 
literature  by  untangling  an  inter¬ 
active  “web”  he  had  made  on 
Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning. 

I  was  completely  unim¬ 
pressed.  With  its  minibiography, 
random  bits  of  criticism  and  the¬ 
ory,  and  computerized  profile  of 
Browning  with  a  high  collar  and 
her  hair  in  a  bun,  his  web  was 
like  getting  the  World  Book  Ency¬ 
clopedia  in  3-D  —  except  that  it 
probably  cost  a  hundred  times 
more  and,  even  worse,  gave  the 
misleading  impression  that 
because  it  was  so  elaborate  it 
offered  all  there  was  to  know  on 
the  subject  Not  my  idea  of  an 
academic  adventure. 

Until  recently,  that  experi¬ 
ence  summed  up  my  thoughts 
on  the  “computers  +  books” 
equation:  Whereas  books  were 
cheap,  personal,  and  infinite, 
computers  were  expensive,  alien¬ 
ating,  and  confining.  But  then  I 
read  a  transcript  of  an  on-line 
“chat”  with  Ralph  Lombreglia, 
author  of  a  new  book  of  short 
stories.  Make  Me  Work,  which 
made  me  reconsider  my  hard¬ 
liner  stance. 

Like  millions  of  people  — 
even  technophobic  me  —  Lom¬ 
breglia  writes  fiction  on  a  com¬ 
puter.  But  his  computer  doesn’t 
just  function  as  a  high-tech  type¬ 
writer,  as  mine  does.  A  few  years 
ago,  Lombreglia  transcribed  10 
years’  worth  of  story  ideas  and 
notes  from  49-cent  drugstore 
notebooks  to  HyperCard,  a  Mac¬ 
intosh  database  program  that 
allows  him  to  access,  at  will, 
every  little  slogan,  dream,  or

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knock-knock  joke  he  ever  scrib¬ 
bled  down.  Now  this,  to  me,  is 
what  computers  were  invented 
for  —  to  help  me  organize  my 
own  ideas,  not  get  lost  in  the  tan¬ 
gled  web  of  somebody  else’s. 

An  example:  Lombreglia  was 
working  on  “Make  Me  Work,” 
the  excellent  title  story  of  his 
new  collection,  when  he  got 
writer’s  block.  Plot-wise,  the 
story  is  about  a  man  who  has  his 
ponytail  cut  off  in  a  beauty  salon 
by  a  friend  he  once  betrayed, 
but  Lombreglia  knew  that  on  a 
deeper  level  it  was  about  women 
and  time.  So  he  did  a  search  of 
his  computerized  notebooks 
using  the  keywords  women  and 
time —  and  solved  his  dilemma. 

“I  found  an  anecdote  I  had 
recorded  seven  years  before,” 
Lombreglia  wrote  in  an  essay  he 
posted  on  America  Online.  “I 
had  once  asked  a  woman  what 
time  it  was,  and  she  told  me  she 
didn’t  know  because  she 
couldn’t  wear  a  watch.  Some¬ 
thing  in  the  magnetic  field  of 
her  body  made  watches  stop.” 

Lombreglia  concluded  “Make 
Me  Work”  with  his  stubble-head¬ 
ed  protagonist  meeting  just  such 
a  woman,  giving  the  story  both 
formal  and  thematic  resolution. 
Where  in  the  beginning,  having 
his  thinning  ponytail  lopped  off 
releases  the  character  from  past 
guilt  and  nostalgia,  in  the  end, 
dating  a  woman  who  stops  time 
symbolizes  his  actively  embrac¬ 
ing  the  uncertainty  of  the  future. 

“A  Half  Hour  with  God’s 
Heroes”  is  similarly  multilayered. 
On  the  surface  the  story  is  about 
Josephine,  who,  fed  up  with  her 
deadbeat  son,  is  trying  to  sell  her 
house  behind  his  back  and  move 
to  Florida.  Following  the  advice 
of  her  Catholic  mother-in-law, 
she  painstakingly  buries  a  $4.99 
plastic  statue  of  St.  Joseph  (the 
real-estate  saint)  in  her  frozen 
yard,  a  ritual  that  is  supposed  to 
attract  a  buyer. 

But  the  real  story  runs  much 
deeper  than  its  semiridiculous 
premise.  In  Josephine,  Lom¬ 
breglia  creates  a  character  who  is 
at  once  desperate  and  hopeful, 
with  bone-dry  humor  and  bril¬ 
liant  insights.  "The  bad  genes  of 
men  wove  themselves  through 
human  generations  like  corro¬ 
sive  thread,”  she  muses  about 
her  ex-husband  and  son,  “taint¬ 
ing  the  goodness  of  women.” 

When  her  son,  who  steals  her 
money  and  cigarettes  and  sells 
her  appliances  to  buy  drugs, 
plops  down  at  the  kitchen  table 
with  a  peanut  butter  sandwich  to 
tell  her  his  girlfriend  is  pregnant, 
Josephine  reflects:  “He’d  had 
countless  identical  meals  at  this 
very  table  as  a  boy,  and  it  was 
mockery  —  the  props  remaining 
exactly  the  same  though  the  plot 
had  changed  so  utterly.” 

These  stories,  both  of  which 
originally  appeared  in  The 
Atlantic,  demonstrate  Lom- 
breglia’s  writing  at  its  best  — 
witty,  incisive,  resonant.  Though 
I  found  it  somewhat  strange  that 
he  stuck  so  rigidly  to  the  Hem- 
ingway-Cheever-Carver  mold  of 
American  realism,  it  is  realism  at 


its  best:  Larger  themes  are  mani¬ 
fested  in  the  day-to-day;  the 
impossible  miraculously  comes 
to  pass. 

Unfortunately,  not  all  of  the 
stories  in  Make  Me  Work  are  so 
great.  Especially  in  the  two  sto¬ 
ries  involving  a  group  of  video¬ 
making  friends,  Lombreglia’s 
sense  of  humor  can  take  on  a  sit- 
com-like,  slapstick  quality,  reduc¬ 
ing  complex  stories  into  situa¬ 
tion  comedies:  Hang-dog  nice 
guy  debates  moving  in  with  girl¬ 
friend.  Video  production  trio 
scrambles  to  make  exciting 
power-sander  commercial. 
They’re  well-crafted  stories,  but 
they  seem  to  lose  their  sense  of 
urgency. 

Still,  by  integrating  technolo¬ 
gy  into  his  fiction,  both  as  a  tool 
and  as  a  theme,  Lombreglia  has 
broken  some  new  ground.  A 
mediator  between  writers  who 
experiment  with  self-destructing 
hypertext  novels  and  those,  like 
myself,  who  only  tentatively 
upgrade  their  word-processing 
software,  he  might  just  drag  and 
drop  mainstream  fiction  into  the 
information  age.

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John  Johnny 
Rotten9 Lydon  turns

How’s  this  for  the 
ideal  match:  an 
autobiography  of  a 
man  whose  raison 
d’etre  is  self¬ 
mythology.  That’s  the  first 
thought  that  strikes  you  as  you 
dip  into  the  story  of  the  life  of 
John  “Johnny  Rotten”  Lydon, 
the  former  Sex  Pistols  frontman. 

Since  the  dissolution  of  that 
band  in  1978,  Lydon/Rotten  has 
made  a  career  out  of  exploiting 
his  image  as  the  Antichrist  he 
boisterously  proclaimed  himself 
to  be  in  “Anarchy  in  the  U.K.,” 
the  Pistols’  first  single.  As  the 
leader  of  the  band  Public  Image 
Limited,  Lydon’s  “give  ’em  what 
they  expect,  and  then  pull  it 
away”  strategy  has  been  the  basis 
of  some  interesting  sociology, 
but  save  PiL’s  second  album, 
Metal  Box,  and  a  few  PiL  singles, 
his  post-Pistols  career  has  been  a 
dry  hole. 


Rotten  the  autobiography 
seems  well  aware  of  this  situa¬ 
tion,  as  it  primarily  focuses  on 
the  part  of  Rotten’s  life  that  took 
place  during  the  Pistols’  brief 
existence.  But  the  singer’s  early 
childhood  is  examined  as  well, 
and  the  book  gives  an  honest, 
harrowing  account  of  Lydon’s 
working-class  Irish  roots  and  the 
pride/self-hatred  that  is  the  bane 
of  the  imported  laboring  under¬ 
class  in  England.  (The  book’s 
title  refers  to  signs  that  used  to 
appear  in  hotel  windows  and  is 
part  of  the  book’s  best  passage,  a 
dialogue  between  Lydon  and 
reggae  DJ  Don  Letts.) 

For  a  man  prone  to 
harangues  both  onstage  and  in 
interviews,  Johnny  in  Rotten  is 
subdued  and  even  a  mite  hum¬ 
ble,  except  when  he  gets  on  his 
favorite  topics,  such  as  former 
manager  Malcolm  McLaren  and 
former  Pistols  bassist  Glen  Mat- 
lock.  Rotten’s  recollections  are 
of  a  man  tempered  by  the  onset 
of,  dare  I  say  it,  middle  age. 

Who’d  have  thought  Punk 
Rocker  #1  Johnny  Rotten  was 
capable  of  real  introspection  — 
and  yet  here  it  is.  Lydon  is 
revealed  as  a  man  who  loves  his 
family  and  wife,  respects  his 
elders,  and  is  —  holy  smokes!  — 
a  fanatic  football  fan,  of  all 
things.  Most  of  all,  Lydon  is 
revealed  to  be  a  music  fan, 
which  contradicts  all  of  Malcolm 
McLaren’s  manifestos  to  the 
contrary.  “They’d  [the  other  Pis¬ 
tols]  want  to  do  a  Kinks  kind  of 
thing,”  says  Lydon.  “You  know, 
let’s  do  something  that  sounds 
like  Ray  Davies,  and  I’d  say, 
‘Which  record?  I’ve  got  thirty  of 
them.’  ” 

Rotten  contains  all  pertinent 
info  from  the  oracle  himself: 
how  his  patented  stare  is  the 
result  of  weak  eyes,  how  his 
onstage  gobbing  is  the  by-prod¬ 
uct  of  bad  sinuses,  how  a  child¬ 
hood  bout  with  meningitis  left 
him  hunchbacked.  Rather  than 
portraying  himself  as  the 
destroyer  of  Britain,  Lydon  sees 
himself  as  the  shattered  by-prod¬ 
uct  of  a  society  in  denial. 

It’s  an  interesting,  totally  un- 
rock-starish  spin.  He  claims  that 
he’s  “writing  this  book  because 
so  much  rubbish  has  been  writ¬ 
ten  about  us,  and  it  would  be 
interesting  to  get  the  complete 
perspective  on  it”;  for  the  first 
time,  John  Lydon  actually  cops 
to  reality  rather  than  totally 
excoriates  every  other  player  in 
the  drama. 

Lydon  takes  a  fair  portion  of 
the  blame  for  Sid  Vicious’  disso¬ 
lution  in  drugs  but  reveals  that 
“Sid  was  the  biggest  wanker  who 
ever  lived,  even  in  his  name.  I 
named  him  after  my  pet  ham¬ 
ster."  It’s  that  kind  of  yin-yang 
that  has  defined  the  bulk  of 
Lydon’s  career  and  makes  Rotten 
such  an  absorbing  read. 

For  a  more  rounded  version 
of  the  punk  saga  via  the  Pistols, 
Jon  Savage’s  England’s  Dreaming 
is  a  better  buy,  more  detailed, 
and  wider  in  scope  —  and  is 
minus  the  hectoring  on  class 
struggle  that  on  occasion 
swamps  Rotten.  But  for  insight 
into  the  man  himself,  Rotten  is  as 
revealing  and  straightforward  as 


an  autobiography  can  be:  It 
deflates  the  Rotten  mythos  to 
show  that  a  far  more  unique 
human  being  exists  under  the 
hype,  all  the  while  reveling  in 
every  contradiction  that  makes 
up  a  much  more  complex  man 
than  the  one-dimensional  punk 
caricature  he’s  often  portrayed 
as.  Would  Elvis  or  any  of  the  for¬ 
mer  Beatles  have  been  so  forth¬ 
coming?  Would  Kurt  Cobain 
have  been?

Repressed 


Nicola  Beauman 
opens  a  room 
with  a  view  on 
E.M.  Forster’s  life 

E.M.  FORSTER:  A  LIFE. 

By  Nicola  Beauman.  Alfred  A. 
Knopf,  404  pages,  $30.

This  biography  exists 
for  three  reasons. 
First  and  foremost 
because  of  the  Mer¬ 
chant-Ivory  furniture 
films  that  have  brought  E.M. 
Forster’s  oeuvre  to  the  masses 
and  sparked  renewed  interest  in 
the  author.  (And  who  can  doubt 
that  the  filmmakers,  having 
nearly  exhausted  the  Forster 
repertoire,  will  now  turn  to  this 
biography  for  fodder  —  perhaps 
another  plum  role  for  Anthony 
Hopkins  as  the  repressed 
author?) 

E.M.  Forster:  A  Life  is  also  part 
of  the  “Now  It  Can  Be  Told” 
wave  of  post-gay  liberation  liter¬ 
ary  biographies  (such  as  have 
appeared  recently  on  Henry 
James  and  Proust)  that  own  up 
to  the  subject’s  homosexuality 
and  analyze  its  influence  on  the 
author’s  work. 

Finally,  as  icing  on  the  trendy 
cake,  author  Nicola  Beauman 
follows  in  the  footsteps  of  Peter 
Ackroyd’s  Dickens  biography  in 
attempting  to  “enter  into  the 
spirit”  of  the  writer’s  own  style. 
Unlike  Victoria  Glendinning, 
whose  jovial  and  chatty  Trollope 
biography  worked  so  well  last 
year,  Beauman  is  not  a  novelist, 
and  her  non-objective  insertions 
are  poor  work  (fortunately,  we 
are  spared  her  entry  into  this 
spirit  until  page  163,  and  infre¬ 
quently  thereafter). 

On  the  surface,  Morgan 
Forster  was  unremarkable:  he 
was  a  prosperous  young  man 
who  took  a  second-class  degree 
at  Cambridge;  a  homosexual 
(long  before  anybody  invented 
the  term  gay,  let  alone  queer) 
who  lived  with  his  mother  until 


her  death;  and  a  homely,  socially 
retarded  man.  Beauman’s 
genius  is  to  bring  us  a  convinc¬ 
ingly  drawn  picture  of  the  man’s 
internal  life,  despite  Forster’s 
own  reticence  about  his  own 
emotions  and  experiences. 

Drawing  on  early  stories  and 
on  autobiographical  aspects  of 
the  novels,  she  shows  us  a  man 
living  out  a  contradiction:  An 
atheist  and  a  homosexual  who 
despised  English  pomposity, 
Forster  nonetheless  conformed 
to  the  wishes  of  his  family  and 
neighbors  in  all  the  exterior, 
“What  will  people  think?”  forms 
—  but  only  the  exterior  forms. 
Forster’s  Walter  Mitty  lifestyle,  so 
depressing  to  postmodern  man, 
was  his  bargain  with  the  larger 
world:  He  would  not  offend  it  iri 
the  exterior  forms,  and  in  return 
he  was  free  to  destroy  it  while 
nobody  was  looking. 

Like  his  literary  cousin  Jane 
Austen,  Forster  was  a  saboteur, 
using  the  language  of  propriety 
as  a  weapon  against  itself.  Writ¬ 
ing  to  a  friend  about  a  fund-rais¬ 
ing  concert  in  a  charming  Aus¬ 
trian  town,  Forster  notes  the 
event  was  such  a  success  that 
“there  is  every  hope  that  the 
place  will  soon  be  ruined  with  an 
English  church.”  When  house  is 
destroyed  to  make  way  for  new 
suburbs,  he  writes  that  “every¬ 
thing  vanished  —  vanished 
absolutely,  and  has  left  no  ghost 
behind,  for  the  Thorntons  do 
not  approve  of  ghosts.”  And 
about  the  bourgeoisie:  “This 
story  deals  with  gentlefolk,  or 
with  those  who  are  obliged  to 
pretend  that  they  are  gentle¬ 
folk.”  Everything  about  these 
sentences  appears  proper,  save 
for  the  one  word  that  contains 
the  real  meaning:  ruined, 
approve,  obliged. 


Like  his  literary 
cousin  Jane  Austen, 
E.M.  Forster  was 
a  saboteur,  using 
the  language 
of  propriety 
as  a  weapon 
against  itself. 


Forster  is  often  mistaken  for 
one  of  the  treacle  purveyors, 
evoking  lost  glory  and  singing 
paeans  to  Britannia.  But  this 
interpretation  is  based  on  our 
own  nostalgia  for  1910,  seen 
through  the  gauzy  lens  of  Mer¬ 
chant  and  Ivory.  As  always,  the 
time  we  mourn  as  a  Golden  Age 
was  seen  by  those  who  lived  in  it 
as  the  supplanter  of  the  “real” 
idyllic  world. 

Forster  mourned  the  loss  of 
the  countryside  to  the  forces  of 
industrialization  and  suburban¬ 
ization.  More  to  the  point,  his 
few  youthful  sexual  experiences 
with  boys  seem  to  have  occurred 
with  country  lads  who  had  fewer 
sexual  hang-ups  than  the  mid¬ 


dle-  and  upper-class  youths  he 
later  met  who  had  been  “educat¬ 
ed”  into  libidinal  self-repression. 
Forster  delivered  his  paean  to 
this  sort  of  country  boy  when  he 
wrote  Maurice,  in  which  a 
repressed  Maurice  falls  in  love 
with  the  Pan-like  gamekeeper 
Alec. 

In  A  Room  with  a  View,  one 
character  tells  talented  pianist 
Lucy  Honeychurch  that  if  she 
“ever  takes  to  live  as  she  plays,  it 
will  be  very  exciting  —  both  for 
us  and  for  her.”  Forster  did  not 
take  to  live  as  he  played  until  the 
age  of  40,  when  he  abandoned 
novel-writing  with  the  belief  that 
he’d  said  all  he  needed  to  say  in 
the  form. 

Unfortunately,  Beauman  is 
only  interested  in  Forster  the 
novelist;  she  crams  the  whole 
second  half  of  the  writer’s  life 
into  the  last  40  pages,  believing 
perhaps  that  happy  writers  are 
all  alike.  Despite  her  flights  of 
faux  Forster  prose,  she  has  deliv¬ 
ered  a  fine  portrait.

Today,  Fredric  Brown 
is  all  but  forgotten  by 
the  reading  public  at 
large.  Most  of  his 
books  are  long  out  of 
print,  and  the  few  available  titles 
are  seldom  seen  outside  special¬ 
ty  bookstores.  But  to  collectors 
of  ’50s  mysteries  and  science  fic¬ 
tion,  he  is  one  of  the  masters. 
His  titles  are  pursued  as  intently 
as  those  of  Jim  Thompson  and 
Charles  Willeford.  Even  his  early 
paperback  reprints  command 
premium  prices. 

His  books  are  not  only  collect¬ 
ed  —  they’re  read,  too.  One  of 
the  rare  birds  who  was  equally 
good  at  both  mysteries  and  sci¬ 
ence  fiction.  Brown  is  probably 
best  known  today  for  his  two 
comic  science-fiction  novels, 
Martians,  Go  Home!  and  What 
Mad  Universe.  But  there’s  more 
to  Brown  than  jokes  about  little 
green  men  and  bug-eyed  mon¬ 
sters.  Frequently  tinged  with 
humor  and  irony,  his  books 
range  from  deep  noir  suspense 
to  high  comedy  and  are  loaded

What  Is 

HIP?

In  college,  and  even  for  a 
while  after,  I  had  the 
mixed  blessing  of  dating 
daughters  of  doctors. 
Mixed  because,  no  matter 
what  they  thought  of  their 
fathers  as  dads,  their  opinion  of 
their  fathers’  professional 
accomplishments  went  unques¬ 
tioned  and  was  held  up  as  a  stan¬ 
dard  for  their  beaux,  namely, 
me.  (Ever  get  asked  at  an  eerily 
silent  table,  how,  as  a  writer, 
you’ll  “make  a  living/support  my 
daughter”?  Not  recommended.) 

Worse  than  paternal  cross- 
examinations  were  the  confused 
goals  of  my  sweethearts  who,  as 
good  feminists,  sought  their  own 
professional  achievements  and, 
at  the  same  time,  wanted  the  life 
of  their  doctor’s-wife  moms. 
Don’t  tell  any  would-be  writers  of 
feminist-backlash  trend  stories, 
but  one  of  my  girlfriends  actually 
burst  into  sobs  asking  if  it  would 
be  so  terrible  for  her  to  decide 
that  what  she  really  wanted  was 
to  be  a  full-time  mother. 

I  thought  of  her  recendy  as  I 
read  a  column  by  Gabrielle 
Glaser  in  the  New  York  Times  Mag¬ 
azine  (“Hers,”  Feb.  20,  1994). 
Glaser,  a  journalist  in  her  20s, 
had  spent  three  years  covering 
post-communist  Poland  for  the 
Times  and  the  Economist.  In 
Poland,  where  women  over  the 
age  of  25  in  the  maternity  ward 
get  designated  a  stara  matka  (or 
old  mother) ,  she  found  that  her 
childlessness  alienated  her  from 
many  Poles.  In  Washington, 
D.C.,  becoming  pregnant  at  27 
also  set  her  apart; 

“What  were  you  using?"  asked  one 
friend,  eyes  wide.  “What  are  you 
going  to  do  about  it?"  asked  another 
as  if  I  were  in  high  school. 

Today,  as  I  continue  to  be  mistak¬ 
en  for  my  daughter’s  au  pair,  I  found 
myself  in  a  quintessentially  Polish 
state  of  mind,  wanting  something 
that  is  likely  unattainable.  I  long  for 
a  land  that  does  not  yet  exist,  a  place 
where  women  are  valued  both  for 
their  intellects  and  for  their  mother¬ 
hood,  and  where  the  choices  between 
career  and  nurturing  are  somehow 
less  stark. 

While  few  would  disagree  that 
the  way  we  raise  our  children  has 
something  to  do  with  our  soci¬ 
ety’s  problems  —  violent  crime, 
unemployment,  epidemic  use  of 
drugs,  etc.  —  public  discussion 
about  the  dilemmas  noted  above 
receive  scant  media  attention, 
except  where  Dan  Quayle  is 
involved.  When  newspapers  and 
magazines  do  attempt  to  cover 
motherhood,  most  wish  they 
hadn’t  for  the  reasons  Backlash 
author  Susan  Faludi,  among  oth¬ 
ers,  has  documented. 


Well,  there’s  a  new  source  that 
moms,  especially  younger  ones 
defending  their  self-image,  can 
turn  to.  It’s  from  Oaktown  and 
it’s  called  HipMama  (P.O.  Box 
9097,  Oakland,  CA  94613).  Opti¬ 
mistically  identifying  maternity  as 
an  area  where  true  multicultural- 
ism  can  be  realized,  HipMama 
favors  personal  accounts  over  the 
“service”  journalism  of  most 
other  magazines  for  parents. 

Black  and  white  for  all  of  its 
24  pages,  HipMama  will  not  be  a 
contender  for  any  graphic- 
design  awards  this  year,  though 
the  photos  and  illustrations  are 
tastefully  selected.  But  let’s  not 
miss  the  point:  HipMama' s  not 
about  cyber-matemity.  Instead,  it 
has  stories  on  how  Seatde  serves 
families  better  than  the  Bay  Area 
does;  tips  for  parents  entering 
custody  battles;  and  a  reflection 
on  a  kid’s  appetite  for  Beauty  and 
the  Beast,  titled  “The  Day  Pop 
Culture  Moved  In.” 

Unlike  the  failed  Frisko  Kids, 
in  HipMama  there  are  no  celebri¬ 
ties  on  the  cover,  and,  more  sig- 
nificandy,  the  contributors  and 
editors  are  parents.  (None  of  the 
Frisko  Kids  staff  had  kids.)  Unlike 
Married  Woman,  the  late  1993 
start-up  that  laughably  claimed 
to  have  “discovered”  an  un¬ 
tapped  audience  (reader  surveys 
suggest  that  married  women  con¬ 
stitute  the  majority  of  the  con¬ 
sumer-magazine  audience),  Hip¬ 
Mama  is  not  about  demograph¬ 
ics.  It  serves  writers  and  readers 
who’d  have  a  difficult  time  find¬ 
ing  another  publication.  Also, 
unlike  San  Francisco’s  Parenting 
HipMama  offers  an  assortment  of 
poetry  and  fiction,  complement¬ 
ing  rather  than  competing  with 
the  national  leader. 

In  other  words,  HipMama’ s  a 
bit  amateurish  (it  arrived  at  the 
Bay  Guardian  addressed  with  a 
purple  marker) ,  but  it  aims  at  a 
niche  found  through  personal 
demand  rather  than  market 
research.  I  suspect  that  if  you’re 
a  mom,  or  fall  prey  to  psychic 
dilemmas  about  becoming  one, 
you’ll  find  something  of  value 
here.  I  did  —  when  I  read  a 
memoir  of  single  parenthood 
that  triggered  in  me  what  the 
Poles  (via  Glaser)  call  tesnoka,  a 
sweet-sad  nostalgia  —  and  I’ll 
never  be  a  mom. 

Living,  just  the  two  of  us,  after 
my  parents’  divorce,  my  mom 
and  I  (age  10)  fought  our 
unhappiness  by  fighting  each 
other.  But  even  at  the  low 
moments,  when  our  circum¬ 
stances  fit  our  Harry  Chapin/ 
Carole  King  sound  track,  she 
conveyed  that  being  a  mom  — 
being  my  mom  —  was  hip.  ■ 

Brad  Wieners,  a  San  Francisco  writer,  stiU 
can't  conceive  of  sex  as  a  procreative  act. 
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with  unusual  protagonists,  odd 
plot  twists,  and  incredible  sus¬ 
pense.  Brown  didn’t  write  about 
murder  at  the  vicarage;  his  typi¬ 
cal  hero  is  an  alcoholic  racon¬ 
teur,  his  favorite  murder  victim  a 
midget.  The  author  was  equally 
adept  at  short  stories,  especially 
insanely  clever  vignettes.  He 
wrote  the  lines  often  cited  as  the 
world’s  shortest  horror  story: 
“The  last  man  on  earth  sat  alone 
in  a  room.  There  was  a  knock  on 
the  door.” 

Brown  has  been  the  subject  of 
frequent  analysis  in  fanzines,  but 
Martians  and  Misplaced  Clues  is 
the  first  full-length  book  devoted 
to  the  author  and  his  work.  To 
call  Martians  a  biography  is 
stretching  the  term;  Seabrook 
devotes  only  one  chapter  to 
Brown’s  life  and  admits  to  leav¬ 
ing  many  questions  unanswered. 
But  as  a  study  of  Brown  the 
writer,  this  book  is  indispensable 
—  and  long  overdue. 

Seabrook  has  done  his  home¬ 
work  well.  He  has  evidently  read 
every  word  Brown  ever  wrote, 
going  so  far  as  to  compare  maga¬ 
zine  and  book  versions  of 
Brown’s  stories.  He  carefully 
traces  Brown’s  evolution  as  a 
writer,  from  his  early  days  writ¬ 
ing  trade-magazine  filler  and  a 
proofreading  column  in  the 
’30s,  through  his  journeywork 
cranking  out  short  stories  for  the 
detective  pulps  of  the  ’40s, 
through  his  successful  career  as 
a  genre  novelist  in  the  ’50s  and 
early  ’60s.  The  result  is  an 
unprecedented  look  at  the 
entire  span  of  Brown’s  career. 

This  type  of  literary  criticism 
can  make  for  fairly  dull  reading. 
Fortunately,  Seabrook  avoids 
ponderous  and  inappropriate 
academic  analysis  in  favor  of  a 
pleasant,  thorough  examination 
of  Brown’s  innovative  narrative 
techniques  and  constellations  of 
off-beat  characters.  Naturally, 
this  involves  synopsizing  a  large 
portion  of  Brown’s  canon,  but 
Seabrook  succeeds  in  conveying 
their  irresistible  appeal.  Long¬ 
time  Brown  aficionados  will  find 
their  memories  pleasantly 
jogged,  and  newcomers  will  be 
sorely  tempted  run  out  and  pick 
up  a  few  titles. 

Although  Seabrook  is  plainly 


a  fan,  he  doesn’t  let  his  enthusi¬ 
asm  interfere  with  his  criticism. 
Brown  wasn’t  above  the  occa¬ 
sional  clunker,  and  Seabrook 
doesn’t  hesitate  to  name  names. 
But  for  every  dog  like  We  All 
Killed  Grandma,  there  are  three 
great  ones,  like  the  nail-bitingly 
suspenseful  His  Name  Was  Death, 
the  surreal,  Lewis  Carroll- 
inspired  Night  of  the  fabberwock,  or 
the  wonderfully  twisted  Dead 
Dinger.  Seabrook  also  champions 
some  novels  that  even  Brown 
fans  have  overlooked:  Madball 
especially,  with  its  sleazy  no-exit 
carnival  setting,  is  a  great  one. 
Thompson  fans  will  love  it. 

Martians  and  Misplaced  Clues  is 
a  must  for  anyone  who  has  ever 
fallen  under  the  spell  of  Fredric 
Brown,  and  it’s  a  handy  intro¬ 
duction  to  those  less  fortunate. 
Hopefully,  some  of  the  latter  will 
be  reprint  publishers  looking  to 
fill  their  fall  lists.  Fredric  Brown 
shouldn’t  be  just  for  collectors.

Banana  Yoshimoto’s 
new  novel,  NP,  just 
doesn ’t  translate. 


NP.  By  Banana  Yoshimoto.

IT  WAS  ABOUT  TIME,  I  guess, 
that  the  international 
world  of  literature  had  its 
Madonna.  Packaged  in 
neon  red  and  pink,  the  lat¬ 
est  novel  by  Banana  Yoshimoto  is 
being  mass-marketed  in  the  U.S. 
as  though  Banana  were  a  new 
Toyota  model. 


More  cute  than  sexy  —  as  well 
as  personable,  user-friendly, 
postmodern,  light,  and,  most 
important,  possessing  a  refined 
insubstantiality  —  Banana  Yoshi¬ 
moto  in  NP  pushes  fiction  ever 
closer  to  Muzak.  By  the  same 
token,  the  book  bears  more 
resemblance  to  a  CD  than  to  a 
novel.  Banana’s  photographs 
preside  over  both  front  and  back 
covers  like  a  pensive  and  inviting 
madonna,  nonchalant 
about  her  international 
multimedia  success  story: 
from  waitress  to  best-sell¬ 
ing  author. 

•  Up  till  now  Banana 
Yoshimoto  has  written 
five  novels,  two  of  which 
have  been  translated 
into  English.  When  she 
published  Kitchen  —  her 
first  “big”  commercial 
hit  —  in  Japan  six  years 
ago,  she  was  only  24. 

Since  then  Banana  has 
sold  an  average  of  a 
million  copies  per 
novel.  It  is  rather  diffi¬ 
cult  to  think  of  a  more 
precociously  success¬ 
ful  woman  writer 
today.  Unavoidably, 
her  success  brings  to 
mind  the  cases  of 
such  young  Ameri¬ 
can  authors  as  Jay 
Mclnerney,  Bret 
Ellis,  and  Tama 
Janowitz  —  the  so- 
called  zero  genera¬ 
tion. 

In  the  history  of 
Japanese  literature 
she  is  no  rara  avis 
either.  Tanizaki  and  Mishima, 
two  of  the  best-known  Japanese 
writers  outside  Japan,  were  both 
very  young  when  they  started 
savoring  the  sweetness  of  com¬ 
mercial  success.  (Actually,  Mishi¬ 
ma  at  21  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  writers  inside  Japan, 
and  presently  Haruki  Muraka¬ 
mi’s  novels  sell  as  well  Banana’s 
both  in  Japan  and  abroad.) 

There’s  no  question  about 
her  commercial  appeal.  What  is 
apparent  —  and  even  more  so  if 
one  compares  Banana’s  writing 
with  Murakami’s  —  is  her  utter 
flatness,  her  not-quite-original 
way  of  decaffeinating  with  lan¬ 


guid  candor  the  kinky  and  the 
taboo. 

Yoshimoto’s  world  is  that  of 
the  most  innocuous  adolescence. 
Unfortunately,  her  sense  of  irony 
is  too  proper  to  take  advantage 
of  situations  and  characters  that 
could  be  either  funny  or,  on  the 
contrary,  profoundly  tragic. 
Within  the  flatness  of  her  fiction¬ 
al  universe  then,  in  order  to  give 
some  meaning  to  her  world,  she 
is  forced  to  create  some  depth  of 
field  —

just 

as  an  actor  is  forced  to  overact 
when  the  script  does  not  work. 
As  a  result,  the  prose  sinks  even 
more  into  cliche. 

Her  daringness,  however,  can¬ 
not  be  underestimated.  Incest, 
lesbianism,  and  suicide  —  can 
one  think  of  anything  less  light? 
—  provide  the  basis  of  her 
drama.  In  her  previous  novel, 
Kitchen,  one  of  the  main  themes 
is  transsexuality.  But  she  touches 
upon  these  subjects,  ironically, 
with  such  frivolity  and  self-indul¬ 
gent  levity  —  though  in  Kitchen 
she  is  noticeably  more  playful 
with  her  language  than  in  NP  — 


that  the  reader  may  very  well 
think  Banana  was  creating  a  new 
genre:  an  extra-light,  literature- 
free  novel.  Which  in  part  may 
explain  the  universal  appeal  of 
her  books  to  young  urban  pro¬ 
fessionals.  Yoshimoto  is  the 
Japanese  queen  of  easy  reading 
and  she  knows  how  to  deliver: 
her  sentences  are  always  short, 
her  syntax  simple,  and,  indeed, 
the  predominant  tone  is  uplift¬ 
ing  and  “sweet” 

Nevertheless,  NP' s  plot  is 
rather  complex 
and  well  con- 

fstructed.  There  is 
a  manuscript  writ¬ 
ten  in  English  by  a 
Japanese  writer  — 
who  committed 
suicide,  of  course 
—  titled  NP.  Four 
young  people  are 
closely  related  to 
the  writer  (and 
therefore  to  the 
manuscript),  and 
their  entanglement 
gives  form  to  this 
meta-literary,  melo- 
thriller  of  light  sus¬ 
pense.  Every  transla¬ 
tor  who  has  attempt¬ 
ed  to  translate  the 
manuscript  has  killed 
himself,  including  the 
narrator’s  boyfriend. 
Two  of  the  young  pro¬ 
tagonists  are  brother 
and  sister  —  besides 
being  lovers  —  and  the 
third  is  a  half-sister  who 
was  also  her  father’s 
lover  at  one  time. 
Indeed,  the  story  has  all 
the  necessary  ingredi¬ 
ents  to  grab  and  con¬ 
quer  our  attention. 

The  whole  summer  seemed  like  some¬ 
thing  that  had  happened  in  a 
dream.  It  wasn’t  a  bad  dream, 
though.  It  was  pleasant,  like  a  day 
from  childhood.  I  had  done  every¬ 
thing  I  could  do  in  that  dream. 
There  was  nothing  more  for  me  to 
accomplish,  and  so  I  decided  to  move 
on,  and  not  dwell  on  it.  It  only  upset 
me  to  think  about  it  anyway. 

This  is  Yoshimoto  in  her  most 
reflexive  mood,  almost  philo¬ 
sophical  and  deep,  trying  to

storyteller’s  voice  rings  perhaps 
rather  insipid,  her  dialogue  is 
quite  an  accomplishment  of 
cliche-mania. 

No,  Banana  Yoshimoto  is 
nothing  new.  And  she  is  not  as 
provocative  as  Madonna.  It’s  just 
the  packaging,  as  well  as  the 
kinky  feelings  that  suicide  and 
incest  provoke,  that  add  up  to 
this  phenomenon  called  Banana- 
mania.

incest  for  young  readers  who 
don’t  mind  dying  of  an  overdose 
of  cliches  and  who  are  still  look¬ 
ing  for  happy  endings. 

Bananamania,  the  cover  says, 
is  taking  over  the  world  — 
which  is  like  saying  that  pink  is 
the  color  of  the  end  of  the  mil¬ 
lennium.

/  ONGRESS  shall 

G  M  ’  make  no  law  re¬ 

specting  an  estab- 
^  1  lishment  of  reli- 

gion  or  prohibit¬ 
ing  the  free  exercise  thereof.” 

Those  16  words  from  the  First 
Amendment  are  all  that  the  U.S. 
Constitution  has  to  say  about 
religion.  That  one,  simple  sen¬ 
tence  has  spawned  over  two  cen¬ 
turies  of  controversy:  Should 
public-school  teachers  lead  stu¬ 
dents  in  prayers  —  even  “nonde- 
nominational”  ones?  Can  a  nativ¬ 
ity  scene  be  displayed  on  the  city 
hall  lawn?  Can  government  bar 
religious  practices  that  seem 
strange  to  the  majority,  such  as 
polygamy,  or  the  use  of  peyote 
in  sacred  rituals?  Did  the  found¬ 


ing  fathers  intend,  as  Pat  Robert¬ 
son  maintains,  for  the  United 
States  to  be  a  “Christian  nation”? 

The  answer  to  that  last  ques¬ 
tion,  author  Robert  Boston 
insists,  is  a  resounding  “No.” 

In  Why  the  Religious  Right  is 
Wrong,  Boston,  who  serves  as 
assistant  director  of  communica¬ 
tions  for  Americans  United  for 
Separation  of  Church  and  State, 
a  Maryland-based  lobbying 
group,  makes  a  pretty  com¬ 
pelling  case  that  Robertson  and 
his  ilk  not  only  misinterpret 
American  history  but  fail  to  see 
the  lessons  of  2,000  years  of 
unhappy  church-state  entangle¬ 
ments. 

In  clear,  readable  prose, 
Boston  traces  the  evolution  of 
church-state  relations  from  the 
constant  and  bloody  wrangling 
between  popes  and  kings 
through  the  founding  of  the 
American  colonies  by  Britishers 
unhappy  with  the  Church  of 
England  and  beyond.  We  forget 
—  and  our  schools  don’t  do  a 
particularly  good  job  of  telling 
us  —  that  the  theocracy  the  Puri¬ 
tans  established  in  Massachusetts 
was  every  bit  as  harsh  and  brutal 
as  the  one  the  Ayatollah  Khome¬ 
ini  created  in  Iran  two  and  a  half 
centuries  later. 

It’s  also  easy  to  forget  that  the 
Constitution  was  the  product  of 
exactly  the  same  sort  of  political 
haggling  we  see  in  Congress 
today  over  deficit  reduction, 
crime,  or  health  care  reform. 
Boston  traces  the  key  threads  of 
those  negotiations,  and  the  pat¬ 
tern  clearly  doesn’t  jibe  with  the 
religious  right’s  “Christian 
nation”  theory.  If  all  that  the 
framers  intended  to  do,  as  some 
fundamentalists  claim,  was  to 
make  sure  the  government 
didn’t  favor  one  denomination 
over  another,  why  didn’t  they 
adopt  language  that  said  so? 
One  rejected  draft  of  the  First 
Amendment,  for  example,  read, 
“Congress  shall  make  no  law 
establishing  any  particular 
denomination  of  religion  in 
preference  to  another.” 

The  theocracy 
the  Puritans 
established 
in  Massachusetts 
was  every  bit 
as  harsh  and  brutal 
as  the  one 
the  Ayatollah 
Khomeini  created 
in  Iran  two  and  a 
half  centuries  later. 

From  there,  Boston  follows 
the  evolving  relationship 
between  government  and  reli¬ 
gion  up  to  the  present,  when 
court  decisions  have  ended  — 
rightly,  in  his  view  —  such  gov¬ 
ernment  meddling  in  religious 


affairs  as  organized  school 
prayers.  He  stresses  that  his  view 
is  not  antireligious,  because  sep¬ 
aration  of  church  and  state  is 
healthier  for  both:  Government 
support  of  religion,  he  argues, 
inevitably  means  attempts  at  gov¬ 
ernment  control  over  church 
affairs. 

Why  the  Religious  Right  is  Wrong 
makes  no  effort  to  be  the  defini¬ 
tive  scholarly  work  on  the  sub¬ 
ject;  much  more  thorough  and 
detailed  works  have  already  been 
penned  by  assorted  academics. 
Nor  is  it  likely  to  convince  those 
already  committed  to  the  oppo¬ 
site  point  of  view.  What  the  book 
does  do  is  sketch  out  a  strong, 
clear  set  of  debating  points  for 
use  by  those  seeking  to  keep  gov¬ 
ernment  from  meddling  in  reli¬ 
gion,  and  vice  versa.  For  them  it 
should  make  a  handy  and  useful 
guide.

Crossing  the  River 
misses  the  boat 

CROSSING  THE  RIVER. 

By  Caryl  Phillips.  Alfred  A.  Knopf, 
237  pages,  $22.

For  his  fifth  novel, 
African  British  writer 
Caryl  Phillips  has  cho¬ 
sen  to  paint  a  story  of 
epic  scale:  the  slave 
trade’s  scattering  of  Africans  into 
the  diaspora,  sweeping  them  into 
all  the  far  and  foreign  lands  of 
the  earth,  lost  and  alienated 
from  their  ancestral  home.  It  is  a 
huge  story  ...  a  monumental 
story.  It  is  a  story  that  demands  a 
canvas  as  grand  as  an  East  Los 
Angeles  mural  wall  or  as  stagger¬ 
ingly  vast  as  Italy’s  Sistine 
Chapel.  It  is  a  story  that  demands 
broad  strokes  and  deep  colors  to 
drive  its  details  along. 

Unfortunately,  to  paint  this 
grand  epic,  Phillips  has  only 
brought  along  a  handful  of  light 
pastels  and  some  touch-up 
brushes.  Crossing  the  River  misses 
the  sweep  and  scope  of  its  own 
great  subject,  and  so,  on  that 
point  alone,  it  fails.  This  is  a  bad 
novel. 

It’s  a  shame,  too,  because 
Caryl  Phillips  seems  to  be  a 
good  writer.  His  strengths  are  in 
the  use  of  a  muted  subtlety  of 
tone  and  in  holding  up  a  mirror 
to  his  subjects  from  unlikely 
angles.  But  here,  without  the 
rush  of  a  good  story  line  to  carry 
them  along,  those  talents  are 
wasted. 

Crossing  the  River  starts  off 


encouragingly  enough  with  an 
African  father  selling  his  three 
children  to  slave  traders.  “A  des¬ 
perate  foolishness,”  he  says  by 
way  of  opening  explanation. 
“The  crops  failed.” 

One  wonders  what  type  of 
psychological  devastation  this 
might  have  wrought  on  the  chil¬ 
dren  themselves,  and  how  this 
would  have  affected  their  lives  in 
slavery  and  their  relationships 
with  their  own  offspring.  Howev¬ 
er,  we  never  hear  from  the  chil¬ 
dren  again.  Instead,  the  father’s 
spirit  hovers  in  guilt  and  self- 
afflicted  torture  for  the  next  250 
years,  tracing  his  family  line 
among  the  “many-tongued  cho¬ 
rus”  of  the  progeny  of  the  slave 
folk,  picking  out  three  of  his 
own  descendants  whose  lives 
help  him  “rediscover  [his]  lost 
children.” 

The  story  of  one  of  these 
descendants,  Martha,  who 
escapes  from  slavery  after  travel¬ 
ing  to  Colorado,  contains  the 
best  writing  of  the  book  —  as 
when  she  recounts  her  memory 
of  the  breakup  of  the  plantation 
where  she  lived  and  the  selling 
away  of  her  own  daughter: 

My  Eliza  Mae  holds  on  to  me,  but  it 
will  be  to  no  avail.  She  will  be  a 
prime  purchase.  And  on  her  own  she 
stands  a  better  chance  of  a  fine  fami¬ 
ly.  I  want  to  tell  her  this,  to  encour¬ 
age  her  to  let  go,  but  I  have  not  the 
heart.  I  look  on.  The  auctioneer  cries 
to  the  heavens.  A  band  strikes  up.  A 
troupe  of  minstrels  begins  to  dance. 
Soon  the  bidding  will  begin. 
“Momma.  ”  Eliza  Mae  whispers  the 
word  over  and  over  again,  as  though 
this  were  the  only  word  she  possessed. 
This  one  word.  This  word  only. 

Had  Phillips  concentrated  in 
this  area  he  would  have  written  a 
very  emotional  and  moving 
book,  a  book  that  would  have 
given  us  a  better  understanding 
of  the  terror  of  these  times.  But 
Martha’s  story  is  the  briefest  of 
the  three  descendants,  and  she 
is,  unaccountably,  the  only  one 
of  the  three  who  is  allowed  to 
talk  for  herself. 

The  other  two  descendants 
(Nash,  who  returns  to  Africa  in 
the  1830s  as  a  Liberian  mission¬ 
ary,  and  Travis,  an  American  sol¬ 
dier  stationed  in  England  during 
World  War  II)  are  presented 
only  as  adjuncts  (important 
adjuncts,  yes,  but  adjuncts 
nonetheless)  of  the  life  stories  of 
the  white  people  with  whom 
they  come  into  contact 

We  see  Nash  only  reflected, 
opaquely,  through  the  eyes  of 
Edward,  his  former  master.  Two 
or  three  times  we  are  allowed  to 
hear  Nash’s  voice  through  letters 
sent  to  Edward.  But  Edward 
remained  his  benefactor  even 
after  his  manumission,  setting 
him  up  as  a  Liberian  missionary, 
and  it  is  clear  that  Nash’s  letters 
to  Edward  do  not  reflect  all  of 
his  secret  thoughts.  In  the  place 
of  some  sort  of  insight  into  the 
life  of  Nash  —  who,  after  all,  is 
supposed  to  be  one  of  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  this  book  —  the  author 
provides  page  after  page  of 
Edward’s  rheumy  ruminations, 
such  as  this  account  of  his  walk 
on  the  nighttime  streets  of  Mon¬ 
rovia,  the  capital  of  Liberia: 


Certain  that  further  sleep  would 
elude  him  for  some  hours  yet,  he 
dressed  quickly,  pausing  only  to 
inspect  his  aging  body  and  to  listen 
as  a  rat  ran  across  the  thin  boards  of 
the  ceiling.  Then,  satisfied  that  he 
was  attired  in  a  proper  manner,  he 
stepped  out  into  the  streets  in  search 
of  some  innocent  amusement.  In  this 
Africa  it  appeared  that  both  dawn 
and  dusk  were  brief  and  ambiguous, 
as  though  there  were  little  time  to 
waste,  and  Edward  soon  found  him¬ 
self  enveloped  in  gloom.  In  the  dis¬ 
tance,  he  heard  the  quiet  engine  of  the 
sea  continually  renewing  itself ...” 

And  so  on.  On  this  walk, 
Edward  drinks  a  tankard  of  beer 
and  encounters  a  sick-eyed  dog 
and  an  Irish  prostitute.  The  dog 
and  the  prostitute  give  Edward 
the  shivers  by  looking  at  him  as 
he  passes  by,  and  neither  of 
them  have  the  least  bit  more  to 
do  with  Edward,  with  the  story, 
or  with  the  descendants  of  the 
African  man  who  sold  his  chil¬ 
dren  into  slavery. 

The  section  on  Travis,  the 
American  soldier,  is  similarly 
poorly  conceived,  with  the 
author  trying  to  be  far  too  cute 
and  clever.  It  consists  of  the  first- 
person  commentary  of  a  woman 
in  a  village  in  World  War  II  Eng¬ 
land.  Is  she  a  descendant  of  the 
father  who  sold  his  children? 
The  reader  is  led  to  assume  so, 
given  the  fact  that  the  woman  is 
generally  ostracized  by  the  other 
people  in  the  village,  but  since 
she  never  gives  a  description  of 
herself,  we  don’t  know  for  sure. 


Crossing  the  River

Thirty  pages  into  the  section 
—  if  close  attention  is  paid  — 
the  reader  discovers  that  an 
American  soldier  the  woman 
had  met  had  hair  “like  thin 
black  wool.”  If  you  missed  that 
reference,  it  is  60  pages  later 
that  the  woman  first  identifies 
the  soldier,  Travis,  as  one  of  the 
“Coloureds.”  Perhaps  Phillips 
believed  that  such  a  mystery 
would  keep  the  reader’s  interest 
It  did,  for  a  time.  But  a  reader 
who  goes  through  70  percent  of 
this  section  being  led  to  believe 
that  the  woman  protagonist  was 
of  African  descent  (and  thus  a 
direct  tie  to  the  characters  of  the 
rest  of  the  book)  would  probably 
feel  a  little  bit  betrayed  and  mis¬ 
led  by  the  author.  I  did. 

As  if  this  were  not  enough 
unnecessary  baggage  for  the 
book  to  drag  around,  Phillips 
also  decided  to  include  portions 
of  the  journal  of  the  slave  ship’s 
captain  to  whom  the  father  sold 
his  children.  The  author  appears 
to  have  gone  to  great  lengths  to

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Presenting  the  winners 
of  the  Bay  Guardian ’s 
ninth  annual  poetry  contest 

The  Bay  Area’s  poetry  scene  has  something 
for  everyone.  On  almost  any  night,  con¬ 
noisseurs  of  the  spoken  word  can  gather  in 
bookstores  and  cafes  to  hear  the  works  of 
famous,  infamous,  and  unknown  poets  — 
or,  if  it’s  an  open  mic,  read  something  of  their  own. 
And  those  who  just  like  to  curl  up  with  a  good  poem 
have  a  rich  variety  of  anthologies,  journals,  and  maga¬ 
zines  to  choose  from,  ranging  from  the  slick  and  glossy 
to  the  rough  and  photocopied.  The  work  of  local 
poets  demonstrates  a  wealth  of  cultural  diversity. 

The  results  of  this  year’s  contest  reflect  the  broad 
spectrum  of  Bay  Area  poetry.  We  received  submissions 
—  lots  of  them  —  from  writers  of  all  ages,  genders, 
and  ethnic  backgrounds.  Total  entries  numbered  over 
1,600;  of  these,  234  made  it  to  the  finals. 

According  to  the  judges,  the  quality  and  range  of 
the  finalists’  work  was  impressive.  Many  entries  showed 
a  preference  for  narrative  over  experimentation,  with 
poets  using  their  craft  to  sort  out  relationships  and 
process  experience.  Poetry  judge  Jennifer  Joseph  of 
Manic  D.  Press  believes  this  trend  might  have  come 
from  the  poets’  desire  to  make  their  work  accessible  to 
a  wider  audience.  “With  the  narrative  form,  poets  can 
express  emotion  without  losing  readers  in  the  land  of 
abstraction,”  she  explains.  “Abstract  poetry  is  great,  but 
it’s  hard  to  write  great  abstract  poetry.” 

Entries  this  year  were  screened  by  Laura  Brun, 
artist,  writer,  and  executive  director  of  the  LAB;  poet, 
novelist,  and  playwright  Kevin  Killian;  Alexander  Lau¬ 
rence,  contributing  writer  to  Cups:  A  Cafe  Journal  and 
1993  Bay  Guardian  poetry  contest  winner;  and  Joyce 
Young,  poet  and  writer.

We  get  the  story  second  hand. 

1. 

He  worked  in  a  stationery  store  in  Viet  Nam.  Hard  for 
us  here,  in  this  country,  to  imagine  people  penning

They  were  pen 
pals,  she  in  the  North,  he  in  the  South,  part  of  a  cul¬ 
tural  exchange  to  promote  understanding.  He  felt 
she  understood  him.  She,  in  turn,  felt  drawn  to  him: 
the  soft  scent  of  his  letters. 

This  is  how  they  fell  in  love. 

3. 

They  met  and  married.  Had  a  garden.  Had  a  son.  On 
her  off  hours  she  helped  in  the  stationery  store,  a  bet¬ 
ter  head  for  business.  On  his  off  hours  he  studied 
painting,  quick  brush  strokes  to  show  flowers  from  his 
garden  as  they  came  into  bloom. 

A  way  to  secure  a  record. 

4. 

When  Saigon  fell  they  fled  on  a  boat,  they  hurried, 
but  not  in  the  way  you  or  I  know,  normal  activities  in 
a  day,  a  time  line  to  meet,  the  dry  cleaners,  the  kids  to 
practice,  hurry  meaning  life  or  death. 

(Another  piece  of  the  story:  the  child  would  die  at  sea.) 


5. 

All  is  past.  In  this  country  he  finds  a  job,  an  inter¬ 
preter  in  a  refugee  health  clinic.  After  listening  to 
people  tell  their  stories  to  the  doctor,  after  people 
tell  his  story  again  and  again,  he  must  hurry,  the 
paper  on  the  exam  table  his  palette.  Where  their 
lives  have  been  examined,  where  his  life  has  been 
examined,  he  draws  blooms, 

roses,  peonies,  the  orange  red  burst  of  flames. 

6. 

Meanwhile  his  wife  has  learned  real  estate.  She 
wants  to  wheel  and  deal  and  forget.  They  argue. 
She  tells  him  paper  is  perishable.  Not  like  rock  or 
brick  or  stone.  With  savings  she  buys  house  after 
rundown  house.  If  one  falls  there  will  always  be 
another  standing  somewhere. 

Who  knows  what  she  has  seen  ? 

7. 

A  nurse  sees  his  work,  buys  a  painting.  He  does  not 
tell  his  wife.  With  the  money  he  makes  he  sends 
home  for  two  chops,  the  red  signature  stamp  at  the 
edge  of  the  canvas.  One  chop  his  name,  the  other 
saying  he  puts  on  every  print 

“beauty  makes  for  a  longer  life.  ” 

8. 

We  get  the  story  third  hand.  In  the  paper,  limited 
versions.  There’s  talk  of  immigrants,  refugees, 
there’s  talk  of  jobs.  Here’s  the  gist  of  it  They  will 
take  from  us,  they  will  take  from  us. 

(What  was  taken  from  them ?  What  was  taken  from  her?) 
9. 

His  drawings  are  taped  up  like  the  pictures  of  chil¬ 
dren  to  exam  room  walls,  to  remind  the  staff,  given 
their  limited  version  of  history,  of  what  they  cannot 
imagine,  to  remind  him  when  he  walks  in  and  sees 
them 

he  had  a  garden  there.

driving  along  the  Columbia  River 
looking  for  a  place  to  stay  for  the  night 
shelter, 

my  mother,  my  father  and  me 

we  stop  to  eat  and  rest 

the  meadow  full  with  Canada  geese 

half  hidden  in  the  grass  heady  with  seed

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Toni  Mirosevich 

Toni  Mirosevich  says  her  winning  entry,  'Limited 
Versions,"  is  a  composite  of  refugee  stories  told 
by  friends.  The  poem  "tries  to  imagine  what 
refugees  have  been  through,  what  their  lives 
were  like  before  coming  to  America."  She  hopes 
to  counterbalance  current  media  rhetoric  in 
which  "we  only  hear  about  what  will  be  taken 
from  us  [by  immigrants],  not  about  what  has 
been  taken  from  them  to  get  here."  This  one¬ 
sided  view,  she  believes,  diminishes  the  humanity 
of  all  of  us.  Since  moving  to  the  Bay  Area  from 
Seattle  1 1  years  ago,  Mirosevich  now  resides  in 
"beautiful  and  unhip"  Pacifica.  She  received  her 
MFA  in  creative  writing  from  San  Frandsco  State 
University;  has  been  published  in  the  Seattle 
Review,  Americas  Review,  Ink,  and  Transfer;  and 
will  appear  in  an  upcoming  issue  of  The  Kenyon 
Review.  In  1992,  she  won  the  Academy  of 
American  Poets  award  and  the  Anne  Fields  poet¬ 
ry  prize. 

As  a  creative-writing  teacher  at  S.F.  State  and 
Santa  Clara  University,  Mirosevich  wants  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  same  "loving  mentorship"  she  credits 
with  transforming  her  into  a  successful  poet. 
"People  have  poetry  in  them  and  they  need  to 
be  nurtured,"  she  explains.  "I  get  great  joy  out 
of  having  people  come  in,  frightened  and  ner¬ 
vous,  with  that  tiny  urge  to  turn  a  poetic  phrase. 
I  then  take  that  desire  and  encourage  them  to 
do  the  work." 

Drawing  on  her  own  experiences  as  a  truck 
driver,  swimming-pool  operator,  attic  insulator, 
weatherizer,  and  donor  driver  for  a  blood  bank, 
Mirosevich  has  written  poems  in  which  Madon¬ 
na  drives  a  rig,  Gandhi  cleans  rest  rooms,  Vir¬ 
ginia  Woolf  insulates  homes,  and  Betty  Crocker 
toils  in  a  soup  kitchen.  Poetry,  she  says,  serves  to 
inspire  the  imagination  as  it  "develops  range  of 
motion  and  frees  up  the  ability  to  see  things  in  a 
new  way." 


Philip  Klasky 

A  writer  since  the  age  of  13,  Philip  Klasky 
describes  himself  as  a  poet/environmental 
activist/scientist/performance  artist.  As  if  that's 
not  enough,  he's  also  a  graduate  student  in 
botany  and  biology  at  San  Francisco  State  Uni¬ 
versity  and  says  he  hopes  to  be  in  school  forever. 

A  child  of  Hollywood,  Klasky  moved  to  the 
Bay  Area  1 4  years  ago.  Since  then,  he  has  edited 
an  anthology  of  political  art  ( Conspire  to 
Breathe),  performed  at  the  LAB  and  Intersection 
for  the  Arts,  and  published  his  poetry  in  the 
Berkeley  Review  and  other  journals,  including  the 
upcoming  summer  issue  of  the  City  Lights 
Review. 

Klasky  says  he  writes  many  of  his  poems  dur¬ 
ing  his  frequent  trips  to  the  Mojave  Desert  as  he 
battles  to  save  the  area  from  becoming  a  dump¬ 
ing  site  for  nuclear  waste.  Appropriately,  his 
writing  constitutes  a  thematic  blend  of  politics 
and  poetics.  "My  political  work  informs  my  poet¬ 
ry,  but  it  also  has  a  life  of  its  own,"  he  explains. 
"Poetry  is  at  the  center  of  my  life  and  my  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  world.  It’s  a  language  all  my 
own  that  I  take  great  joy  in  sharing  with  others. " 

Described  by  Klasky  as  "a  subtle  work  that’s 
open  to  a  lot  of  interpretations,”  his  winning 
entry,  "the  three  of  us,"  contains  "accumulated 
sensations,  textures,  and  emotions  framed  into  a 
poem."  He  says  the  poem  "had  a  force  of  its 
own,”  and  that  all  he  needed  to  do  was  follow  it 
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Carol  Tarlen 

As  the  daughter 
of  a  truck  driver, 

Carol  Tarlen  spent 
much  of  her  child¬ 
hood  on  the  move 
throughout  Cali¬ 
fornia.  She 

dreamed  of 
becoming  a  news¬ 
paper  reporter  but 
says  she  was  dis¬ 
couraged  from 
pursuing  such  a 
traditionally  mas¬ 
culine  profession. 

Instead,  she  mar¬ 
ried,  became  a 
full-time  wife  and 
mother,  divorced, 
and  eventually 
wound  up  at  San  Francisco  State,  where,  in 
1 988,  she  received  her  MFA  in  creative  writing. 

Tarlen  says  her  poem  'The  Butterfly  Pin" 
evolved  from  her  "life  of  crime"  as  a  volunteer 
for  Food  Not  Bombs.  "There  was  this  woman 
who  always  came  to  us  for  food,  and  she  liked 
to  give  us  gifts  in  return,  things  she’d  found," 
explains  Tarien.  "The  poem  is  about  people  who 
have  been  thrown  away  because  society  doesn't 
find  them  useful  anymore.”  The  important  thing 
to  remember,  she  says,  is  that  "any  one  of  us 
could  be  considered  useless  and  thrown  away  at 
anytime." 

For  Tarlen,  simplicity  speaks  of  eloquence. 
She  wants  to  write  in  language  readily  accessible 
to  everyone,  particularly  the  working  class  to 
which  she  proudly  belongs.  She  views  poetry  as 
a  means  of  transposing  personal  experience  into 
a  universal  context  to  create  a  work  "about  the 
worid  and  not  just  about  itself." 

Although  she  now  lives  in  Sausalito,  Tarlen 
says  she  left  her  heart  across  the  Bay  and  still 
considers  herself  "a  San  Francisco  poet."  In  the 
20  years  she's  been  writing,  her  work  has 
appeared  in  the  Berkeley  Poetry  Review,  Rain 
Cty  Review,  Exquisite  Corpse,  Dickinson  Review, 
and  an  anthology,  Calling  Home:  Working  Class 
Women's  Writings.  Her  ultimate  goal?  "To  have 
a  book  of  my  poems  collected  and  published," 
she  sighs.  "And  fame  and  fortune,  of  course."

Katherine  Leroy 

Los  Angeles-born  Katherine  Leroy  says  she's 
been  writing  all  her  life.  Now  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  she  is  currently  part  of  San  Francisco 
State's  MFA  program  in  creative  writing.  Her 
poetry  has  appeared  in  university  publications 
such  as  Prism,  Ink,  and  Transfer. 

According  to  Leroy,  "Natural  Habitat"  was 
inspired  by  a  recent  road  trip  through  Oregon 
and  "deals  with  the  need  to  escape  from  the 
ordinary  and  the  need  to  escape  in  general." 
Most  of  her  ideas,  she  says,  are  found  by  simply 
observing  and  absorbing  the  visuals  around  her. 
"I'm  inspired  by  things  that  are  full  of  images, 
like  movies,  art,  driving  trips,"  she  explains. 
"Food  does  it  too.  I'm  very  inspired  by  reading 
cookbooks." 


Second  Place 
KATHERINE  LEROY 

Natural  Habitat 


Leroy  says  the  fact  that  she  holds  a  BA  in 
political  science  doesn't  mean  her  writing  is 
political  in  nature.  When  it  comes  to  poetry, 
she's  less  interested  in  making  an  overt  state¬ 
ment  than  she  is  "in  transporting  the  reader  into 
a  different  perspective,  a  different  way  of  look¬ 
ing  at  things."  Structure  is  also  a  concern. 
"What  it  comes  down  to  is  entertaining  with  lan¬ 
guage,  with  sound  and  rhythm.  " 

Leroy,  who  teaches  for  a  living,  enjoys  the 
opportunity  to  expose  others  to  poetry  and  liter¬ 
ature.  "Teaching  is  as  important  to  me  as  pub¬ 
lishing,"  she  explains.  "I  want  to  use  poetry  for 
more  than  just  what's  on  the  page;  I  want  to  use 
it  to  get  kids  in 
touch  with  lan¬ 
guage  as  a  mode 
of  exploring  feel¬ 
ings  they  didn't 
know  existed." 

She  hopes  to  use 
her  teaching  skills 
"to  enlarge  the 
circle  of  people's 
lives." 

Regarding  the 
inevitable  vicissi¬ 
tudes  of  a  poet's 
life,  Leroy  is  philo¬ 
sophical.  "It's 
always  a  struggle. 

You've  got  to 
keep  writing  close 
to  your  heart  but 
get  it  out  there,  as 
well."

Snake  Vendors  In  the  Back  of  My  Grandmother's  Yard 

I  am  restricted  by  the  night  and  its  attendant  woes, 
its  sounds  of  nocturnal  people,  not  of 
animals,  the  people 

who  sell  their  noodles,  plastic  toys,  and  shoes 
and  the  cheap  clothing  my  grandmother  likes  to  buy 
for  her  various,  teeming  grandchildren. 

I  am  only  one  of  those  grandchildren,  the  eldest,  and 

my  clothes  are  foreign  in  the  way  they  bare  skin  to  a 

friendlier  sun;  here  the  sun 

is  merciless,  and  the  proof  is  in  the  ground 

which  still  sighs  at  night  with  the  ravenous  heat; 

and  the  insects  of  this  island  —  not  soft 

and  fleshy,  or  veil-winged,  but  „ 

their  drops  of  water  are  sealed  inside  chrysolite  shells. 

Hard  bodies,  and  if  they  were  larger, 

they  would  be  armored  trucks. 

This  place  encourages  the  existence  of  the  majestic 

cockroach  ....  , 

which  can  fly,  its  wing  span  as  formidable  as  the  span 

of  the  eyebrows. 


We  have  gone  out  before,  my  grandmother  and  I, 

the  cheap  things  people  buy  here  on  a  Sunday  night, 
objects  which  are  given  to  children,  plastic  colors  that 
fade  within  a  week, 

shapes  which  collapse  under  heat  or  use, 
collecting  in  closets,  never  to  be  used  again  or  thrown 

until  the  death  of  the  people  of  the  house  of  the  death 
of  the  house. 

Nothing  here  escapes  the  humidity  and  heat, 
not  cloth,  not  plastic,  not  video  tapes. 


But  I  can  carry  only  so  many  things  back  to  the  room 
in  my  country 

which  represent  what  I  know  of  this  country, 
and  so  tonight,  1  decline, 

and  watch  the  corridors  formed  in  the  field  by  strings 
of  light  bulbs 

the  people  restless  and  inflamed  beneath  them, 
spending  money 
on  pachinko,  and  food. 

The  bars  across  my  grandmother’s  back  window 
are  scrolled  in  iron. 

Taiwan  used  to  be  safe,  my  grandmother  often  says, 
but  this  island  turned  into  an  island  of  thieves, 
so  the  iron  bars  went  up  and  now  no  one  steals. 
Iron  bars  fashion  goodly  people. 


Fat  black  ants  which  can  snap  the  skin  in  pinching  bites 
weave  back  and  forth  between  the  bars,  under  the 
window  screen, 

vertically  down  the  wall  of  the  house. 


Down  there,  a  van  drives  up,  flush  to  my  grandmother  s 
courtyard  wall,  and  unloads  commotion. 

Two  men  spring  out  to  set  up  a  power  generator,  posts 
with  floodlights, 

and  a  disco  glitter  ball  which  .... 

rolls  out  like  some  small  and  unseemly  celestial  body. 


They  plug  it  all  in, 

and  mediocre  rock  music  that  sustains  itself 
in  the  night  air 

pounds  like  a  child  who  is  nevertheless  immediately 

silenceable.  , 

The  spectacle  opens  into  the  flattened  field 
like  a  cardboard  box  flipped  open  and  revealing  the 
naked  light  bulb. 

One  of  the  men  picks  up  the  microphone, 
gets  down  to  business  with  his  auctioneer  s  click  and 
clack 

of  the  tongue. 

The  other  man  rolls  out  two  large 
dyeing  jars,  and  ladles  yellowish  liquid  into  clear  bottles. 
I  think  of  broth,  or  amniotic  fluid. 

A  woman  appears  from  the  van, 


and  without  introduction, 

performs  the  sexual  act  with  the  ground,  with  a  chair, 
her  bare  belly  pressing  against  the  sequined  panues, 
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breasts  against  the  pasties 
like  pomegranates  over  a  hard-rimmed  bowl. 

She  does  her  dance  mechanically,  quickly, 
like  you  would  pick  your  nose 
or  go  to  the  bathroom. 

She  is  like  a  wretched  sweet  odor,  gathers  everyone 
around. 

Tanned  leathery  faces  of  men,  some  with  wives 
who  sprout  out  beneath  their  husbands’  armpits, 
some  children  sneak  through  legs  to  get  a  look. 

The  man  with  the  microphone  holds  up  ajar  of  fluid, 
as  if  it  were  juice,  or  baby  food, 
but  I  realize  it  is  snake  venom  when  the  other  man 
extracts  a  snake  from  the  other  jar. 

The  crowd  coils  back,  I  can  feel  them  draw  their 
collective  lips. 

Snakes  here  are  always  lethal. 

But  for  those  willing  to  try,  desperate  to  try, 
do  you  have  10  New  Taiwanese  dollars  not  spent  on  the 
fair, 

this  snake  venom  when  drunk  with  a  goodly  dose  of 
wine 

can  cure  impotence,  palpitations,  hot  palms,  loose  hair. 

There  are  a  few  takers  as  the  MC  barks  on,  the  loudest 
salesman 

on  this  usually  quiet  planet,  and  the  woman 
walks  around  with  bottles,  tucking  the  bills  in  her  panties. 
But  mostly  they  are  here  to  watch.  Her  spiked  heels 
may  tack  the  ground  and  leave  hoofmarks  the  children, 
later  playing  in  the  field  will  compare 
to  the  deer  who  wander  here  sometimes. 

Behind  me,  the  smell  of  tiger  balm  and  mentholatum 
suffuse  the  folds  of  the  cotton  stuffed  comforters 
of  my  grandmother’s  bed. 

Mold  blooms  in  air-condition  ducts,  and 
Spores  of  light  green  edge  her  quilts. 

Come  to  bed,  pats  my  grandmother,  her  voice  muffled, 

the  sound  of  her  feet  rubbing  dry  against  the  tatami. 

Disgruntled,  she  makes  a  noise 

that  lodges  in  the  nasal  passage, 

because  she  puts  up  these  late  Sunday  nights. 

The  large  hard  ants  cross  back  and  forth  between  the  bars 
and  I  direct  some  of  them  through  the  crack  in 
the  screen  — 

ten  feet  below  with  the  pucker  of  my  fingernail. 

She  is  watching  me  from  the  dim  blankets, 
and  with  a  voice  like  moss: 

Are  you  watching  their  shamelessness  again  ?

Verisimilitude  is  important  to 
Chiamin  Corii  Liau.  "I  feel  green 
a  lot  of  the  time,”  she  admits.  "I 
don’t  consider  myself  a  person 
of  great  experience,  and  I  don’t 
want  to  write  outside  of  what  I 
definitely  know."  Her  winning 
entry,  "Snake  Vendors  in  the 
Back  of  My  Grandmother's 
Yard,"  describes  a  scene  wit¬ 
nessed  by  Liau  while  visiting  her 
grandmother  in  Taiwan  two 
years  ago.  She  describes  the 
poem  as  "partially  fictitious," 
although  inspired  by  real  events. 

The  Taiwan  visit  was  some¬ 
thing  of  a  homecoming  for  the 
23-year-old  Liau,  who  was  bom 
in  Taiwan  before  coming  to  the 
U.S.  at  the  age  of  9  months.  She 
lived  in  New  York,  Kentucky, 
and  Virginia  before  arriving  in  California  to  study  English  at 
Stanford  University.  She  currently  lives  in  San  Francisco's 
Sunset  District  where,  on  fog-free  days,  she  can  see  the 
ocean. 

Liau  takes  two  approaches  to  her  work.  On  the  one 
hand,  it's  a  way  of  articulating  thought.  "Writing's  a  way  of 
thinking  and  working  out  difficult  emotions,"  she  says. 
"Through  writing  things  become  clearer  to  me."  On  the 
other  hand,  it's  a  process  of  extrapolation:  "I  like  to  take  a 
little  historical  snippet  and  expand  on  from  it  so  that  it 
becomes  a  part  of  me, "  explains  Liau,  whose  favorite  writ¬ 
ing  exercise  involves  isolating  a  moment  in  time  and  fleshing 
it  out  creatively.  "That's  what  fiction  is,  I  guess." 

The  best  thing  about  writing,  she  says,  is  that  "it  keeps 
you  alive  when  you're  stuck  in  a  dead-end  job."  Asked  if 
she  has  a  particular  dead-end  job  in  mind,  Uau  admits  she 
recently  completed  an  internship  with  a  law  firm  and  is  con¬ 
sidering  law  school.  On  the  creative  front,  she  looks  forward 
to  experimenting  with  different  forms  of  writing.  "I  always 
wanted  to  write  that  great  novel,  and  I  still  aspire  to  it,"  she 
confesses.  Her  advice  to  other  young  bards  is  simple  and 
direct:  "Just  keep  writing. " 

J.D.  Mitslen 

J.D.  Mitslen  began  writing  poetry  20  years  ago  as  a  teenag¬ 
er  in  Los  Angeles.  After  receiving  his  degree  in  English  from 
UC  Santa  Cruz,  he  went  on  to  study  law  at  the  University  of 
the  Pacific  in  1985.  Now  a  practicing  attorney,  he  lives  in 
Mill  Valley  with  his  wife  and  three  children. 

Mitslen  says  he  approaches  his  poetry  spontaneously.  "I 
just  write  lines  at  random  and  organize  them  all  together 
into  a  coherent  little  story,"  he  explains.  He  views  writing  as 
"a  process  of  tearing  yourself  down,  building  yourself  back 
up,  and  learning  from  the  experience."  He  considers  his 
own  work  as  "a  visual  celebration  of  language"  and  likes 
the  idea  of  having  an  artist  interpret  his  work.  "My  poems 
are  simple,  but  if  you  look  closely  there's  a  complexity 
beneath  the  surface."

“Roofer's  Song,"  he  says,  is  one  in  a  series  of  "occupa¬ 
tional  sonnets”  in  which  each 


poem  expresses  "somebody's 
love  for  somebody  else  as 
viewed  through  their  occupa¬ 
tion,  and  how  that  occupation 
influences  their  love."  Mitslen  is 
amused  that,  of  the  three 
poems  he  submitted,  the  judges 
picked  "the  sexiest  one. " 

Between  practicing  law  and 
raising  a  family,  Mitslen’s  sched¬ 
ule  is  often  too  hectic  for  writ¬ 
ing.  He  says  he  has  "the  hearts 
of  a  lot  of  novels"  stored  away, 
but  finds  poetry  more  manage¬ 
able  "because  it  takes  less  sus¬ 
tained  effort." 

But  a  full  life  also  provides  a 
diversity  of  experience.  “You 
just  have  to  concentrate  on 
what  your  vision  is,  enjoy  life, 
and  meet  all  different  kinds  of 
people,"  says  Mitslen.  "The 
poetry  comes  out  of  that. "

Put  him 
in  irons  and,  the  facts  being  fully 
proved,  ordered  12  lashes”  that 
the  slave-ship  captain  buys  the 
three  children  in  question,  a 
transaction  that  is  only  men¬ 
tioned  matter-of-factly,  in  pass¬ 
ing.  He  never  appears  to  come 
in  contact  with  them  again. 

Friends  who  have  read 
Phillips’  previous  work,  especially 
the  novel  Cambridge,  tell  me  that 
he  is  an  accomplished  writer  and 
should  be  given  another  chance. 
I’ll  go  for  that.  He  certainly 
needs  another  chance,  because 
he  blew  this  one.

Even  after  the  North’s 
victory  in  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Civil  War  ended 
slavery  in  North 
America,  antebellum 
Southern  spokesmen’s  racial 
apologias  for  that  “peculiar  insti¬ 
tution”  continued  to  influence 
readers,  including  European 
racist  theorists  whose  own  propa¬ 
ganda  in  turn  contributed  to 
later  Nazi  doctrine. 

Unfortunately,  other  Ameri¬ 
cans  provided  more  direct  and 
immediate  support  for  Nazi  Ger¬ 
many’s  racial  policies.  As  Stefan 
Ruhl  documents  in  his  troubling 
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study  The  Nazi  Connection,  Ameri¬ 
can  eugenicists  and  “racial 
hygienists”  eagerly  collaborated 
with  and  defended  Nazi  racial 
practices  until  at  least  the  mid- 
1930s,  while  Nazis  copied  the 
sterilization  laws  of  various 
American  states,  citing  racially 
restrictive  American  immigra¬ 
tion  law  with  approval. 

Beyond  their  value  to  the 
Nazis  as  successful  models, 
American  sterilization  laws  and 
immigration  restrictions  provid¬ 
ed  Nazi  Germany  with  important 
propaganda  opportunities. 
Thus,  referring  to  eugenics  mea¬ 
sures  in  the  United  States  and 
Scandinavia,  the  Nazi  Racial  Pol¬ 
icy  Office  assured  international 
tourists  at  the  1936  Berlin  Sum¬ 
mer  Olympics  that  Germany’s 
racial  policy  was  based  on  “inter- 
nationally  accepted  science.” 
Both  domestic  and  international 
Nazi  propaganda  defended  Nazi 
policies  from  criticism  by  quoi- 
ing  American  eugenicists. 

In  the  late  1930s,  according 
to  Kuhl,  American  eugenicists 
began  to  distance  themselves 
from  Nazi  Germany  as  Nazi  anti- 
Semitism  and  anti-Semitic  mea¬ 
sures  became  more  openly  vio¬ 
lent  and  extreme.  Although  the 
American  eugenics  movement 
contained  a  large  dose  of  anti- 
Semitism,  the  then-dominant 
thrust  in  American  eugenics 
favored  measures  to  bring  about 
“intraracial  improvement,”  such 
as  the  sterilization  of  those  with 
physical  and  mental  disabilities. 
As  a  result,  many  eugenicists 
were  happy  to  dissociate  them¬ 
selves  from  Nazi  Germany  as  its 
reputation  within  the  United 
States  increasingly  worsened. 
Finally,  World  War  II  temporari¬ 
ly  ended  contact  between  Ameri¬ 
can  and  German  eugenicists. 

However,  despite  the  percep¬ 
tions  of  American  eugenicists  to 
the  contrary,  “intraracial”  mea¬ 
sures  went  hand  in  hand  with  the 
Nazi  extermination  of  thousands 
of  individuals  with  disabilities. 
More  than  a  few  historians  rea¬ 
sonably  claim  that  this  program 
of  mass  murder  helped  pave  the 
way  for  the  Final  Solution.  In 
fact,  after  the  war,  American 
eugenicists  helped  to  rehabilitate 
the  careers  and  reputations  of 
many  Nazi  eugenicists.  Even 
now,  the  Pioneer  Fund,  an  Amer¬ 
ican  organization  whose  leaders 
gave  early  support  to  Nazi  racial 
policies,  has  more  recently  fund¬ 
ed  the  racist  research  of  such 
“scholars”  as  Roger  Pearson, 
Hans  J.  Eysenck,  and  Arthur 
Jensen,  who  want  to  “prove”  the 
genetic  inferiority  of  nonwhites 
as  compared  to  whites. 

Kuhl  has  written  an  important 
work  that  should  not  be  ignored. 
However,  this  book’s  signifi¬ 
cance  makes  its  flaws  infuriating. 
Unfortunately,  much  of  it  is 
badly  written  and  poorly  orga¬ 
nized.  Kuhl  often  assumes  too 
much  knowledge  on  the  part  of 
his  readers.  Furthermore,  he 
never  explains  the  relationship 
between  the  Nazis’  “intraracial” 
policies  on  eugenic  racism  and 
their  ethnic  racism.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  he  has  produced  a  valuable, 
perhaps  essential,  study. 

Germany’s  Nazi  ascendancy 
caused  many  scholars  and  intel¬ 


lectuals,  among  others,  to  flee 
Germany.  Some  of  the  most 
famous  of  those  who  came  to 
America,  such  as  Einstein  or  the 
members  of  the  Frankfurt 
School,  have  attracted  serious 
scholarly  and  even  popular 
attention.  In  her  fascinating 
study,  From  Swastika  to  Jim  Crow, 
Gabrielle  Edgecomb  relates  a 
previously  unknown  facet  of  this 
immigration  —  the  story  of  the 
largely  Jewish  refugee  scholars 
who  found  positions  in  black  col¬ 
leges.  Although  not  every  place¬ 
ment  attempt  succeeded,  many 
did.  The  broad  intellectual  train- 
ting  of  these  Jewish  scholars 
enabled  them  to  teach  multiple 
disciplines,  while  their  cos¬ 
mopolitanism  provided  their  stu¬ 
dents  with  points  of  view  they 
would  not  otherwise  have  come 
in  contact  with.  Thus,  these 
scholars  strengthened  the 
schools  at  which  they  taught,

thereby  improving  the  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities  of  the  “tal¬ 
ented  tenth,”  as  W.E.B.  Du  Bois 
described  the  educated  African 
American  elite  whom  he 
believed  would  lead  the  struggle 
for  equality. 

Others,  such  as  Ernst  Borinski 
at  Tougaloo  College  in  Mississip¬ 
pi  (a  man  deserving  a  full-length 
biography),  actively  aided  the 
civil  rights  movement 

Here  is  a  positive  historical 
irony:  a  group  of  scholars, 
forced  to  flee  Nazism,  substan¬ 
tially  helped  the  civil  rights 
movement.  In  this  way,  they 
helped  to  undermine  the  most 
egregious  racism  practices  and 
ideology  in  the  South  —  a 
region  that  gave  birth  to  the 
white  supremacist  propaganda 
that  influenced  the  Nazis.

S.F.  Seals 

Nowhere  (Matador) 

At  a  recent  solo  show  in  Boston,  Barbara  Manning  told  a  fan  that 
the  reason  she  rarely  plays  outside  the  Bay  Area  with  her  band,  the 
S.F.  Seals,  is  because  she  doesn’t  own  a  decent  car.  Given  the  thor¬ 
oughly  laid-back  approach  to  a  music  career  suggested  by  this  deficiency, 
it’s  testament  to  Manning’s  talent  that  she  was  named  one  of  Rolling 
Stone’s  1992  “New  Faces  of  Rock.”  Since  1989’s  superb  Lately  I  Keep 
Scissors,  she’s  released  less  then  an  album’s  worth  of  material,  so 
Nowhere,  the  S.F.  Seals’  debut  record,  is  a  long-awaited  treat. 

Manning  is  one  of  the  best  songwriters  performing  today.  Less  for¬ 
ward  and  focused  than  Liz  Phair  but  just  as  insightful,  she  cuts  to  the 
bone  of  folkie  introspection  and  plays  homegrown  country  music  in  a 
post-punk  tradition.  In  1989,  Manning’s  “Every  Pretty  Girl”  paved  the 
way  for  riot-grrrl  ideology,  P.J.  Harvey,  and  Phair’s  Exile  in  Guyville. 
“It’s  safe  to  assume  that  you’ve  met  her  before,”  Manning  sings  about 
every  (other)  woman  whose  presence  makes  her  own  boyfriend  look 
right  through  her.  Listen  to  “Every  Pretty  Girl”  after,  say,  Roy  Orbison’s 
“Pretty  Woman,”  the  Stones’  “Honky  Tonk  Woman,”  and  the  Chi-Lites’ 
“Homely  Girl”  to  experience  how  Manning’s  song  insinuates  itself  into 
and  subverts  rock  and  roll’s  girl-watching  legacy.  The  complaint  of  a 
non-“pretty”  woman,  “Every  Pretty  Girl”  is  hardly  a  doctrinaire  piece  of 
feminism:  like  P.J.  Harvey’s  “Man-Size,”  it’s  one  woman’s  critical 
observation  about  what  it  feels  like  to  inhabit  a  female  gender  role. 

But  on  Nowhere,  Manning  rarely  highlights  her  gender  so  explicitly 
—  she’d  probably  prefer  you  just  think  of  her  as  a  singer/songwriter 
whose  tastes  encompass  early  ’70s  rock  and  roll  ( Nowhere  includes  a 
great  cover  of  Badfinger’s  “Baby  Blue”)  and  late  ’80s  New  Zealand  pop/ 
punk  (she  has  recorded  tunes  by  the  Verlaines  and  the  Bats).  In  perfor¬ 
mance  Manning  is  friendly  and  outgoing,  but  many  of  her  best  songs  pos¬ 
sess  the  introverted  melancholy  of  early  Neil  Young,  whose  Everybody 
Knows  This  Is  Nowhere  the  S.F.  Seals’  album  title  recalls.  In  “Winter 
Song,”  a  beautiful  country  tune,  Manning  sings  “I  signed  my  name  in  the 
darkest  part  of  your  heart”  with  a  resigned  ache,  conveying  worlds  with 
the  most  understated  vocal  means. 

If  “Winter  Song”  evokes  a  sense  of  timeless  seasonal  grief,  “Day  12” 
sounds  like  the  journal  entry  of  a  pissed-off  office  worker:  “It’s  day  12  of 
the  goddamn  new  year,”  Manning  gripes.  Nowhere  combines  traditional 
American  folk/country  musical  styles  with  guitar  blare  ’n’  drone  and 
joins  ancient  sorrow  to  tough-guy  bravado.  That’s  the  kind  of  everyday 
schizophrenia  we  can  all  use  to  help  get  through  the  work  week.

The  Court  Musicians 

At  the  Court  of  the  Chera 
King  (Water  Lily  Acoustics) 

The  ancient  Chera  dynasties 
of  Kerala  (on  the  southwest¬ 
ern  seaboard  of  the  Indian 
subcontinent)  were  informed  by  a 
variety  of  beliefs  (from  pre-Hin¬ 
duism  through  Christianity,  Islam, 
and  Sufism)  and  became  great 
patrons  of  the  arts.  Still,  as  multi¬ 
farious  as  their  cultural  life  may 
have  been,  it’s  unlikely  they  heard 
anything  like  Kavi  Alexander’s 
experimental  “Kambara  Music.” 
The  Santa  Barbara-based  producer 
of  the  Grammy-winning  Ry  Cood- 
er-V.M  Bhatt  collaboration, 
Alexander  envisioned  a  melding  of 
Karnatic  and  pre-baroque  European 
chamber  music,  updating  both  the 
court  music  of  the  Cheras  and  the 
eclectic  music  of  the  Maihar  Band 
of  the  1920s.  His  eight-member 
ensemble  thus  includes  a  dazzling 
female  practitioner  of  the  khyal 
vocal  tradition;  a  sarod  player  from 
Afghanistan;  a  former  Shadowfax 
violinist;  and  five  other  musicians, 
including  dulcimer  virtuoso  Joe 
Venegoni  and  dobro  player  Tim 
Mullins,  who  straddle  the  East/ 
West  divide  with  no  evident  strain. 

Shweta  Jhaveri’s  mesmerizing, 
mostly  wordless  vocals  are  the 
main  attraction  on  most  tracks,  but 


the  interplay  of  strings  (including 
guitar,  cello,  and  droning  tambura) 
and  percussion  (tar,  dumbek,  bells, 
chimes)  is  anything  but  perfunctory 
accompaniment.  Although  not 
always  rising  above  the  sum  of  its 
parts,  the  music  on  these  11  gently 
unfolding  tracks  transcends  the 
disco-factory  fodder  that  so  often 
passes  for  world  beat  and  the  New 
Age  fluff  sometimes  passed  off  as 
world  music  fusion.  The  Hindus¬ 
tani/Appalachian  version  of 
Stephen  Foster’s  “Hard  Times”  is 
one  of  many  highlights.  And 
Alexander’s  peerless  recording 
techniques  (in  a  Santa  Barbara 
chapel)  result  in  pristine  sound 
reproduction  characterized  by 
uncommon  warmth  and  quiet 
grandeur.

Swell 

41  (American) 

I  think  it  was  Tom  Waits  who 
said  that  music  sounds  best 
when  you’re  listening  to  it 
through  the  thin  walls  of  the  apart¬ 
ment  next  door.  41,  the  third  album 
by  the  S.F.  trio  Swell,  takes  that 
sentiment  as  its  credo.  From  the 
sound  of  jangling  keys  to  the  sound 
of  footsteps  climbing  creaky  stairs, 
which  opens  and  closes  the  album, 
41  is  a  meandering  musical  ode  to 


the  crumbling  second-story  Tender¬ 
loin  apartment  at  41  Turk  St.  where 
guitarist/singer  David  Freel  lived 
and  where  Swell  rehearsed  and 
recorded  this  and  two  other  albums 
over  the  past  four  years. 

The  band,  which  has  since 
moved  its  headquarters  to  Bush 
Street,  uses  the  derelict  space  to 
create  a  languid,  sweetly  evocative 
sound  —  big  and  hollow  in  some 
places,  dense  and  heavy  in  others. 
Hard  acoustic  strumming  and  thick 
whispery  vocals  sit  dead  center  in 
the  mix  while  electric  guitars  and 
drums  hang  off  somewhere  in  the 
middle  distance.  Songs  are  brood¬ 
ing  and  earnest  (if  sometimes  over¬ 
wrought),  and  the  music  achieves 
an  intricate  natural  dynamic  that 
sounds  so  deceptively  casual  you 
can  almost  see  the  bare  bulbs  dan¬ 
gling  from  the  ceiling  and  feel  the 
cold  chill  creeping  in  under  the 
door.

Peter  Brotzmann 

Die  like  a  Dog:  Fragments 
of  Music,  Life,  and  Death 
of  Albert  Ayler  (FMP) 

Tenor  saxophonist  Albert 
Ayler  was  among  the  first  of 
jazz’s  avant-garde  to  make 
screaming  —  literally,  into  his  horn 
—  an  integral  part  of  his  style.  By 
combining  this  personal  wail  with 
marches,  folk-like  melodies,  and  a 
disregard  of  bebop  chord  changes, 
Ayler  created  a  stirring  anthemic 
music  that  shook  the  late  ’60s  jazz 
world  almost  as  much  as  Ornette 
Coleman’s  had  five  years  earlier. 
Although  the  innovations  he  made 
during  his  scant  6-year  career  were 
adopted  by  many  (including  John 
Coltrane),  throughout  the  ’70s  and 
’80s  Ayler’s  influence  seemed  to 
slowly  disappear. 

Fortunately,  the  ’90s  CD  reissue 
boom  has  brought  back  his  work 
(including  his  classic  ESP  label 
sessions),  starting  a  serious  reap¬ 
praisal.  Now,  tunes  like  “Ghosts” 
and  “Mothers”  are  standards,  the 
last  performed  regularly  by  local 
heavyweight  saxophonists  Glenn 
Spearman  and  John  Tchicai. 

This  live  session  was  organized 
last  fall  by  a  German  saxophonist 
who’s  always  been  able  to  scream 
as  loud  as  Ayler  —  though  the 
album’s  hardly  all  screaming.  Like 
Ayler’s  best  work,  Peter  Brotzman- 
n’s  latest  has  a  collective  spirit, 
with  snippets  of  Ayler’s  tunes 
woven  into  free  improvisations. 
Brotzmann  purposefully  blows 
smooth  and  sharp,  invoking  Ayler’s 
delicate  balance  of  fire  and  melodic 
wit.  The  American  rhythm  team, 
bassist  William  Parker  and  drum¬ 
mer  Hamid  Drake,  push  the  edge 
with  free-form  that  still  swings 
hard,  while  Tokyo  trumpeter  Toshi- 
nori  Kondo  proves  he’s  able  to 
stretch  Don  Cherry’s  legacy, 
almost  stealing  the  show  with  a 
monster  solo  that  travels  from 
ambient  trance  to  swirling  feed¬ 
back.  You  couldn’t  ask  for  a  more 
evocative  tribute.  As  Ayler  might 
have  put  it,  the  truth  is  marching  in 
—  again.

Scene  'n  Herd 


Playing  down

It’s  not  easy  being  Pavement  —  kings  of  indie-rock  when  alternative 
is  becoming  die  rock  and  roll  norm;  poster  boys  for  pop’s  indie  crowd 
when  you’re  on  the  Tonight  Show. 

So  when  all  else  fails,  change. 

Friday’s  show,  the  first  of  three  at  the  Great  American  Music  Hall, 
rocked  in  ways  unfamiliar  to  the  group’s  devotees.  The  band  played  with  ten¬ 
sion  and  focus,  replacing  “Range  Life” ’ s  snide  references  to  Stone  Temple 
Pilots  and  Smashing  Pumpkins  (coheadliners  at  the  Fillmore’s  Second 
Coming  Wed/27)  with  snide  references  to  Uige  Overkill  and  Nine  Inch  Nalls 
(whose  Warfield  performance,  Jason  Fine  tells  me,  peaked  the  next  night  with 
Trent  Reznor  improving  on  the  mic-stand  hurl  from  the  “Pigs”  video  by  tag¬ 
ging  drummer  Chris  Vrenna  in  the  head,  requiring  a  20-minute  delay  and  17 
stitches  above  the  left  eye). 

Pavement  also  just  plain  rocked.  With  the  aid  of  Bob  Nastovich,  indie 
rock’s  Flavor  Flav,  songs  like  “Debris  Slide”  won  big  —  much  different  crea¬ 
tures  from  the  arty  slop  the  group  dished  out  at  its  Kennel  Club  show  two 
years  ago.  “Cut  Your  Hair”  was  left  at  Leno’s. 

Saturday’s  midnight  show  saw  the  group  in  a  darker  frame  of  mind.  Steve 
Malkmus  introduced  “Stop  Breathing”  as  “Skate  or  Die,”  and  the  airy  ballad 
became  a  death  drone.  This  set  the  tone,  as  the  group  played  down:  The  gut¬ 
tural  interplay  between  Malkmus  and  Scott  Kannberg  made  these  infamous 
technical  underachievers  seem  like  musicians’  musicians,  albeit  ones  mining 
forbidding  audio  terrain.  This  was  the  least  exuberant  but  most  intense  show 
of  theirs  I’ve  seen.  No  snide  intra-rock  references,  and  they  once  again  left 
“Cut  Your  Hair”  to  all  their  friends  in  TV  land. 

Subdued,  they  were  the  band  who  knew  too  much,  full  of  the  dour  knowl¬ 
edge  that  they’re  living  proof  the  indie  way’s  the  right  way.  Instead  of  the 
inadvertently  sentient,  giddy  know-it-alls  from  the  past,  they  were  clairvoyant 
and  dark,  and  they  did  not  say  I  told  you  so. 

That  said,  local  bands  who,  for  whatever  reason,  wish  to  break  it  big 
should  note  that  the  New  Music  Seminar  deadline  is  looming.  By  May  15, 
artists  should  send  submissions  (on  either  CD  or  quality  tape),  a  bio,  and  the 
$20  submission  fee  to:  A&R  Committee,  c/o  New  Music  Nights  Festival,  632 
Broadway,  9th  Floor,  New  York,  NY  10012.  Meanwhile  stay  tuned  for 
updates  on  SF01,  our  local  new-music  nights  slated  for  the  fast-approaching 
weekend  of  May  19-21. 

Eighteen  thousand  dollars  and  counting 

Crowds  at  the  Saturday  night  after-hours  club  that  has  reinvented  itself  from 
gay  emporiums  Colossus  to  Product  to  Spread  shouldn’t  have  to  worry  about 
the  now  weekly  3:30  a.m  scatter  call.  1015  Folsom  owner  Ira  Sandler,  who 
says  he’s  spent  $18,000  in  legal  fees  so  far  to  keep  his  club  open,  called  in 
big-gun  lawyer  Tom  Steel  (whose  firm.  Steel,  Clarence,  and  Buckley,  has  rep¬ 
resented  the  Palladium,  O’Farrell  Theatre,  and  Cesar’s  Latin  Palace  against 
the  city)  to  defend  the  club’s  First  Amendment  right  to  party. 

In  die  ongoing  battle  over  South  of  Market’s  future  —  nightclubs  vs.  resi¬ 
dences  —  fra  Sandler  has  won  the  latest  round.  After  filing  a  lawsuit  Tuesday, 
April  19,  in  S.F.  Federal  Court,  Sandler  won  a  temporary  restraining  order 
against  the  police.  Which  means  that  1015,  in  its  many  incarnations  (includ¬ 
ing,  on  Friday  nights,  Martini),  will  continue  to  keep  up  the  neighbors  (if  it 
ever  did)  till  dawn  —  but  only  for  a  while:  City  Attorney  Tom  Owen  told  me 
that  the  TRO  hearing  didn’t  give  the  city  a  chance  to  present  formal  opposi¬ 
tion,  which  it  may  do  in  the  future.  (Susan  Gerhard) 


Demo  Tape  o’  the  Week 


Jessica  Jones  Quartet 


Due  to  the  current  media  froth  over  the  so-called  jazz/hip-hop 

thang,  more  traditionally  based  though  no-less-vital  bands  like  the 
Jessica  Jones  Quartet  are  often  being  tragically  disregarded.  Along 
with  husband  Tony,  music  educator  Jones  has  developed  a  dual¬ 
tenor  sax  combo  from  the  ashes  of  former  group  Rhythm  Crush  that  rivals 
and  sometimes  exceeds  the  laudable  ambitions  of  the  recent  Lovano/Redman 
collaboration  Tenor  Legacy.  Like  Lovano’s  groups,  the  Jones  Quartet  ven¬ 
tures  beyond  mere  technical  sophisticatioii,  tapping  that  elusive  vibe  of  “pure 
emotion.”  Jessica’s  haunting  flute  lead  coupled  with  Trevor  Dunn’s  sturdy 
upright  and  Elliot  Kavee’s  melodic  drumming  on  “His  Dilemma”  recalls  the 
gorgeous  eloquence  of  Henry  Threadgill.  The  undulating  rhythm  and  dynam¬ 
ic  weave  of  “Soft  Target”  echoes  the  cosmic  cool  of  Sun  Ra.  And  I  can’t  do 
anything  to  shake  the  slinky  melody  of  “Isn’t  It  True”  from  my  head.  This  is 
the  best  kind  of  new  jazz:  inside  enough  to  lock  on  a  groove,  and  outward- 
bound  with  ears  wide  open.

IN  the  beginning  there  were  no  rules;  returning  to  that  state  of  nature 
has  been  one  of  the  most  daunting  tasks  for  artists  ever  since.  In  1965 
London,  AMM  was  founded  with  that  intention  by  Eddie  Prevost, 
Keith  Rowe,  and  Lou  Gare.  Although  they  and  such  subsequent  collab¬ 
orators  as  Lawrence  Sheaff,  Cornelius  Cardew,  Christopher  Hobbs, 
Christian  Wolff,  and  Ian  Mitchell  have  subscribed  to  various  philosophies, 
AMM  has  stood  for  the  dissolution  of  rules  and  the  making  of  music 
from  only  the  resources  of  the  moment.  In  its  current  incarnation  of 
Rowe  (guitar),  Prevost  (percussion),  and  John  Tilbury  (piano),  the 
immensely  influential  British  band  recorded  one  of  the  purest  and  most 
fascinating  documents  of  improvised  music,  Newfoundland  (Matchless), 
a  recording  of  a  1992  concert  that  they  definitely  will  not  recreate  in 
this  rare  Bay  Area  engagement.

The  thread  binding  the  characters  in  monologuist  Hazelle  Good¬ 
man’s  one-woman  show  Hazelle!  is  the  reaction  of  each  to  the 
random  insanities  and  indignities  of  everyday  urban  living.  A 
native  of  Trinidad,  and  now  a  resident  of  New  York  City,  Goodman’s 
past  and  present  shape  her  sensibilities  and  sensitivities  as  she  moves 
from  one  character  to  the  next  —  for  instance,  Willie  Colon,  who  hus¬ 
tles  and  scams  on  subway  trains;  Chantiece,  who’s  looking  for  a  man; 
Millie,  a  recently  arrived  Caribbean  immigrant  who  looks  up  and  can 
see  only  stars.  This  is  the  world  premiere  of  Goodman’s  piece,  which 
was  workshopped  in  New  York.  I  saw  a  videotaped  performance  of 
Hazelle!,  and  although  her  characters  sometimes  lacked  depth,  they 
made  up  for  it  with  sheer  energy.

‘Prime  Suspect  3’ 

The  hero  of  writerJcreator  Lynda  La  Plante’s  BBC  police  saga 
Prime  Suspect,  Detective  Chief  Inspector  Jane  Tennison  (played  by 
the  wonderful  Helen  Mirren)  is  one  of  the  great  figures  of  contem¬ 
porary  crime  drama.  A  tough  cop  with  a  tender  core  of  emotional  chaos, 
Tennison  not  only  has  to  deal  with  the  serial  killers  and  back-alley  bad¬ 
dies  she  routinely  rounds  up,  but  the  hierarchical  system  of  England’s 
male-dominated  police  bureaucracy  that  (begrudgingly)  employs  her. 
In  Prime  Suspect  3,  Tennison,  recently  transferred  from  Homicide  to 
Vice,  tangles  with  an  assortment  of  pedophiles,  transvestites,  and  rent  boys 
—  including  a  wily  Fagin  played  by  the  smashing  David  Thewlis  {Naked). 
Packed  with  Dickensian  details  and  terrifically  smoldering  performances 
—  especially  the  terrific  Tom  Bell,  reprising  his  role  as  Tennison’s  ooz- 
ingly  sexist  departmental  nemesis  —  Prime  Suspect  3  is  rich,  resonant 
stuff:  a  brainy  cop  show  that’s  not  afraid  to  walk  a  political  beat.
